ROM THE OUTSIDE, the only 

hint about the kind of guy who 
lives in the modest two-story home 
on the leafy Belmont side street is the 
house’s molding, painted orange and 
vibrant violet, in electric contrast with 
its dark-gray siding. Inside, upstairs 
in Rick Doblin’s cluttered office, there 
are more clues. Gentle pink walls are 
bedecked with psychedelic renderings 
of frantically blooming trees and ex- 
ploding kaleidoscopic radii. A window 
hung with stained glass casts lavender 
light on a floor strewn with clothes, 
file folders, and copies of High Times 
and Grow. A smiling Buddha statue 
stands on a corner bookshelf stacked 
with tattered tomes: Plants of the 
Gods and The Big Book of Buds and 


Everything I Know I Learned on Acid. 
On one wall hangs a quote from 
Thoreau: “In wildness is the preserva- 
tion of the world.” On the opposite 
wall is an ad for the National Orga- 
nization for the Reform of Marijua- 
na Laws (NORML) that declares, 
WHAT THEY SAY IS TRUE. MANY PEOPLE 
WHO SMOKE MARIJUANA MOVE ON TO 
HARDER THINGS. GRADUATE SCHOOL 
FOR EXAMPLE. Sure enough, just 
above it hangs a surprisingly sizable 
Harvard sheepskin.

Rick Doblin, PhD — he has a doc- 
torate in public policy from the 
Kennedy School of Government — is 
the founder and president of the Mul- 
tidisciplinary Association for Psyche- 
delic Studies (MAPS). Since 1986, 
the membership-based nonprofit, 
which has offices in Sarasota, Florida, 
but is run largely from Doblin’s home 
office, has been at the forefront of a 
movement that contends that drugs 
like MDMA (ecstasy), psilocybin (the

Anxiety rocks 
WBUR as 
controversy 
Swirls 


Plus, what’s wrong with 
political polls, and liberal radio 
comes to town — sort of

. FRIDAY AFTERNOON, employees 
at WBUR Radio (90.9 FM) were told to 
gather for a meeting in the station’s third- 
floor cafeteria. As some staff members ate 
ice cream, general manager Jane Christo 
announced that the fall fundraiser was 
going well. But then she veered into unex- 
pected territory. Christo told the staff that 
the next day’s papers (the Boston Globe, 
the Boston Herald, and the Providence 
Journal, as it turned out) would report that 
Boston University, the license-holder for 
the station, was investigating an anony- 
mous letter, purportedly sent by current 
and former employees, accusing her of 
nepotism and mismanagement. She offered 
assurances that the charges were untrue. 
And she repeated a rule well-known inside 
the station: under no circumstances should 
anyone speak to the media. 

In just a few short weeks, Christo — 
under whose dictatorial rule WBUR has both 
thrived and chafed — has gone from the 
undisputed leader of one of Greater Boston’s 
most admired media institutions to someone 
whose fate is the subject of daily speculation. 
Ever since her surprise announcement last 
month that she intended to sell ’BUR’s 
Rhode Island stations — Providence’s 
WRNI (AM 1290), and its sister station, in 
Westerly Christo’s world has been unrav- 
eling (see “Don’t Quote Me,” News and 
Features, September 24). First, Rhode Is- 
land’s attorney general, Patrick Lynch, and 
governor, Donald Carcieri, asked Boston 
University to halt the sale until questions 
about WBUR’s finances could be answered.

John Kerry's strong debate performance refutes the 
media’s focus on superficial charges and countercharges 


Trivial pursuit 


ETWEEN JULY 29, when John Kerry 

delivered his well-received acceptance 

speech at the Democratic National 
Convention, and last Thursday, when he de- 
bated George W. Bush in the first of their 
three encounters, the real presidential cam- 
paign of candidates and issues, of people and 
ideas, had all but disappeared. Instead, we 
were subjected to a media-driven frenzy over 
faux issues such as whether Kerry had 
earned his medals in Vietnam (he had) and 
whether Bush had completed his National 
Guard obligations (he hadn’t, a point now 
lost thanks to the well-documented screw- 
ups of CBS News). Kerry was also kept con- 
tinually on the defensive by a string of nega- 
tive attacks emanating from the Republican 
camp, ranging from charges that he is a 
“flip-flopper,” to Dick Cheney’s mind-bog- 
gling assertion that a vote for the Massachu- 
setts senator would be a vote for another ter- 
rorist attack. 

Last Thursday, the Kerry of Republican 
caricature was nowhere to be seen. Instead, 
he delivered a firm, coherent, and at times 
eloquent critique of Bush’s failed policies 
abroad and at home — in Iraq, on homeland 
security, on deficits and unfair tax policy, 
and on such vitally important matters as 
what to do about North Korea’s looming nu- 
clear-weapons capabilities. The president, by 
contrast, seemed to shrink into himself, 
groping for words, unable to defend his mis- 
erable record, obviously irritated that he even 
had to share the stage with Kerry. Not sur- 
prisingly, most of the post-debate polls 
showed that the public believed Kerry had 
won. And by early this week, opinion surveys 
suggested that the race was back in a dead 
heat, as it had been for months before the re- 
lentless attacks on Kerry in August and Sep- 
tember took their toll. 

What a commentary this is on the facile, 
superficial job the media are doing in cover- 
ing the campaign. Polling is an uncertain sci- 
ence that tells only part of the story — 
though the media make it seem like it’s the 
whole story. It is surely significant that Kerry 
does far better when the public gets to see 
and hear him unfiltered than he does when he 
is subjected to the media-refracted prism of 
charge and counter-charge. More than 60 
million people watched the first debate. For 
90 minutes, they got a far truer picture of the 
differences between the two major-party can- 
didates than they had received from weeks of 
media coverage and $150 million of Republi- 
can attack ads. 

Kerry’s two-month 
swoon wasn’t entirely 
the media’s fault. As 
has been the case with 
his Senate campaigns, 
he often seemed to be 
running for president 
on autopilot, showing the discipline and drive 
he needs to win only at the last possible mo- 
ment. He won the Democratic nomination 
with a brilliant, hard-driving campaign in De- 
cember and January, a comeback made final 
by the implosion of Howard Dean. Since 
then, Kerry’s tortuous rhetoric (“I actually 
voted for the $87 billion before I voted 
against it”) and his seeming inability to ex- 
plain his complicated views on Iraq in plain 
English have served repeatedly to undermine 
his campaign. 

Still, media malfeasance has been signifi- 
cant. Though the print media did a reason- 
ably good job of disproving the claims of the 
ironically named Swift Boat Veterans for 
Truth, we know that most people use the elec- 
tronic media as their main information 
source, and talk radio and the cable news 








channels — especially Fox News — kept 
their phony accusations alive for weeks. An- 
other example was on view at the Republican 
National Convention, where born-again evan- 
gelical Democratic senator Zell Miller at- 
tacked Kerry with numerous falsehoods that 
were inadequately refuted by the media —

claiming, for instance, that Kerry had op- 
posed a range of weapons systems without 
bothering to note that then—secretary of de- 
fense Dick Cheney, among many others, in- 
cluding Republican senators, had also op- 
posed those weapons. 

On less substantive matters, last week Fox 
News'’s chief political correspondent, Carl 
Cameron, was caught penning an article for 
Fox’s Web site that included phony quotes at- 
tributed to Kerry, which had the senator pro- 
claiming himself a “metrosexual” and rambling 
on about his cuticles. And it’s not just Fox. Re- 
cently, the indispensable Daily Howler revealed 
that a pompous-sounding quote often repeated 
as evidence of Kerry’s reputed inability to con- 
nect with ordinary Americans — “Who among 
us doesn’t like NASCAR?” — had apparently

been concocted by New York Times columnist 
Maureen Dowd. (Kerry’s actual quote: “Now, 
I happen to like NASCAR . . . ”) As with earlier 
media preoccupations over Kerry’s haircut and 
his preference for Swiss cheese on hoagies, 
such trivia is both demeaning and unfair. For 
some reason, such abuse rarely seems to be di- 
rected at Bush. 

It’s time for the media to spend more re- 
sources covering the candidates and the is- 
sues and less on treating this like a cross be- 
tween a celebrity gossipfest and a sporting 
event. This isn’t 2000, when “the issues,” 
such as they were, included that infernal lock 
box for Social Security and prescription-drug 
benefits for senior citizens. As Bush himself 
likes to point out, this is a post-9/11 world. 
Everything has changed. The issues this year 
are war and peace, life and death, America’s 











































































standing in the world, the future make-up of 
the Supreme Court and the federal judiciary, 
and Bush’s relentless assault on the poor and 
the middle class, on the environment, and on 
such matters of basic human dignity as 
women’s access to safe, legal abortion, gay 
and lesbian couples gaining the same rights as 
their neighbors, and working-class families’ 
ability to afford health care or to give their 
kids a decent college education. 

Those are the issues on which the election 
should be decided. Will the media play their 
constitutional role? Or will they mindlessly 
repeat Republican spin points, portraying 
Kerry as a flip-flopping, cheese-eating sur- 
render monkey? 
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NSTANT POLLS taken after Tuesday 

night’s vice-presidential debate showed that 
John Edwards and Dick Cheney had fought 
to a standoff. An ABC News survey of debate- 
watchers awarded the night to Cheney by a 
margin of 43 percent to 35 percent, which 
may be just a reflection of the fact that 38 
percent of respondents were Republicans and 
31 percent were Democrats. For instance, 
CBS News, which surveyed uncommitted 
voters, found that 41 percent of respondents 
thought Edwards had won, and just 28 per- 
cent went with Cheney. If nothing else, these 
mixed results should give media commenta- 
tors pause. In the post-debate spin on Tues- 
day night, the talking heads were falling over 
themselves in their rush to praise Cheney, 
perhaps out of some artificial notion of “bal- 
ance” following Bush’s pathetic performance 
last week. 

Give Cheney credit for being focused, busi- 
nesslike, and deeply negative. As it turned 
out, the debate couldn’t have taken place on a 
worse day for him. Paul Bremer, the White 
House’s former proconsul in Iraq, delivered a 
speech that he’d assumed was off the record 
(imagine that) in which he said the Bush ad- 
ministration had not stationed enough troops 
in Iraq to provide for security — exactly the 
point that Kerry and Edwards have been 
making. Secretary of Defense Donald Rums- 
feld told the Council on Foreign Relations 
that he had “not seen any strong, hard evi- 
dence” linking Saddam Hussein and Al 
Qaeda — a denial of one of Cheney’s favorite 
talking points, and an assertion from which 
Rumsfeld quickly attempted to back away. 

With the heat on at Tuesday’s debate, 
Cheney did what he’s so good at: he lied. 
When Edwards accused Cheney of falsely 
promoting the idea that 
Iraq had been involved 
in the terrorist attacks 
of three years ago, Ch- 
eney replied, “The sen- 
ator has got his facts 
wrong. I have not sug- 
gested there’s a connec- 
tion between Iraq and 9/11.” But as the 
Washington Post pointed out on Wednesday, ia 
“jn numerous interviews, Cheney has skated i 
close to the line in ways that may have cer- 
tainly left that impression on viewers, usually 
when he cited the possibility that Mohamed 
Atta, one of the hijackers on Sept. 11, 2001, 
met with an Iraqi official — even after that 
theory was largely discredited.” 

The public’s perceptions of Tuesday’s de- 
bate will not gel until the spinners have had 
their way for the next day or two. The media 
need to follow the Post’s example by telling i 
the truth about the disingenuous character of 
Cheney’s performance — and, indeed, about 
the entire lying gang in the White House.

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Cerith Wyn Evans comes to town 


Cerith Wyn Evans pulls back the translucent plastic sheet covering the 
first piece in his homonymous Museum of Fine Arts show, and his brow 
swells, his mustache shrinks, and his forehead expands as though he 
were an asymmetrical alien. It’s an optical illusion created from the fun- 
house-like refractory properties of /nverse, Reverse, Perverse, Wyn 
Evans's signature “big, incredibly delicate” concave mirror, which he first 
exhibited in 1996. The mirror is so big and the effect so encompassing, 
swallowing up the viewer in a disarming, almost darkly hallucinogenic 
way, that when the exhibit’s press release suggests the looking glass 


evokes “dislocation, disorientation, and 
ambiguity,” it’s not exaggerating. But this isn’t 
the original mirror Wyn Evans first displayed 
eight years ago; every time he showed the 
piece, the bowl-shaped sculpture inevitably 
got destroyed. One time, a child ran into it. 
Another time, a clueless custodian tried to 
clean it like a bathroom mirror. Even worse, 
Inverse, Reverse, Perverse once hung 
beside Marcus Harvey's Myra, a 
controversial portrait of notorious child- 
murderer Myra Hindley rendered from 
juvenile handprints. Protesters egged 
Harvey’s representation, and Wyn Evans's 
innocent-bystander mirror got yolked, too. 

Born in Wales, in 1958, Wyn Evans is a 
conceptual artist whose work has a kind of 
edgy, intellectual, minimal elegance. A lean 
man with a matter-of-fact lip tickler, confident 
posture, and an unpretentious, conversational 
manner, Wyn Evans studied sculpture at St. 
Martin’s School of Art, in London, in the late 
'70s, and graduated with a filmmaking degree 
from the Royal College of Art in 1984. His 
work eventually evolved to integrate elements 
of video, sound, text, technology, 
photography, sculpture, neon, and fireworks 
into site-specific exhibitions. 

But one of the more intriguing aspects of 
Wyn Evans's background is that in the early 


’80s, he made videos for the likes of the Smiths, the Pet Shop Boys, the 
Fall, and Wire (“They're all old men now’). And since that was back when 
record companies didn’t have control over every aspect of a band’s image, 
Wyn Evans had free rein. “Much more so than any bands who tend to go 
through the record company because they want to have a hit,” he says. “I 
had absolute total freedom. None of that, ‘Oh, can we re-edit that because 
my hair didn’t look right in that shot’ They'd say, ‘Here’re the lyrics, come up 
with something.” Though Wyn Evans has established himself in the 
contemporary-art world, he still takes pride in those cinematic 
collaborations. “I’m very proud to be a little footnote for those artists. 
Especially with how great some of these bands are — it's great to feel that 
you played a tiny little part in any of that.” He’s perhaps proudest of the time 
when Throbbing Gristle (“TG — they’re old mates”) performed on stage in a 
London theater to one of the student films he’d made at Royal College. He

smiles indulgently, possibly out of surprise that anyone under 30 cares 
about his days working with Genesis P-Orridge. “That was fucking great.” 


SCHOOL DAZE 
Done deal? 


Ever since Boston’s student-assignment- 
plan review process began earlier this year, 
opponents of a shift toward neighborhood 
schools have charged that the fix was in (see 
“Bus Stop,” News and Features, February 
13). That's what made an e-mail that began 
circulating last week so incendiary. The 
message Said that the task force originally 
favored proposing two alternatives — moving 
to a six-zone plan, or keeping the current 
three-zone plan — at its September 22 
meeting with the Boston School Committee. 
But after Mayor Tom Menino met with the task 
force and told its members that keeping the 
status quo wouldn't work, that option fell by 
the wayside. Or so claimed the e-mail, which 
was written by Steve Fernandez, a teacher at 
the O’Bryant School of Mathematics and 
Science who opposes changing the current 
assignment plan. If true, this would bolster 
claims that Menino — who has insisted that 
the task force was free to draw its own 
conclusions — knew what he wanted from 
the outset and was determined to get it. 

The allegation may well be baseless. 
Menino declined comment earlier this week. 
(Instead, his office provided a faxed copy of a 
letter Menino sent to the School Committee 
on September 28; in it, the mayor offered 
some assignment-related recommendations 
of his own, including maintaining sibling 
preference, grandfathering current students, 


revising the assignment formula, and adding 
more K-8 schools). But Ted Landsmark — 
who chaired the task force — says the charge 
is a load of bunk. “There was no pressure 
from the mayor or anyone else concerning the 
final report,” Landsmark insists. “A small 
minority of the task-force members preferred 
that we make a recommendation to maintain 
the status quo. More than two-thirds of the 
task force disagreed with that, and the 
recommendation of the majority of the group 
is what has been put forward in the report, 
with an acknowledgement that some 
members of the task force preferred that there 
be no change.” (The members Landsmark 
mentions have joined Work 4 Quality Schools, 
a group opposed to any change and led by 
District Seven city councilor Chuck Turner.) 

Fernandez did not respond to a request 
for comment by the Phoenix’s deadline. But 
even if the accusatory e-mail is groundless, 
it’s likely to feed frustration among critics 
when assignment-plan public forums begin 
later this month. Keep an eye on the October 
12 forum at Madison Park Technical and 
Vocational High School, in Roxbury: many 
African-American Bostonians, whose 
children attend Boston schools in greater 
numbers than their white counterparts do, 
see the assignment-plan review process as 
an effort to appease white voters in 
neighborhoods such as West Roxbury. And 
with only four forums scheduled before the 
School Committee makes its final decision, 
opponents have every incentive to make their 
case as aggressively as possible.

But back to the present. Also this week, Wyn Evans opens a 
complementary exhibition, which features another variation of /nverse, 
Reverse, Perverse, at MIT’s more-experimental List Visual Arts Center. 
“What's been great about [these exhibitions] is taking two institutions that 
don’t normally have so much to say to each other,” says Wyn. Evans, his 
shoes echoing on the hardwood floors of his MFA exhibition. “They let me 
borrow stuff from each other's collection and take it over there and vice 
versa. Masterworks from the Asian collection here — they actually let me 
take them!” For its part, MIT allowed Wyn Evans to dig into its archives 


and pull out The Slide Rule Man, a “very, very 
strange” audio recording of a man who used to 
visit MIT dorms and engrave students’ names 
on their slide rules for 35 cents apiece (“That 
one’s pretty wild”). And he uprooted the wood- 
paneled studio from MIT’s student-run radio 
station, installed it in a corner of the List Visual 
Arts Center gallery, and named it WMBR 
Radio Station. “It is a relic of so much,” says the 
artist, who recently designed a record cover for 
young British band the Xerox Teens. “It was the 
first college radio station to devote a show 
exclusively to punk or reggae. And it’s got this 
smell. That’s another thing that’s kind of sexy 
about this radio station — this smell.” 

MIT also let Wyn Evans transplant into the 
MFA a cut-away coaxial telephone cable, an 
object that sparked his curatorial curiosity 
because it’s possible the wire could’ve 
transmitted Marcel Duchamp’s voice in 1936, 
when it conveyed phone calls from New York 
City to Philadelphia. “Marcel Duchamp lived in 
New York for six months then,” reasons Wyn 
Evans, looking over the cable’s display case. 
“And | bet he had friends in Philadelphia.” Such 
possible connections mesmerize Wyn Evans: in 
another MFA room, where an arrangement of 
intermittently illuminated chandeliers “reads” 
texts in Morse code, the Welsh artist suggests 
that one antique chandelier was in use at the 


right place and time to have hung over Sophia Loren’s head. 

Of course, even though each institution gave Wyn Evans total freedom 
to transplant its objects, he can’t have everything. Tonight is Monday and 
his old friend Moz is across town, but Wyn Evans can’t go. “I had a ticket,” 
he whispers. “But this curator here is giving a taik. He came to see the 
show earlier, he was like, ‘Will you be at my talk tonight?’ He’s a very nice 
man, so I'll go. But it’s a shame that Morrissey’s in town and | have a 
ticket. Oh well. | guess I’ve seen him enough before.” 

Cerith Wyn Evans's works will be at the Museum of Fine Arts through 
January 30, 2005, and at MIT's List Visual Arts Center from October 7 
through December 31, 2004. Also, Wyn Evans will lecture this Saturday, 
October 9, at noon at the List Visual Arts Center and at 2 p.m. in the 
Museum of Fine Arts’ Remis Auditorium; adult admission is $13, or $10 
for members, seniors, and students.

Supreme performance 


A Boston lawyer goes 
to Washington

OSTON criminal-defense attor- 

ney Rosemary Scapicchio runs 
her Longfellow Place office as a solo 
practice, so things can get a little hec- 
tic. She just filed a motion for one 
case in Massachusetts Appeals Court 
last week, and starts a murder trial in 
Suffolk Superior Court a week from 
now. And this Monday, she had to 
squeeze in time to argue the most im- 
portant national case of the year in 
front of the Supreme Court. 

“It’s a huge deal,” Scapicchio said 
last week, as she prepared to fly down 
to Washington, DC. That sense of 
awe still seemed with her this Tuesday 
as she waited to board her return 
flight, with the experience behind her. 
“It was a very amazing opportunity,” 
she said. 

Other local attorneys agree. “Peo- 
ple’s breath goes out of the room 
when someone says, ‘I’m going to 
appear before the Supreme Court,’ ” 
says Stephanie Page, a public defend- 
er with the Committee for Public 
Counsel Services, in Boston. 

Scapicchio’s case, US v. Ducan 
Fanfan, is one of two being used to 
test the constitutionality of the federal 
sentencing guidelines — an enor- 
mously important issue. The New 
York Times, in a front-page story 
Monday, said “the sentencing cases 
alone ... would mark this as an un- 
usually important term for criminal 
law.” 

Fanfan, a Somerville man convict- 
ed of possessing a large quantity of 
cocaine, should have been sentenced 
to at least 188 months in prison 
under the federal guidelines. But a 
recent Supreme Court case brought 
into question the constitutionality of 
some aspects of those rules, so the 
judge gave him a mere 78 months. 

When Scapicchio was hired in 
early July to handle Fanfan’s case, it 
didn’t seem like anything out of the 
ordinary. She was on vacation a few 
weeks later when she found out that 
the US solicitor general had recom- 
mended Fanfan as one of two cases, 
along with US v. Booker, to resolve 
the sentencing issue. She says she 
was stunned that her case was select- 
ed from all the available ones nation- 
wide, but didn’t believe the Supreme 
Court would actually agree to hear it. 
On August 2, the Supreme Court 
did. The justices scheduled oral argu- * 
ments for both cases on the very first 
day of their new session: the first 
Monday in October. 

Scapicchio is no stranger to high- 
profile cases, at least on the local 
level: she represented Shawn Drum- 
gold in his successful bid to overturn 
his murder conviction, in 2003. But 
she had never argued in front of the 
Supreme Court, or expected to — 
and certainly not on two months’ no- 
tice, for a case she had just received. 
Attorneys locally and in Washington 
offered to help her, and she was able 
to do three “moot courts” for prac- 
tice. “The moots were very, very 
helpful,” Scapicchio said on Tuesday.

In the 
Supreme Court, 
Scapicchio took 
the podium for 
30 minutes, 
“batting clean- 
up,” as she puts 
it, after the gov- 
ernment and 
the Booker at- 
torneys. Her 
nervousness 
from the night 
before had 
abated, she 
says, despite the 
looming pres- 
ence of the fa- 
mous justices 
and the packed 
courtroom. “There’s a calmness that 
comes over you when you do a job 
that you have prepared really well to 
do,” she says. The questioning was 
more conversational than she expect- 
ed: “I thought it would be much more 
rigid and controlled.” She admits to 
getting a little tripped up once, under 
questioning from Justice Stephen 
Breyer. As a Massachusetts jurist, 
Breyer served on the commission that 
wrote the federal sentencing guide- 
lines in 1987, so Scapicchio was try- 
ing to convince him of flaws in his 
own handiwork. 

Those who know Scapicchio had 
no doubt she could hold her own. 
“She’s smart and tough, and has 
more balls than any man in the de- 
fense bar that I know,” says Ben- 
jamin Entine, a Boston attorney. 
“Rosemary is the kind of lawyer who 
doesn’t come to court to make 
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friends. She comes to court to win.” 

Scapicchio, 40, entered the bar out 
of Suffolk University Law School in 
1991, and immediately set up her own 
practice. “She came in as a very 
young lawyer with long hair, full of 
spit and fire, fighting for justice to be 
done,” recalls Page. “When she takes 
something on, she takes it on all the 
way.” 

She has now taken on the highest 
court in the country. She won’t know 
if she’s won for a while — perhaps 
one to three months, speculates Dis- 
trict Court judge Nathaniel Groton. 
Scapicchio feels that the justices 
seemed favorably inclined toward at 
least some of her argument. Reports 
in the New York Times and Wall 
Street Journal have suggested the 
same. Meanwhile, it’s back to Massa- 
chusetts Appeals Court and Suffolk 
Superior for Scapicchio. ®

Web site touts naked 
partisanship 


Ever wish you could get George W. Bush to just ... F off? 

By touting an inspired brand of civic-minded prostitution 
— in which libertine liberals trade sex for the promise that a 
prospective voter won’t cast a ballot for the GOP — FtheVote 
(www.FtheVote.com) lets you do just that. 

“Everyone knows liberals are hotter than conservatives,” 
reads the site’s manifesto. “We look hotter, we dress hotter, 
our ideas are hotter, and we are infinitely hotter in the sack. 
We must use our sexual appeal to our advantage. ... By 
stripping conservatives out of their clothes, we can also strip 
them of their power.” 

FtheVote was launched July 4 by a group of media 
provocateurs called the Carbon Defense League. You may 
remember them from a satirical Web site they unveiled last 
year, Re-Code.com, which purported to allow users to 
generate UPC bar codes and name their own prices — a 
prank that drew the wrath of Wal-Mart and the FBI. The 
thrust of their latest art project/sociology experiment is a little 
different. 

“Most people don’t mingle with others who share opposing 
beliefs,” says CDL member Nathan Martin, “especially in 
regards to who they’re voting for. None of my friends were 
Bush supporters. We were trying to figure out how we could 
get [ideologically opposite] people talking to each other. Sex 
seemed like a really great way to [do that].” 

The process is simpler than a Florida ballot. 7) Sign up as 
a “model” on the FtheVote home page, providing a photo and 
personal info, as you would for an online singles site. 2) 
Download a pledge sheet that lays it out in black and white: 
“In exchange for physical affection ... which by no means 
implies the necessity of climax or orgasm,” the undersigned 
swears to “cast my vote for any candidate other than George 
W. Bush.” 3) Find your “target conservative” — either a 
friend or someone contacted via the site’s message board or 
chat room. 4) Get the pledge sheet signed. 5) Do the deed. 
6) Mail in the completed pledge sheet, or register it online. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, most users treat FtheVote as a lark. 
Many models’ profiles make it clear that they’re not really 
about to F anyone. (At the height of the site’s popularity, 
there were 600 or so models; Martin says they’ve gotten 
about 50 pledge sheets back in the mail.) But there have been 
some success stories. Martin tells of two long-time friends he 
knows. “She was Republican, he was Democrat. But she 
wasn’t a firm supporter of Bush. After a period of talking and 
arguing about [politics], he brought up the idea of FtheVote, 
and they talked about it and laughed about it, and she agreed 
to pledge her vote.” 

But Martin insists FtheVote is less about consummation 
than about conversation. “There are people out there who are 
using this as a legitimate political tactic to change votes. But 
we see it more as trying to get a discussion going with 
someone,” he says. “You may or may not be sexually 
attracted to them. If you are, feel free to go through with 
whatever sexual act you agree upon. But primarily, the goal is 
that you’re gonna be with someone when their guard is down. 
We’re sort of introducing the subject matter for your 
discussion; it’s something funny you can both laugh about. 
You can find some common ground about the humor of this 
thing, and then you can actually start a discussion about why 
you’re not supporting Bush.” 

And, of course, the pledge sheets are not legally binding. A 
shifty Bushie could easily cash in your offer, then vote GOP 
anyway — thus screwing you twice. “If you get a signed 
pledge sheet, that’s no guarantee that someone is gonna vote 
against Bush,” Martin admits. “But as long as you have the 
experience of engaging in something that makes the voting 
process a little more pleasurable, that’s okay.”

Bring it on 
years ago: 
October 8, 1999 

Michelle Chihara caught the beat from 
Dorchester’s cheerleading squad. 

“Once the dancing gets going, the 
squad can’t contain its enthusiasm any 
longer, and everyone who remembers 
the moves springs up and launches into 
the routine, narrating softly, ‘And turn,’ 
‘Step touch,’ ‘Oh oh, it’s this part, re- 
member?’ “Yeeeaaah ...’ Bump with the 
right hip, one hand at the waist, step 
touch, two stiff shoulder breaks, full- 
body roll, and cries of ‘Dor-ches-ter 
ba-bee!!!’ 

“This is not canned enthusiasm, and it 
would not pass David Gonzalez’s ‘noth- 
ing suggestive’ test. This is hip-hop 
dancing, with a low center of gravity and 
isolated ribcages and shoulders. It’s sexy. 
It’s black. It’s anything but ‘stiff.’” 


Love and politics 
10 years ago: 
September 30, 1994 

All’s Fair, Mary Matalin and James 
Carville’s story of the 1992 presidential 
campaign, led Al Giordano to wonder 
whether politics has a place in political 
writing. 

“The problem with so much political 
reporting is the myth of objectivity. A 
journalist can — and should — be fair 
and accurate. But impartial? Unbiased? 
Please. The pretense of objectivity is far 
more harmful to the historical record 
than overtly stated opinion. 

“Which is why All’s Fair succeeds 
where so many books and stories about 
political campaigns have not. It’s a pas- 
sionate book, not because the authors 
love each other (there’s no kissing in this 
‘kiss and sell’ story, at least not until 
some screenwriter repackages it for Hol- 
lywood), but because they love politics. 
The book does not, as critics allege, in- 
spire cynicism. Rather, Matalin and 
Carville restore the concept that political 
involvement can be serious and fun, all 
at once.” 


Satisfied 
4 years ago: 
October 6, 1989 

Even after two and a half decades, the 
Rolling Stones still knew how to start up 
music critic Ted Drozdowski.

How did showing off your tummy 
roll become a fashion statement? 


Stomach ache

does have one upside. With the decline

Te PASSING OF summer, while sad, 


in the frequency of teen-tummy-roll sightings. 


During the summer, on almost any day or 
night, one could watch a parade of teen 
tummy rolls on the streets of my neighbor- 
hood. The teens, almost all girls, wore their 
summer uniform: skintight hip-huggers and 
belly shirts, with a roll of flesh protruding 
like a hernia between the two garments. 
They strutted down the street, heads held 
high, clad in Seven jeans four sizes too 
small, unaware that they were the child- 
hood-obesity epidemic made manifest. 

Each time | saw these young women, they 
threw me into a moral dilemma. Half of me 
was amazed by their confidence. 
They were big and proud and 
going out in their party duds — 
even if those duds profoundly re- 
stricted their breathing. They 
made me want to shout, “You 
go, girl! Big is beautiful!” The 
other half of me cringed and 
thought, “For the love of 
almighty God, when did cellulite 
become trendy?” 

I suppose we have Kelly Os- 
bourne to blame for the whole 
thing. Ozzy’s daughter, a little 
on the robust side, re-energized 
the grrl-power movement by 
proudly displaying her Ruben- 
esque physique in sexy, ‘stylish 
clothes, with not a thought for 
what the skeletal fashionistas of 
Seventh Avenue would say. She 
has style, class, and innate fash- 
ion sense. She made it okay to 
be big and hip at the same time. She’s an in- 
spiration for every young woman who out- 
weighs Paris Hilton, the Olsen twins, and 
Lindsay Lohan — all strapped together. 

But as happens with any truly original 
concept, the knockoffs usually fall far short 
of the mark. The teen tummy-roll set has 
taken the “be proud, be stylish, be daring” 
mantra and turned it into “dress like Paris 
Hilton.” Which is a bad idea, even for Paris 
Hilton. 

The resulting trend has the power alter- 
nately to inspire and horrify. It also raises 
some profound and complex sociopolitical 
issues. On the one hand, every public-health 
expert in America is alarmed by the spike in 
childhood obesity; one study shows that 15 
percent of children between the ages of 12 
and 19 are overweight, up from just five per- 
cent 30 years ago, and other studies put the 
figure far higher. Lifelong health problems 
are virtually guaranteed when one begins life 
as a fat kid. Though I’m glad these girls feel 
confident enough to walk around in reveal- 
ing clothing, being well on your way to 
chronic poor health is the wrong thing to 
feel confident about. 

On the other hand, as any girl who has 
struggled with her weight knows, it’s a curse 
and an unending battle that saps your self- 
esteem, especially if you have skinny friends 
and a skinny sister who look fabulous in ab- 
solutely everything, and with whom you 
can’t share clothes. The constant images of 
models wearing pants that wouldn't fit over 
your ankles have the power to turn shop- 
ping, and much else, into an exercise in self- 
flagellation. What a beautiful world it would 
be if every woman could embrace her size 
without self-hatred. When I look at the 
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tummy-roll parade, I think maybe that day is 
close. And it makes me glad. 

Some might say my confused reaction to 
these young women is the inevitable sign of 
an aging feminist — that while I still believe 
one should be accepted for who one is and 
not what one looks like, with age comes the 
inevitable prudish tint. Since I now possess 
my very own tummy roll, you’d think I’d be 
more forgiving when one struts by unfurled. 
Instead, I cringe. 

The cringe is the result of a far more pow- 
erful factor — more powerful than femi- 
nism, more powerful than my concern for 
the health of these young women. At its 
core, the teen tummy roll shows that these 
girls have not one shred of fashion sense. 
Proudly displaying a prodigious tummy roll 
is not particularly trendy or empowered. It 
means your clothes don’t fit right. These 
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young, beautiful women are forcing them- 
selves into clothes that make them look like 
improperly stuffed sausages. That’s not a 
fashion statement; it’s a Glamour don't. 

The punks, the goths, the preppies — all 
of whom have left the house looking moder- 
ately ridiculous during one decade or anoth- 
er — at least show some style and fore- 
thought. When you see a girl with a purple 
Mohawk, 20 ear piercings, an eyebrow ring, 
black eyeliner, and a vest covered with safety 
pins, you might not appreciate the style, but 
you’ve got to hand it to her: she spent some 
time in front of the mirror perfecting the en- 
semble. She cares very much about how she 
looks, even if she doesn’t give a shit what 
you think. 

It’s different with the tummy-roll set, | 
think. It’s like someone smashed all their 
mirrors. Everyone — from salespeople to 
parents — is too concerned about damaging 
these teens’ self-esteem to mention that 
there are better ways to enhance your beauty 
than by forcibly expelling your flesh over the 
top of your clothing. 

Trends like the tummy roll often gather 
momentum, and I fear that as winter ap- 
proaches, the teen tummy roll will become 
the new black. Will we be treated to a winter 
parade of frostbitten tummy rolls peeking 
from underneath parkas and over the tops of 
ski pants? It’s enough to make one fondly 
remember the 80s, when thigh-length jack- 
ets with linebacker shoulders were de 
rigueur. They weren’t a great fashion con- 
cept, either, but when it came to tummy 
rolls, they were the right tool for the job.

What is the difference between premium and regular gas, and 
is this difference worth the extra money? I normally put premi- 
um gas into my car because I don’t mind paying two or three 
extra dollars at the pump. Am I being scammed by the gas sta- 
tions, or is the benefit to my car worth it?

Have you tried reading your owner’s manual? If it says to use 
premium, my advice is to use premium. If it says regular, use 
regular. The fact that your note indicates no acquaintance with 
such matters suggests that you may in fact be a scam victim, as- 
suming this means “someone who believes what he hears in 
commercials.” I have a hard time working up much outrage 
over this deception, since discovering the facts requires so little 
effort. If you don’t mind paying the extra money for no reason, 
don’t expect the oil companies to suffer any pangs accepting it. 

In most of the US, regular gas has an octane rating of 87, 
mid-grade gas is 89, and premium is 91 or 92. (Octane ratings 
are lower in the mountainous West due to the effects of thin air 
on internal combustion.) Contrary to widespread belief, the oc- 
tane rating doesn’t indicate how much power the fuel delivers; 
all grades of gasoline contain roughly the same amount of heat 
energy. Rather, a higher octane rating means the fuel is less 
likely to cause your engine to knock or ping. Knock, also 
known as detonation, occurs when part of the fuel-air mixture 
in one or more of your car’s cylinders ignites spontaneously due 
to compression, independent of the combustion initiated by the 
spark plug. (The ideal gas law tells us that a gas heats up when 
compressed.) Instead of a controlled burn, you get what 
amounts to an explosion — not a good thing for your engine. 
To avoid this, high-octane gas is formulated to burn more slow- 
ly than regular, making it less likely to ignite without a spark. 

Most cars are designed to run on regular gas, and that’s 
what the manuals tell the owners to use. Higher-performance 
cars often require mid-grade or premium gas because their en- 
gines are designed for higher compression (higher compres- 
sion = more power), and regular gas may cause knock. If your 
car needs high-octane gas, the manual will say so. 

Using high-octane gas in a car designed for regular accom- 
plishes little except rapid combustion of your money. Some re- 
fuse to believe this, claiming, for example, that premium gives 
the family Toyota better mileage or more power. These people 
are on drugs. Others say premium is purer or contains deter- 
gents that will cleanse your engine of uncouth deposits. This is 
similarly misguided thinking — government regulations re- 
quire detergents in all grades of gasoline. Some automotive 
types claim that using premium in a car designed for regular 
will make the engine dirtier — something about deposits on 
the back side of the intake valves. I’ve also heard that slower- 
burning high-octane gas produces less power when used in or- 
dinary cars. Believe what you like; the point is, don’t assume 
“premium” means “better.” 

Occasionally you get some genius who takes the opposite 
tack — he spends an extra 10 or 20 grand buying a high- 
performance car, then decides he’s going to save three bucks 
per tankful using regular instead of premium as specified. He 
figures as long as the engine doesn’t knock, he’s okay. Wrong, 
carbon-monoxide brain. Car engines nowadays contain knock 
sensors that detect detonation and automatically retard the 
spark to compensate. The delay means maximum gas expan- 
sion occurs when the piston is further along in its downstroke 
and thus there’s more room in the cylinder head. This reduces 
peak cylinder pressure, eliminating knock but also giving you 
less power and poorer mileage. 

You may ask: don’t knock sensors make it hard to tell when 
an old car needs higher-octane gas? Years ago, when your beat- 
er started pinging on grades or under acceleration, that was the 
sign that carbon had built up in the cylinders, increasing com- 
pression, and it was time to switch to high-test. Nowadays the 
knock sensors compensate, which seemingly might conceal the 
problem. Don’t fret — today’s fuel-injection systems precisely 
meter the fuel-air mix, resulting in fewer unburned hydrocar- 
bons and less carbon build-up. If you’re still concerned, I’d say 
it makes more sense to spend six bucks on a bottle of carbon- 
cleanout juice than an extra $150 a year on high-priced gas.

Then BU’s interim president, 
Aram V. Chobanian, announced 
he would honor that request — 
an unprecedented rebuke to 
someone long accustomed to 
getting her way. 

The anonymous letter, the 
contents of which were reported 
by the three dailies, made public 
a number of issues that had long 
been whispered about in off-the- 
record conversations. The sta- 
tion’s employment of at least a 
dozen Albanian immigrants 
through an agency run by Chris- 
to’s husband, Van Christo, an Al- 
banian-American. Christo’s hir- 
ing of family members. A print- 
ing contract that sources say is 
held by another family member. 
The manner in which the station 
has managed federal grant 
money. Christo’s personal use of 
station-owned vehicles. The “Cit- 
izens of the World” tours, por- 
trayed by some as money-losing 
junkets, although others defend 
them as an opportunity for 
Christo to schmooze with poten- 
tial big contributors. 

Now, not only are these accusa- 
tions out in the open, but they are 
being investigated by the universi- 
ty, the one institution charged 
with overseeing the station. Ac- 
cording to reliable sources, Mass- 
achusetts attorney general Tom 
Reilly is looking into the charges 
as well, although Reilly’s spokes- 
woman, Sarah Nathan, would nei- 
ther confirm nor deny that. (BU 
spokeswoman Nancy Sterling says 
the university informed Reilly’s office about 
the letter last. week.) After 25 years in charge, 
Christo is suddenly the subject of speculation 
as to whether she will be able to hold on to 
her job. Whether Christo stays or goes, the 
culture of fear and secrecy over which she has 
long presided has been shaken to its core. 

“She was an audio visionary, if you can 
have such a thing. But she was too ambitious 
— arrogant and egocentric. It’s sad,” says 
Bruce Gellerman, a consultant/teacher/au- 
thor who was fired by Christo as the co-host 
of Here and Now several years ago. Inside 
the station, feelings appear to be mixed. 
Though surely some, if not many, would like 
to see Christo leave, there is also a sentiment 
that despite her dysfunctional, abusive man- 
agement style, any successor might embark 
on a round of cost-cutting that would harm 
the quality of the station. 

Christo, through station spokesman Will 
Keyser, declined to be interviewed. Keyser 
himself would not comment on the questions 
swirling around WBUR, referring an inquiry 
to BU spokeswoman Sterling. According to 
Sterling, the charges contained in the letter 
— which she would not release — are being 
investigated by the university’s general coun- 
sel and auditors, a process that she estimated 
would take two weeks to complete. Asked 
about Christo’s job security, Sterling replied, 
“That would be very premature to speculate 
about, because there are no investigation re- 
sults available at this point.” 

WBUR is more than a radio station — it 
is one of the city’s leading cultural icons. If 
it’s not quite in the same league as Harvard, 
Mass General, or, for that matter, WGBH — 
the public-broadcasting giant that runs 
Channels 2 and 44 and WGBH Radio (89.7 
FM) — it compensates by being more a part 
of the city’s everyday life. (Ironically, WGBH

emerged this week as a leading contender to 
buy the Rhode Island radio stations.) By of- 
fering a combination of programming from 
National Public Radio and the BBC World 
Service, and five hours a day of its own 
shows, Christo has turned the station into an 
essential part of the community fabric. 

But that fabric became frayed in 2001, 
when Christo fired Christopher Lydon, the 
first host of *BUR’s The Connection, and his 
senior producer, Mary McGrath, in the 
midst of an ugly contract dispute (see 
“Bobos in Radioland,” News and Features, 
April 27, 2001). Christo won the public- 
relations battle by revealing that Lydon and 
McGrath, who were seeking an ownership 
share of the program, had turned down a 
chance to earn as much as $280,000 and 
$165,000, respectively. (Both Lydon and 
McGrath declined to comment this week.) 
But regardless of whether one thinks Lydon 
and McGrath were being reasonable, the fact 
is that Lydon was the station’s signature per- 
sonality. His successor, Dick Gordon, is a 
smart, able broadcaster. Still, in retrospect 
Lydon’s departure looks like a turning point 
for WBUR — and not one for the better. 

What has become increasingly apparent in 
recent weeks is that WBUR has been strapped 
for money ever since the dot-com economy 
collapsed, a calamity that sources say had a 
ruinous effect on corporate underwriting, and 
that occurred right around Lydon and Mc- 
Grath’s departure. Station spokesman 
Keyser’s denials notwithstanding, few believe 
that the announced sale of WRNI is about 
anything other than money. The Providence 
Journal has reported that, according to tax 
documents filed by the separately held WRNI 
Foundation, the station ran a deficit of $9.4 
million between 1998 and 2003. The Journal 
also reported that, in filings with the Corpora- 
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tion for Public y 


Broadcasting 
(CPB), WBUR stated it had lost some $4.7 
million during that same period, although 
Keyser told the Phoenix that figure is more a 
reflection of CPB’s reporting peculiarities than 
it is of the true financial health of the station. 

In addition, the Boston Globe recently un- 
earthed an internal WBUR memo from last 
June recommending that the financially trou- 
bled Rhode Island stations be sold, just six 
years after ’BUR bought them for $2.4 mil- 
lion. Which is why few believe Christo’s con- 
tention — voiced at meetings in both Provi- 
dence and Boston — that her goal all along 
had been to nurse the two Rhode Island sta- 
tions to health and then return them to the 
community. “I think it’s bullshit. I can tell 
you that no one down here would have. put 
money in,” says Gene Mihaly, president of 
the Foundation for Ocean State Public 
Radio, which raised an estimated $2.5 mil- 
lion to support the stations. Mihaly adds, 
“Can you imagine yourself as a donor put- 
ting in money under those circumstances? It 
just makes no sense.” 

From an outsider’s perspective, it would 
appear that the Rhode Island situation may 
prove the most troublesome for Christo. 
Mike Healey, spokesman for Attorney Gener- 
al Lynch, says Boston University has agreed 
to provide a number of documents pertaining 
to the internal operations of WRNI and 
WBUR. Asked whether those documents 
would be made public once Lynch has re- 
ceived them, Healey replied that has not yet 
been determined. But he made it clear that 
Lynch’s focus will be on what happened to the 
money donated by Rhode Islanders — esti- 
mated by Mihaly at $3 million to $4 million 
overall — and whether those donors ended 
up subsidizing operations in Boston. 
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“We want to try to clari- 
fy whether there were any 
legally binding guarantees 
as to where the Rhode Is- . 
land donors’ money was 
going to go, and whether 
there were any misrepre- 
sentations about where that 
money would go,” says 
Healey. One intriguing 
hint: those tax records that 
the Journal found showed 
that On Point host Tom 
Ashbrook’s $135,000 
salary had been charged to 
WRNI in fiscal 2002, even 
though Ashbrook has never 
broadcast from Rhode Is- 
land. Keyser’s explanation 
is that the program actually 
began at WRNI, and was 
moved to BUR after 9/11 
to focus on issues related 
to terrorism. 

As for the rest — the Al- 
banians, the family mem- 
bers, the vehicles — well, if 
nothing else, these long- 
simmering matters finally 
have been laid on the table. 
Perhaps they will sink 
Christo — or perhaps not. 
Though current and former 
staff members understand- 
ably resent the hiring of im- 
migrants even as newsroom 
employees have been let go, 
it’s not yet clear whether 
those hires violate universi- 
ty policy or public-broad- 
casting guidelines. (BU 
spokeswoman Sterling has 
said that some of ’BUR’s 
hires might be in conflict 
with current university poli- 
cy. But other sources say that BU must sign 
off on all Christo’s hires, which makes the 
university complicit in some of the very mat- 
ters it is investigating.) The same holds true 
with the accusations of nepotism and Chris- 
to’s reputed personal use of station-owned 
vehicles. It doesn’t look good, and it certainly 
speaks to an air of arrogance and entitlement 
on the part of Christo — who depends on lis- 
tener donations and the goodwill of the com- 
munity — to indulge herself in that manner. 
But even if the charges are true, that doesn’t 
mean she broke any rule, policy, or guideline. 
There’s plenty of smoke, but it’s too early to 
say whether there’s any fire. 

And at WBUR, people are wondering 
what’s going to happen next. “I want the 
questions to be answered, and I want any 
problems to be resolved, because we have an 
important job to do,” says Here and Now 
host Robin Young. “We have too much work 
to do for this. We’ve got to get on with it.” 





F YOU WERE flipping through the New 
York Times on September 28, you would 
have come across an unusual full-page attack 

ad. Placed by the liberal group MoveOn.org 
at a reported cost of $68,000, the ad — 
headlined GALLUP-ING TO THE RIGHT — criti- 
cized the venerable Gallup Organization for a 
supposedly flawed polling methodology that 
had given George W. Bush a “phantom 14- 
point lead” over John Kerry. 

Gallup’s polls, given wide play through the 
company’s partnerships with USA Today and 
CNN, “profoundly affect a campaign’s news 
coverage as well as the public’s perception of

the candidates,” the ad continued. And it 
closed by taking aim at George Gallup Jr., son 
of the company’s founder, calling him “a de- 
vout evangelical Christian” who’s been quoted 
as saying “the most profound purpose of polls 
is to see how people are responding to God.” 

By no means was the ad a shot in the dark. 
Rather, it reflected widespread resentment 
among liberal bloggers and a debate among 
professional pollsters. The problem, as critics 
see it, is that Gallup’s recent polls have includ- 
ed more self-identified Republicans than 
Democrats, even though exit polls in the last 
two presidential elections showed that more 
Democrats than Republicans had actually cast 
votes. Between the Republican National Con- 
vention and last Thursday’s presidential debate, 
few polls have showed Bush with as wide a lead 
as Gallup’s did. 

Among the most vociferous critics of 
Gallup is Steve Soto, a California state- 
government employee who writes a weblog 
called TheLeftCoaster.com. Typical is his post 
of September 28, written in reaction to a Gallup 
poll released the previous 
day that showed Bush 
leading Kerry among 
likely voters by 54 per- 
cent to 41 percent. Soto 
obtained numbers from 
Gallup that showed its 
nationwide sample of ap- 
proximately 1000 voters 
consisted of 40 percent 
Republicans, 31 percent 
Democrats, and 28 per- 
cent independents. Most 
other polls, Soto ob- 
served, gave Bush a con- 
siderably more modest 
lead. “Does anyone in 
their right mind think 
that the GOP will have a 
9% advantage amongst registered voters this 
year ...?” asked Sotc. “This is utter garbage, 
and Gallup has no credibility. It is that simple.” 

Nor is Soto’s critique restricted to bloggers 
and liberal activists. Pollster John Zogby, who 
never fails to tout the fact that his surveys in 
1996 and 2000 came the closest to predicting 
the final outcome, wrote a piece for the Fi- 
nancial Times on September 7 criticizing a 
Newsweek poll, taken right after the Republi- 
can National Convention, that had given Bush 
an 11-point lead among likely voters. Zogby, 
by contrast, had placed the lead at just two 
points. The difference, Zogby explained, was 
that — similar to Gallup — respondents to 
the Newsweek poll were 38 percent Republi- 
cans, 31 percent Democrats, and 31 percent 
independents. 

“While party identification can indeed 
change within the electorate,” Zogby wrote, 
“there is no evidence anywhere to suggest that 
Democrats will only represent 31% of the total 
vote this year.” He asserted that his own polls 
use “a party weight” of 39 percent Democrat, 
35 percent Republican, and 26 percent inde- 
pendent — far more likely to reflect actual 
turnout on Election Day, he argued. 

At first glance, MoveOn, Soto, and Zogby 
would appear to have an open-and-shut case. 
But there is a flaw in their argument. The truth 
is that Gallup — and Newsweek — did not ac- 
tually do any party-weighting. Rather, they 
contacted registered voters and determined 
who among them would be likely voters by ask- 
ing such questions as whether they had voted 
in the last presidential election, how closely 
they were following the current campaign, and 
the like. These likely voters were then asked for 
whom they planned to vote and with what po- 
litical party they identified. 

For most people, party identification is a 
fixed part of their identity, as much as gender 
or ethnicity. But for a small but statistically 
significant subset, party identification shifts 
depending on their political mood of the mo- 
ment. For instance, some people — upon 
telling a pollster they’re planning to vote for 
Bush — will follow that up by saying that 
they’re Republicans. Two weeks later, these 
same people might switch to Kerry — and 
start calling themselves Democrats. 

“Many people think of party identification 
as allegiance to the candidate,” David Moore, 
senior editor of the Gallup Poll, told me. By 
this line of argument, Zogby’s party-weighting

system understated Bush’s lead by rigidly 
sticking with a fixed percentage of self-identi- 
fied Democrats, even though the actual pro- 
portion of people calling themselves Democ- 
rats was dropping as Bush’s lead was rising. 
Similarly, this week, with Kerry’s numbers ris- 
ing after his strong debate performance last 
Thursday, the percentage of self-described Re- 
publicans will almost certainly drop, (The lat- 
est Gallup poll, released this past Monday, 
finds that Kerry and Bush are now tied, with 
49 percent each.) 

Responds Soto: “I’m not going to disagree 
with David Moore, because he’s doing it for a 
living and I’m not.” But, he adds, “On its sur- 
face it sounds ludicrous to me. There’s nothing 
wrong with being a lifelong Democrat who’s 
voting for Bush and telling a pollster that.” 

Andrew Smith, director of the University of 
New Hampshire Survey Center, says party- 
weighting is a hotly debated topic among pro- 

-fessional pollsters. Zogby’s methods, Smith 
contends, have failed as often as they have 
succeeded. As for Gallup, Smith says, “they 
have historically been, if not the most accu- 
rate, then one of the 
most accurate.” 

If nothing else, 
MoveOn.org could have 
spent its members’ 
money more wisely. 
Even Soto wishes the 
organization had target- 
ed local media in a few 
swing states rather than 
lavishing its cash on the 
Times. Soto also isn’t 
thrilled about the sneer- 
ing tone regarding 
George Gallup Jr.’s reli- 
gious beliefs. “I think it 
went overboard, simply 
because I try not to be a 
conspiracy nut,” Soto 
told me. “I’m not sure bringing Mr. Gallup’s 
family or religious background into the matter 
was helpful.” (Gallup’s remarks about “re- 
sponding to God” also reportedly were taken 
out of context: now retired, he is involved in 
surveys about Americans’ religious beliefs.) 

MoveOn.org spokesman Trevor Fitzgibbons 
did not respond to inquiries by phone and e- 
mail this week.

IR AMERICA Radio, the five-month-old 

liberal network that’s been only a rumor 
in Greater Boston, has taken a significant 
step closer to competing for local listeners. 
This past Monday, WKOX (AM 1200) and 
WXKS (AM 1430) began simulcasting a line- 
up of progressive political talk shows, mixing 
Air America programs such as Morning Sedi- 
tion (6 to 9 a.m.) and The Al Franken Show 
(noon to 3 p.m.) with syndicated liberal talk- 
ers Stephanie Miller (9 a.m. to noon) and Ed 
Schultz (3 to 6 p.m.). 

Unfortunately, neither station’s signal is all 
that great, and both are required to power 
down to such low levels after sunset that they 
can be difficult to tune in, even inside Route 
128. That’s certainly going to hinder Air 
America’s The Randi Rhodes Show, which 
runs from 6 to 10 p.m. 

“I’m really happy we’re on in Boston. Now 
the calls will change from ‘How come we’re 
not on Boston?’ to ‘How come the signal’s not 
better in Boston?’ And that will be a good 
thing for me. It’s time,” says humorist Barry 
Crimmins, a Phoenix contributor and former 
Boston comedian who writes for and occa- 
sionally appears on Rhodes’s program. (Crim- 
mins’s new book, Never Shake Hands with a 
War Criminal, will be published next month by 
Seven Stories Press.) 

And if you liked that joke, you’ll love this one: 
WKOX and WXKS are owned by Clear Channel, 
the Texas-based radio conglomerate best known 
for yanking the Dixie Chicks off its country sta- 
tions after lead singer Natalie Maines had the 
temerity to criticize George W. Bush. 

“We live in America, where it’s all about the 
best business model, I guess. But it does seem a 
little ironic,” agrees Joe Mazzei, marketing direc- 
tor for the two stations and for KISS 108. a

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The recording industry keeps playing 
bad cop instead of embracing change 


Deaf to reason

T’S BEEN A YEAR since the Recording 

Industry Association of America (RIAA) 

brought lawsuits against 261 people, 
many here in Massachusetts, for sharing 
music files over the Internet without permis- 
sion from the copyright holder. (See “Sue 
You, Sue Me Blues,” News and Features, 
September 26, 2003.) Since then, the buzz 
about the recording industry’s war against 
music-swapping services, such as the phe- 
nomenally popular Kazaa, has died. Online 
distributors — and Wall Street — are much 
more interested in the new, legally approved 
services debuting almost weekly: iTunes, 
VirginDigital, Rhapsody. Do customers pre- 
fer a streamed “jukebox” or straight down- 
loading? Would they rather pay per song, or 
through a monthly subscription? 

The only ones still interested in the legal 
battle, it seems, are the recording companies 
themselves, who are letting these new online 
opportunities slip through their fingers as 
they remain obsessed with file-sharing mis- 
creants and their enablers. In fact, those 
companies, through the RIAA, have actually 
stepped up their assault. “It is absolutely 
hotter than ever in the legal world,” says 
Mark Fischer, an intellectual-property attor- 
ney with the Boston office of law firm Fish & 
Richardson. Last Thursday, the trade group 
filed 762 additional lawsuits against mem- 
bers of the general populace, bringing the 
total of such actions to about 5400. 

But they really want the big fish: the com- 
panies that make and distribute the peer-to- 
peer (P2P) software. So, earlier this year 
they sued the maker of Grokster, a program 
that enables P2P users to download music 
files from any other computer that uses the 
same software. Joe in Milwaukee can copy 
the latest Jill Scott single from Jane in 
Phoenix, with no copyright police checking 
permission slips. The RIAA argued in the 
Grokster case that the software’s manufac- 
turer should be held accountable for the law- 
lessness it fosters. On August 19, the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals said no. 

The infuriated association is now trying to 
overturn the ruling through legislation, 
which it’s desperately trying to move 
through Congress before it recesses at the 
end of this week. The RIAA is also backing 
several other pieces of legislation, including 
one that would curtail the advertisements 
that provide the P2P networks’ revenue. 
“Their approach has been to attack the cus- 
tomers, the companies, and the revenue 
streams,” says Sam Yagan, CEO of Meta- 
Machine, which operates the eDonkey P2P 
service. “If they had spent all that money 
and effort [on] making a deal with [P2P net- 
works], | think they could have co-opted the 
whole system by now.” 

Instead, however, the recording compa- 
nies seem hell-bent on squashing the 
cheaters and oblivious to the emergence of 
potentially profitable distribution models. 
Apple’s year-old iTunes, which sells two 
million individual song downloads a week 
— with copyright permission — for 99 
cents a pop, has demonstrated that many, 
many people will pay for a convenient, well- 
organized, legal, pay-per-download service. 
Wal-Mart, Microsoft, RealNetworks, Sony, 
America Online, eBay, and Buy.com have 
followed Apple’s lead. Others, including 
Virgin and telecommunications provider 
RCN, are testing monthly subscription serv- 
ices. Indeed, the RIAA estimates that the 
total number of legal, paid music downloads 


rose from 19 million in the second half of 
2003 to 54 million in the first half of 2004. 
Add to that “streaming” services that offer 
radio-like listening access without perma- 
nent downloading. 

In other words, there are lots of ways to 
try to squeeze pennies out of music lovers, 
and lots of serious companies are already 
trying to do so. (Even more want in on the 
action: Yahoo, Viacom, and others are ex- 
pected to enter the market soon.) “This all 
validates how much music means to people,” 
Fischer says. The recording industry, which 
owns the product everybody is so eager to 
get, seems to be the group with the least idea 
of how to take advantage of it. 


NSTEAD, THE industry has stepped up 

efforts to attack music-lovers in court. 
Actually, it is now suing “John Does” who 
own IP addresses with large stashes of 
shared music files, since the courts ruled last 


Sites such as iTunes now tout exclusive 
tracks and pre-release access to singles, 
along with all manner of artist promotion, 
such as Tom Petty’s playlist suggestions. 
The industry could boost the legitimate 
services by opening up its catalogue beyond 
the roughly 700,000 titles it makes available 
to them now. Consider that eDonkey has 
about 100 million unique titles available at 
any given time, according to Yagan. But the 
best way the labels could help these legiti- 
mate sites gain traction, and lure users away 
from the Kazaas and Groksters, is with a 
sizable copyright-payment discount. Cur- 
rently, about 65 to 70 cents from each song 
download go to the copyright holder, usually 
a record company. That sets a floor for how 
low prices among music-download services 
can go; at present, rates fall between 79 and 
99 cents a song. A dramatic discount from 
the recording companies would allow those 
prices to drop, and could make a huge im-

December that Internet-service providers 
don’t have to cough up the names behind 
those IP numbers. The effect is the same; 
the RIAA eventually unearths users’ identi- 
ties, and forces them to settle — usually for 
around $5000 each — to avoid potentially 
huge penalties. “You’ve got an industry 
where you view every customer like they are 





coming into your store planning to rob you,” ' 


Fischer says. 

However, since the odds of any individual 
being hit by one of those lawsuits remain 
negligible, this litigation orgy has done little 
to deter inveterate file-sharers. (On the other 
hand, RIAA spokesperson Jonathan Lamy is 
probably correct in suggesting that without 
the lawsuits, illegal file-swapping would be 
even more rampant.) Illegal downloads still 
dwarf legal ones, a status quo that threatens 
to prevent the growth of the paying market, 
since none of the legal music-distribution 
services is reliably profitable yet. 

You’d think the recording industry would 
be working to make them profitable. Think 
back to the fledgling music-video days of the 
early 1980s: record labels not only made the 
videos, they offered up their stars for inter- 
views and promotions, and set up deals for 
exclusive rights or early access to hot videos. 
The industry is just beginning to do the 
same for digital distribution companies, in- 
stead of treating them like part of an assault 
on its precious, fading compact-disc sales. 


pact on the business. When RealNetworks 
offered a half-price promotion last month, it 
sold five times its usual weekly number of 
songs. Of course, 25-cent song downloads 
would make downloading an album consid- 
erably cheaper than buying the $16 CD, so 
the industry isn’t ready to make that plunge. 

But the labels are missing the fact that 
store-bought CDs, while probably retaining 
a place in the consumer’s world, cannot pro- 
vide what today’s users want: total portabili- 
ty of their music. If users can connect elec- 
tronically to every song or album they have 
ever paid for, wherever they may roam, well, 
the CD just can’t match that. “Culturally, 
people in the recording business are still 
slow in recognizing the change that is hap- 
pening,” says Fischer. 

And the industry’s blind hatred of P2P has 
it dragging its feet on another opportunity: 
the illegal services themselves. Companies 
such as Sharman Networks, which produces 
Kazaa, aren’t hackers seeking the thrill of 
thumbing their nose at Sony; they have a vi- 
able business model, driven primarily 
through advertising. The record companies 
could be getting a piece of that action. Meta- 
Machine’s Yagan admits that he has been 
waiting — practically begging — to make a 
deal with the record companies. “There is no 
reason the music industry can’t make money 
through peer-to-peer distribution and 
through direct purchase,” he says. Yagan has 








had discussions with “senior people,” but no 
deal to date. 


T’S PROBABLY no coincidence that 
those discussions began after the 
Grokster decision in August, which left the 
recording industry scrambling for solid 
ground. Just as makers of videocassette 
recorders are not liable for the use of those 
products to record illegally, Grokster and 
other P2P software companies are off the 
hook for users’ behavior. 

The RIAA issued a terse two-paragraph 
press release after the decision, calling on 
P2P companies to step up to their “responsi- 
bility as corporate citizens to address the 
rampant illegal use of their networks.” Sure 
they will — right after VCR makers do, or 
the makers of TiVo and other digital record- 
ing devices, for that matter. 

The RIAA is considering appealing to the 
Supreme Court, Lamy says. But first it’s try- 
ing to get Congress to undo the decision via 
the pending Inducing Infringements of 
Copyright Act, or Induce Act for short. 
Sponsored by Senate Judiciary Committee 
chairs Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Patrick 
Leahy (D-Vermont), this bill would make it 
illegal to “lure consumers into breaking the 
law,” as the RIAA says, by distributing P2P 
software. 

The bill was originally introduced back in 
June, but gained urgency after the Grokster 
ruling. Unfortunately for its proponents, the 
Induce Act has run into trouble. The bill’s 
initial wording brought a panicked response 
from technology-industry groups, who 
feared that it would unintentionally outlaw 
recording devices as varied as iPods and 
TiVo. 

Hatch and Leahy issued a new draft in 
late September. But the Center for Democ- 
racy and Technology, in Washington, DC, 
quickly released a letter warning that the bill 
would potentially affect makers of iTunes, 
instant-messaging systems, and e-mail soft- 
ware, among others. Groups as varied as the 
civil-liberties-minded Electronic Frontier 
Foundation and the.conservative Heritage 
Foundation have:joinéd forces t6’oppose. the 
act. “The parties are still talking and work- 
ing on it,” says Tracy Schmaler, Leahy’s 
press secretary. 

The Induce Act is not the only legislation 
the RIAA wants to push through before the 
congressional hiatus. The Artists’ Rights and 
Theft Prevention (ART) Act, which seeks to 
make the use of camcorders in movie the- 
aters a federal offense, also includes provi- 
sions outlawing the distribution of pre- 
release materials, specifically over P2P net- 
works. Versions of the bill passed the Senate 
in June and the House last week. But there is 
no time for a formal conference committee 
to iron out the differences between the two, 
according to Don Stewart, spokesman for 
Senator John Cornyn (R-Texas), a co-spon- 
sor of the bill. Cornyn and others are trying 
to work something out quickly in private 
meetings. 

Similarly endangered is another Hatch- 
Leahy bill, the Protecting Intellectual Rights 
Against Theft and Expropriation (PIRATE) 
Act. This one would give the Justice Depart- 
ment authority to bring civil cases against 
copyright infringers. Currently, Attorney 
General John Ashcroft can bring only crimi- 
nal cases, which he has been loath to do. 
Maybe the RIAA doesn’t mind the PR fallout 
of dragging 12-year-old girls into court for 
listening to Nelly, but the Justice Depart- 
ment has shown little inclination for that 
kind of grief. Legislation is moving forward 
at the state level too; California just put re- 
strictions on file-swapping into law, and oth- 
ers are working on similar bills. Whether 
they will have any practical effect remains to 
be seen. 

That’s been true of all the recording in- 
dustry’s flailing actions since it first recog- 
nized a threat from P2P networks. As Fisch- 
er points out, investors aren’t betting heavily 
on the industry’s top players to win this war. 
That might change if the RIAA starts spend- 
ing more time on developing the future 
rather than fighting it. &

ARLIER THIS YEAR, the Academy 

Award—winning documentarian Errol 

Morris (Gates of. Heaven, The Thin 
Blue Line, The Fog of War) offered to make a 
campaign commercial for John Kerry. The 
Kerry campaign never accepted, and Morris 
subsequently created a series of ads — based 
on conversations with Republicans who voted 
for George W. Bush in 2000, but are support- 
ing Kerry this year — for the liberal 
group MoveOn.org. These spots, 
which show voters looking directly at 
the camera and explaining their change 
of heart, were filmed using Morris’s 
“Interrotron,” a two-way-mirror device 
that lets people talk directly to the cam- 
era while still making eye contact with 
the interviewer. They resemble the 
“switcher” commercials Morris shot 
for Apple Computer, and were com- 
piled from 30-some hours of interviews con- 
ducted at a studio in Canton. 

MoveOn.org ran a full-page ad featuring 
nine Republican switchers in the New York 
Times on August 30, the opening day of the 
Republican National Convention, and five of 
the video spots were broadcast nationally on 
Fox. But more than 60 other Republican- 
switcher ads Morris created have never been 
seen by the public — and, unless some liberal 
527 organization pays to run them before No- 
vember 2, they never will be. (The central item 
on Morris’s Web site, www.errolmorris.com, is 
a plea for assistance from any 527 willing to 
fund another ad buy.) As a group, the Republi- 
can-switcher ads are elegant and compelling, a 
welcome departure from the swelling strings 
and sonorous intonations that mark most polit- 
ical advertising. If this year’s election is as close 
as 2000's was — and if Bush wins — Kerry’s 
failure to work with Morris may well go down 


in the annals of regrettable political decisions. 
Last week, the Phoenix spoke with Morris 
| in his East Cambridge studios about the 
switcher ads, the state of political advertising, 
and the branding of John Kerry. An edited 
transcript follows. 


|  Q: What was the genesis of these ads? 

| A: The underlying idea is that the election is 
going to be decided by a very small group of 
voters. The electorate, as we all know, is polar- | 
ized; there’s a group that’s going to vote for

| Kerry no matter what, and there’s a group 

| that’s going to vote for Bush no matter what. 

| What about these so-called undecideds, or peo- 

| ple who will abandon their traditional voting 
patterns and switch? What about these people? 
How do you reach them? How do you talk to 
these people? I’m not particularly interested in 
just simply creating ads that make Democrats 
feel better. I’m interested in creating ads that | 
will have some influence on that group. 





Q: Do you think the Republicans are effec- | 
tively targeting those undecideds? Are they 
doing better than the Democrats? 

A: Yes. I think that’s the clear answer. And 
I think there are many reasons for that. It’s 
odd — I have these two independent careers: 
I’m an advertising guy, and I’m a filmmaker. 

As an advertising guy, | constantly have to 
think about questions about the nature of the 
brand — the story that we’re trying to create 





about the brand. I’m not saying that it’s the 
same thing, although it might for all intents 
and purposes come down to the same thing. 
But what you have to do, in any kind of ad- 
vertising campaign, is to tell a consistent 
story. And I would argue that there is no con- 
sistent story emerging from the Democratic 
side, and a far more consistent story emerg- 
ing from the Republicans. By consistent, I 
don’t say true or false; I just say consistent. 


Q: How would you paraphrase the Repub- 
lican story? 

A: That George Bush stood by this 
country through 9/11, and ultimately 
that he was strong and forceful in his re- 
sponse to 9/11, and that is what is need- 
ed in order to make America safe. I think 
it’s very, very, very simple. They have ' 
never tried to tell us that George Bush is 
a hero because of his service [during] 
Vietnam. In fact, they’ve told us quite 
clearly the opposite — that George Bush 

was a ne’er-do-well, an alcoholic, a fuck-up. 
And that he overcame this history. He found 
Christ, he found a purpose in life, he trans- 
formed himself. It’s one of the reasons why the 
Republicans can attack Kerry abut his Vietnam 
War record, because Kerry based his conven- 
tion around his heroism in Vietnam. Attacking 
Bush because of his failure to fight, his avoid- 
ance of his military duties, actually does noth- 
ing. Because he’s already conceded the point. 


Q: Given that, how did you react when you 
were watching the Democratic convention, 
and John Kerry came out to give his accept- 
ance speech and started off with a salute? 
Did you cringe? 

A: I don’t want to be one of these guys 
that second-guesses everybody and says that 
he knew exactly what to do.

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Continued from facing page 
would have liked to participate more fully in 
this advertising campaign for Kerry. I'd like 
to have participated directly through the 
Kerry campaign or through the Democratic 
National Committee. And I would have liked 
to have participated more fully even separate 
from the campaign. 

In interviewing some 40-plus people for 
these ads, there was a group of people, maybe 
seven or eight or nine of them, who stated 
clearly that they had not lost faith [in] the Re- 
publican Party. They would remain Republi- 
cans, but they would not vote for George W. 
Bush. They gave various reasons for it which |] 
found very interesting. | don’t like to pre-in- 
terview people — if an interview is done 
properly, it’s investigative in nature. Many in- 
terviews, people go in with a preconception of 
what they will hear, certain what they want to 
hear, and the interview is a formality. I said a 
number of times, even before we started, “If 
these interviews are done properly, we'll learn 
something about the electorate. Consider it a 
weird kind of focus group.” 

It’s very interesting what emerged, what 
these people were concerned about. Funda- 
mentalist Christians saying he’s un-Christ- 
ian, objecting to his use of religion in poli- 
tics, questioning his sincerity. Military peo- 
ple objecting to his use of the military in 
Iraq. Among the most powerful is the feel 
ing that this president doesn’t really have a 
plan, that this president doesn’t think things 
through. He says he has a plan for the war 
on terrorism, he says he has a plan for Iraq, 
he says he has a plan for the economy. But 
does he really? The evidence suggests oth 
erwise. Why the switch — and this is some- 


thing that came up again and again from 
Osama to Saddam? Have we made America 
safer? Or are we at greater risk now than 


four years ago? These are very powerful 
themes, themes about lying and misrepre 
sentation. Many people would hear these in 
terviews and say, “Why can’t politicians 
speak this way?

Q: Politicians in general, and also John 
Kerry in particular. 

A: Politicians in general, and also John 
Kerry in particular. Sorry to parrot back 
what you just said, but yes. [Chuckles | 

What is interesting also is the diversity 
the diversity of people, of backgrounds, of 
geographical locations, of views. But they all 
share one thing in common: they voted for 
Bush, and they’re not going to a second time! 
That has to be conveyed first and foremost, 
and then you hit them with the individual ads 
themselves, [you] target the ads in very spe- 
cific areas — Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Florida, Wisconsin. I would love to see 
these ads be used more effectively. I'd like to 
see them used in conjunction with newspaper 
advertising. When I posted them on my Web 
site, | arranged them by subject matter, and | 
would love to see them used in that way. 
There’s also the possibility, with each of these 
individuals, of editing as many good spots as 
you can, maybe in some instances as many as 
nine from a single interview. Unfortunately, | 
don’t think this kind of campaign can benefit 
from just running one or two ads, particular- 
ly if you’re not aware of the underlying idea 
that they are switchers. Sad but true — the 
kind of money that’s available in political 
campaigns is far, far less than the kind of 
money that’s available in a merchandising or 
marketing campaign from a Fortune 500 
company. Part of the problem with political 
advertising is that it’s all over the place. Peo- 
ple do not chart a course, ads are thrown out 
higgledy-piggledy, and that in itself makes it 
very, very difficult. 


Q: I can't help thinking that, had every sin- 
gle ad the Kerry campaign has run to date been 
replaced with one of these spots, the Kerry 
camp would be in better shape today than it is 

A: Maybe. Like everybody, I have my own 
theories of what has gone wrong. You could 
create as many of these ads as you could 
imagine. To me, you get different people talk- 
ing about very similar themes, if not the same 
theme. You take seven ads that are all on the

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basis of misrepresentation or lying, coming 
from very different people, and you focus 
them. I would like to see the campaign focus 
on many of Bush’s clear infirmities.

I was in- 
volved in this unexpected irony, 
because as I continued work on 
The Fog of War, its relevance to 
what was going on in the world 
today became more and more ap- 
parent — if you like, the 
metaphorical connections be- 
tween Vietnam and Iraq. It seems 
to me, if Kerry had come out and 
said, “I fought against the war 
and I fought for the war. This is 
not flip-flopping. This is a person 
coming to understand more fully 
what is at stake here, and a re- 
fusal to waste American lives for 
a mistaken policy” — Kerry can 
be as forceful as he likes about 
the war on terrorism. [Voice 
rises] But he also has to be force- 
ful about telling people that the 
war on terrorism is not being 
fought! It’s not being fought the 
right way, and it may not be 
being fought at all. Someone dropped the 
ball here, and it’s the president of the Unit- 
ed States. And that Kerry is a person willing | 
to fight, and he’s a person willing to fight —_| 
against fighting for the wrong things.

have been prosecuted at all, and other peo- 
ple feel that the war should have been pros- 
ecuted more vigorously, but almost every- 
one feels that it was a problematic war. And 
to pretend otherwise — I think a number of 
things happen. Kerry’s real strength is ig- 
nored, and no real coherent picture of the 
candidate emerges. Sure, he voted for the 
[2003 Iraq] war — he voted for the war 
because he felt that it was his responsibility 
to give the president a free hand to put as 
much pressure as he possibly could on Iraq. 
I think that the problem is, at the center of 
the campaign, this refusal to present Kerry 
as who he is, as if somehow that risk cannot 
be taken. But in fact not taking that risk has 


- been a far greater risk, in my view. 


I had asked [close Kerry adviser Bob] 


Shrum repeatedly to interview Kerry. The 
original idea was, let’s do Americans, and 
then let me shoot Kerry the same way, so 
by that very fact alone he becomes a man of 
the people. Also, getting Kerry to speak ex- 
temporaneously and cutting it in a way that 
is not just this rehearsed speech would do 
him an enormous amount of good.

Rick Doblin thinks pot, ecstasy, and other psychedelics could unlock the human mind 
— and he wants to bring them to Harvard, the FDA, and a doctor’s office near you

hallucinogen found in “magic mushrooms”), 
and LSD can be used to help treat everything 
from post-traumatic-stress disorder to 
obsessive-compulsive disorder. The group also 
spends about 15 percent of its time and re- 
sources advocating for medical marijuana. As 
its mission statement avers, the studies de- 
signed and funded by MAPS aim to “develop 
psychedelics and marijuana into FDA-approved 
prescription medicines, and to educate the 
public honestly about the risks and benefits of 
these drugs.” 

After almost two decades, Doblin’s work 
seems finally to be bringing about some sub- 


stantial results. Most momentously, in February 


the Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) 
granted South Carolina psychiatrist Michael 
Mithoefer a Schedule I license (a dispensation 
to obtain and possess an otherwise-prohibited 
drug) for MDMA so he can use it to treat post- 
traumatic-stress disorder in female victims of 
violent sexual assault. It’s the first legal use of 
the drug since ecstasy was criminalized, in 
1985. The study, currently under way, is fund- 
ed by MAPS; its protocol was developed by 
Doblin and Mithoefer in conjunction with 
other scientists. 

On the medical-marijuana front, Doblin and 
MAPS — along with Lyle Craker, a professor in 
the University of Massachusetts at Amherst’s 
department of plants and soil sciences, and Va- 
lerie Corral, co-founder of the Wo/Men’s Al- 
liance for Medical Marijuana — filed a lawsuit 
in July against the DEA, the Department of 
Health and Human Services, the National Insti- 
tute on Drug Abuse (NIDA), and the National 
Institutes of Health. They are accusing the gov- 


ernment of having a monopoly on the produc- 
tion of medical marijuana and stalling unreason- 
ably on UMass’s application to grow the stuff. 

Meanwhile, MAPS, in conjunction with Dr. 
John Halpern of the Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Research Center at Harvard Medical School’s 
McLean Hospital, in Belmont, has asked 
McLean’s institutional review board for permis- 
sion to conduct a study that would use MDMA 
to help late-stage-cancer patients deal with their 
fears of death. If approved, the study would face 
the review board of the Lahey Clinic (where the 
study’s subjects would come from) and then be 
brought before the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) and the DEA. If it clears all those 
hurdles, the study could start by late 2005, mak- 
ing it the first psychedelic research at Harvard 
since the days of Timothy Leary 40 years ago. 

If the results of these studies are promising, 
and if various government agencies are willing 
to receive their findings in a non-politicized way, 
it’s conceivable that, sometime in the coming 
years, MDMA could become an FDA-approved 
prescription medicine. If so, MAPS’s identity 
could change fundamentally, morphing from 
a research-and-advocacy organization to some- 
thing resembling a pharmaceutical company. 

Of course, not everyone agrees with MAPS. 
These are illegal drugs, after all, and there’s in- 
tense disagreement about the extent of their 
harmfulness. But although Doblin — with his 
shock of unkempt hair, his animated de- 
meanor, his fondness for dancing and therapy 
at trippy gatherings like Burning Man and 
Earthdance — may seem less than serious to 
some, there’s no question that he takes the po- 
tential therapeutic value of psychedelics and 
marijuana very seriously. And his years of 


funding studies and working the system may 
just be changing the way psychedelics and 
marijuana are perceived and used. 


T FIRST, drugs were anathema to Rick 

Doblin. Indeed, most still are. “I still have 
never had a cup of coffee, I’ve never had a cig- 
arette, I’ve never had a Coca-Cola. I’ve never 
had a beer. I don’t drink alcohol,” he says. “I 
felt that drugs were a dangerous escape and 
there was no need for it.” But when he first 
tried LSD in the early 1970s, something 
clicked. “Freud said that dreams are the royal 
road to the unconscious. And I think psyche- 
delics are even more so.” 

Doblin was familiar, of course, with the psy- 
chedelic studies of Timothy Leary, but he was 
wary of the sunny gloss Leary put on “turning 
on, tuning in, dropping out.” Doblin suspected 
that psychedelics could be used in a real and 
substantial therapeutic way. But he knew that 
they'd need to be used carefully, deliberately, 
and honestly. And he realized that struggle, a 
concerted effort to recognize and exorcise the 
bugaboos embedded in one’s subconscious, 
would be an integral part of the experience. 

Doblin’s first experiences with LSD led him 
to drop out of his undergrad studies at New 
College of Florida, not long after he’d started 
there. “I took 10 years off to kind of integrate 
and figure out how I could study what I want 
to study in the system,” he says. “Then I went 
back to New College as a freshman in 1982, 
and within four days of starting school, I was 
out in Esalen [Institute, in Big Sur, California] 
studying with Stan Grof,” a pioneer researcher 
in psychedelics and the unconscious. 

It was during his time in Big Sur that Doblin 


first heard of MDMA (3,4-methylene- 
dioxymethamphetamine), a drug that helps cre- 
ate feelings of empathy, connectedness, and 
goodwill by increasing the release of the neuro- 
transmitters serotonin and dopamine in the 
brain. At that time it was not yet illegal, and 
was in use primarily in psychiatric and thera- 
peutic circles. He tried it with his girlfriend 
when he got back east in 1982. 

“The first experience was marvelous,” he re- 
members. “It was just such an eye opener. A 
heart opener. The core of it, | remember, was 
having this wonderful exchange with my girl- 
friend, and feeling like it was us speaking. It 
wasn’t the drug speaking. The drug was liber- 
ating, was helping us be in touch with our 
deeper feelings. It was helping us experience 
our deeper, better selves. Our clearer selves. 
And it wasn’t an artificial experience. It was so 
subtle of a shift. | was expecting the drama of 
LSD or psilocybin. But it was a subtle shift of 
emotional openness. It was astonishing to me 
how subtle, yet how profound. It just felt like a 
way of being that I wanted to learn from.” 

Doblin finished his second stint at New Col- 
lege in 1987 with a degree :in psychology. The 
preceding several years had seen ecstasy creep- 
ing out of scientific circles and gaining popu- 
larity as a recreational drug — and drawing the 
attention of the feds. As an undergrad, Doblin 
founded a nonprofit group called the Earth 
Metabolic Design Lab, under whose auspices 
he lobbied the DEA to classify MDMA as a 
Schedule III drug (allowing it to be studied by 
doctors), rather than banishing it to total prohi- 
bition under Schedule I status (high potential

for abuse, no currently accepted medical use, 
and unsafe for use under medical supervision) 
along with drugs like marijuana and heroin. 

He failed. And he knew then that seeing 
MDMaA used therapeutically and legally would 
require a new course of action. The drug’s 
blanket illegality meant that the only way to 
employ it in legitimate scientific inquiry was to 
get it approved as a medicine by the FDA. But 
working through the bureaucratic labyrinth to 
make that happen would be a daunting — and 
expensive — task. Thus MAPS was born in 
1986, the first step in Doblin’s perhaps quixot- 
ic quest to someday establish a “nonprofit 
psychedelic-pharmaceutical company.” 

But, while he possessed the empathy and the 
psychological insight to help others with these 
drugs, Doblin lacked the instinct needed to 
navigate the regulatory and political maze. 
“That’s where I had this epiphany while I was 
smoking pot,” he says. “I have this pat- 
tern of wanting too much too soon. But 
since what I wanted was the research, 
and the research was blocked by the 
politics, then maybe I should study the 
politics.” 

As Doblin went “straight,” so to 
speak, he also saw a parallel between his 
personal and scientific goals. “I always 
had thought of myself as countercul- 
ture. The fact that I could make that 
shift, to being part of the establishment, 
[meant] that therefore psychedelics 
could maybe move from this repressed 
position to somehow integrated into so- 
ciety.” So he enrolled at Harvard. “I 
just thrived once I got to the Kennedy 
Schooi and started working on policy. 
It was just a tremendous opportunity 
for me — and it really has led to much 
of the opportunities that I’ve been able 
to create since then.” 


FIRST interviewed Rick Doblin for 
the Phoenix almost four years ago. 
(See “Long, Strange Trip,” News and 

Features, April 6, 2001.) Now, as we 
walk around Belmont’s quiet afternoon 
streets, he’s keyed up about a new and 
“very exciting” moment in MAPS’s his- 
tory. The group has achieved a “sub- 





it’s Rick’s persistence, along with Michael 
Mithoefer’s, that’s led to that. Hopefully it will 
continue.” 

Indeed, Mithoefer’s post-traumatic-stress- 
disorder study is a watershed moment. He’s 
working with 20 prescreened survivors of sex- 
ual assault: 12 of them are given a controlled 
dose of MDMA, while eight receive a placebo. 
Mithoefer talks each through their experi- 
ences, slowly and deliberately, drawing out 
their traumas. Ideally, the MDMA will allow 
the subjects to feel more at ease as'they dis- 
cuss repressed memories and separate them 
from their present environment. Mithoefer ex- 
pects the study, which started in March, to last 
another year or so. 

Does he foresee MDMA becoming an FDA- 
approved drug? “It’s premature to know the an- 
swer to that, because we haven't finished this 
study, and we don’t have the data yet. It de- 
pends what the data show,” Mithoefer says.

stantially” higher profile since we talked last, he 
says. Membership is at about 1450 nationwide, 
and there are plans soon to bolster that with di- 
rect mailings to about 10,000 psychiatrists. 
Last year marked the first time in the group’s 
history that it exceeded $1 million in revenues 
— coming either in smaller donations from in- 
dividual members or large sums from simpati- 
co benefactors. 

A lot more cash is needed. If MAPS’s 
dreams of FDA-approved medicines ever 
comes to fruition, Doblin estimates it will take 
$5 million to $7 million to see MDMA or med- 
ical marijuana developed into prescription 
drugs. But he’s keeping tabs on a potentially 
lucrative revenue stream from a free-thinking, 
very wealthy segment of the population: young 
technology execs. In August, Doblin was at 
Burning Man Festival, in Nevada’s Black Rock 
Desert, where he helped with “psychedelic- 
emergency work,” talking people through bad 
trips. Among the 30,000 or so neo-tribal alkali- 
flat revelers was libertarian philanthropist and 
MAPS contributor John Gilmore, who’s 
pledged to give away $10 million over 10 years 
to drug-law-reform causes. “And right next to 
him camping,” Doblin says, “were the 
founders of Google.” 

Doblin’s peers, and his track record thus 
far, suggest that MAPS is a worthwhile cause. 
“He’s very bright and incredibly dedicated to 
making this medicine available to help peo- 
ple,” says George Greer, co-founder of New 
Mexico’s Heffter Research Institute, which, 
like MAPS, seeks to subject psychedelics to 
rigorous scientific study. “He has incredible 
persistence. The fact that finally there’s a ther- 
apy study happening with MDMA, after being 
a controlled drug for almost 20 years, I think 





“We'll need to have another pilot study if this 
goes well. And then if that goes well, we'll need 
to have larger multi-center trials. So there’s a lot 
to be done to answer that question. But I think 
if the data support it, it’s certainly a possibility.” 

Halpern’s work at Harvard could potentially 
be just as momentous. MAPS and Halpern 
have already devised a pilot study at McLean 
Hospital assessing MDMA‘s effects on neu- 
rocognitive ability. “So what we’ve done is built 
credibility with the people there,” Doblin says. 
“They're not worried they’re going to be at- 
tacked as the new Timothy Leary, that Har- 
vard’s gone crazy again. They’ve reviewed all 
the literature on the risks. They’re experts. And 
they know how to balance risk and benefits.” 

To Doblin, the idea that this sort of research 
could soon be going on right in his back yard is 
thrilling. “There has not been anything done 
with psychedelic research at Harvard in 39 
years,” he says. “I feel like it’s been a proverbial 
40 years in the desert. And so next year, we 
have the chance of starting, after exactly 40 
years, psychedelic psychotherapy research at 
Harvard.” 

Further afield, MAPS, with the Heffter Re- 
search Institute, has co-funded a University of 
Arizona study on psilocybin as a treatment for 
obsessive-compulsive disorder. MAPS is also 
working with researchers in England on a pro- 
tocol to explore the use of ibogaine (a psy- 
choactive drug derived from the root bark of 
an African rain-forest plant; it’s legal in Cana- 
da, Mexico, and the UK — but not the US) to 
treat addiction to drugs like cocaine and 
heroin. In parts of Africa, ibogaine is central 
to sacred rituals, and is even given to children.

“fYou can] protect kids with honest informa- 
tion, and also access to altered states,” says 
Doblin. “It actually immunizes them against 
drug abuse if the culture provides appropriate 
context for this.” 


OME BELIEVE Rick Doblin is naive or 

even dangerous, touting ecstasy and ibo- 
gaine like they’re aspirin and Novocain. It’s 
true that all drugs carry risks. People have died 
from ecstasy-induced hyperthermia, and, once 
the drug’s effects wear off, users show depleted 
serotonin levels for varying periods of time. 
Researchers are still debating how serious this 
is and whether it foretells any lasting brain 
damage. 

Repeated phone calls from the Phoenix to 
the DEA, NIDA, the Office for National Drug 
Control Policy, and the Partnership for a Drug- 
Free America did not yield comment. But some 
health-care professionals continue to assert 
that any perceived therapeutic value these 
drugs might have is gravely overshadowed by 
their risks. 

Dr. Eric Voth is an internal-medicine and ad- 
diction specialist with a private practice in 
Kansas; he also chairs the Institute on Global 
Drug Policy, a division of the Drug Free America 
Foundation. It’s in that capacity that he’s spent 
about 15 years tangling with Doblin over the 
risk-benefit dynamics of psychedelics and mari- 
juana. “Why this big push to try to find medical 
legitimacy for something that is fundamentally a 
drug of abuse?” he asks of MAPS’s crusade. 
“How much potential downside is there for a 
supposed upside? If you look at the literature — 
despite [Doblin’s] allegations that the literature 
is flawed, and that the DEA has tried to manipu- 
late it, and all that stuff that he always spews out 
— there is a lot of literature out there on hy- 
ponatremia [salt depletion], seizures, memory 
problems, serotonin depletion. And, besides that, 
[look at the] people who get in trouble abusing it 
because it’s such an intense high.” 

Doblin doesn’t argue that, when used under 
the wrong circumstances or in the wrong 
doses, ecstasy can be very dangerous. “The 
fundamental point I'd like to make is that 
MAPS needs to be at the forefront of looking 
at risks as well as benefits,” he says. “We want 
to avoid some of the mistakes of the ’60s, 
where people were promoting benefits, out of 
balance with acknowledgment of the risks.” 

But he also accuses the government and anti- 
drug groups of having lost credibility when it 
comes to educating the public about those risks, 
in part because they deny any benefits whatso- 
ever. “Like when they say this girl died at a rave. 
They leave the impression that you've got a real- 
ly good chance of dying at a rave if you take 
MDMA. It’s better for [MAPS] to say, yes, 
there are a few people who've died at raves. But 
the chances are one in a million, and these are 
the reasons, and here’s what we do to stop it. 
It’s up to us to acknowledge the risk, and then 
to put it in some sort of balance, not for us to 
ignore it. Ultimately, I think our credibility, and 
our ability to win the trust of the society and 
move beyond this massive fear, is really contin- 
gent on how balanced and believable we are.” 

But Voth, for one, thinks that Doblin is 
being less than honest. “If [MAPS] was just a 
straight argument for legalization, that would 
be a different deal,” he says. “But they’re 
clouding the issue with the medical applica- 
tions, and they’re using that to get various 
drugs in the door. And I think that’s a sad Tro- 
jan horse that they’re putting out there for the 
public. It would be very interesting to get — in 
print — that [Doblin] would promise that, if 
ecstasy got accepted as a prescribed, controlled 
medicine, he would stop. That he would end 
there if ecstasy was in the hands of physicians 
only, with tight restrictions like a Schedule II 
drug [a medically useful drug with a high po- 
tential for abuse; more strictly controlled than 
Schedule III]. That he would stop trying to 
push its acceptance and saying it’s a harmless 
drug, and that, to people who use it carefully 
and recreationally, it’s no big deal. [But] the 
next step would be: ‘Now that we’ve got the 
medical acceptance of it, why should it be so 
controlled, because it’s incredibly safe. And if 
people want to bring it in from Holland and 
cook their brains, isn’t that their own personal 
responsibility?’ MAPS’s sole purpose is to gain 
legitimacy via trying to find the legal and med- 
ical mainstream for those drugs.” 











Still, Voth does make a few concessions. “I 
would say, and I believe this in virtually any 
realm, if any drug — including marijuana — 
goes through a rigorous FDA process to prove 
safety and efficacy, and it remains in the hands 
of physicians to prescribe it, under tightly con- 
trolled conditions, for appropriately selected pa- 
tients, like we do in the practice of medicine, I’m 
for it. But I’ll tell you what I’m not for. What I’m 
not for are the ballot initiatives that are a clear 
end-run around the FDA, the pressure tactics to 
try to use public support to pressure folks to let 
go of some of these drugs of abuse.” 

Doblin’s views on legalization might not be 
as insidious as Voth would imply, but they’re 
also more complex than simply advocating for 
Schedule III status and prescriptions. A mem- 
ber of NORMLs board of directors, he says he 
feels the distinction between “recreational” and 
“therapeutic” uses of ecstasy is often “artifi- 
cial.” And he describes a philosophical rift that 
developed between two sets of otherwise like- 
minded colleagues some years ago: “One fac- 
tion said, ‘Let’s just talk about the medical uses 
of MDMA, and let’s not comment on the fact 
that people also criminalize non-medical use.’ 
The other faction was saying, “Yeah we want 
this for medical use, but it’s not a good idea, in 


our view, to criminalize it.’” Doblin was part of 


the latter faction; he believes that “prohibition, 
as a concept, is counterproductive, and doesn’t 
get us as a society where we want to go.” 


OBLIN CALLS this “an extremely delicate 

time” for MAPS on the PR front. The 
Mithoefer PTSD study is under way; the Har- 
vard study may soon be, too. But he cites two 
other aspects of the group that “are going to 
even further add to this risk of people being 
upset with what we’re doing. One is that next 
issue of the MAPS bulletin is on ‘Rights of Pas- 
sage: Kids and Psychedelics.’ There’s this 
whole idea that the drug war is to protect the 
kids. The government’s fall-back position is 
“We've got to do this to protect the kids.’” The 
new MAPS bulletin features several essays 
asserting the opposite: “That there are appro- 
priate situations where families can create ... 
experiences with psychedelics or with marijua- 
na, with minors, that teach them about spiritu- 
al connections. That it can be very grounding 
and empowering for families to share this.” 

The other source of potential controversy 
has to do with a MAPS fundraiser and confer- 
ence in New York City, at a venue called the 
Chapel of Sacred Mirrors. “It’s a benefit dinner 
— followed by an all-night dance until sun- 
rise,” Doblin says. “So, that’s pretty clearly as- 
sociating ourselves with the dance community. 
I have consciously stayed away from any kind 
of association, even informally, with the dance 
community.” But he says he’s tired of the gov- 
ernment’s “divide and conquer” mentality, the 
idea that, by painting MDMA advocates as pie- 
eyed, glow-stick-waving drug freaks, they can 
delegitimize the real work they do. Besides, he 
says, he just likes to dance. 

Across the sun-dappled grass of an empty 
park, a tall man in a shirt and tie strides down 
the sidewalk. “That’s the principal of [my kids’ 
school],” Doblin says. “He knows the work 
that I do. We’ve had a lot of discussions about 
it. It’s necessary for me to meet the principal 
and all the teachers, in case one of my kids 
says, ‘My daddy was talking about marijuana 
the other day.’” 

By the time his children (ages five, eight, and 
nine) are grown, Doblin hopes to have 
achieved the goals he’s been working toward 
since the mid ’80s. “What I hope is that, 
maybe 15 years from now, I can go from pri- 
marily focusing on the politics of psychedelics 
and medical marijuana to actually being a ther- 
apist,” he says. “My long-term goal would be 
to have a psychedelic clinic down in Florida, 
and help people who are tripping. And to trip 
more than once or twice a year myself.” 

Can he envision some sort of utopia where 
MAPS’s work is completely finished? “I’m 
pretty good at seeing utopias,” Doblin chuck- 
les. “But I think it’s unlikely that we'll ever say 
we've got it all figured out. The study of the 
mind is what MAPS is about, and I think there 
will always be a need for more research into the 
unconscious. MAPS is really not about drugs, 
so much as the mind and the human spirit.”

Rake in the flavors of fall with comfort-food cookbooks 


O LONG, PEACHES and berries; see you later, heirloom tomatoes and corn; goodbye, watermelon. We'll miss you 


all come autumn — but you can bet we’ll be finding some measure of comfort in more-filling fare. That goes doubly 


for avid cooks who are keen to exchange the outdoor grill for the kitchen, preparing the likes of casseroles, cobblers, 


and stews for a snow-boot-stomping, steam-exhaling crowd. As it happens, a slew of new cookbooks devoted to just such a 


scenario is here to welcome them back inside. The following are especially good fun. 


Autumn from the Heart of the Home, by Susan Branch 
(Little, Brown & Company, $25.95). Boasting a homemade- 
scrapbook design — all gingham and cursive script and snip- 
pets of wisdom — this supersweet-little cookbook also contains 
just enough quirks to keep it from getting sticky. Cynics and 
urbanites should skip the prefatory chapter on handicrafts 
(with instructions for making your own place settings, gift bas- 
kets, and so on) and get straight to the recipes. They’re more 
sophisticated than you might expect under the circumstances, 
striking a balance between thoughtful takes on 
historical or regional specialties and sure-fire 
dinner-party material. Think steamers, Indian 
shuck (corn) bread with maple butter, scallop 
chowder, and eggnog cappuccino; imagine butternut soup 
served in shot glasses and new potatoes stuffed with fontina. 
And there’s no one so jaded that he or she can’t be charmed by 
the idea of a trinket-filled fortune cake, or real hot chocolate 
with marshmallows made from scratch. Indeed, a taste of mel- 
lowness is exactly what Autumn at its best provides. 

You’re Cookin’ It Country: My Favorite Recipes and 
Memories, by Loretta Lynn (Rutledge Hill Press, $24.99). If 
Branch straddles the picket fence of nostalgia, Loretta Lynn 
(yes, that Loretta Lynn), not surprisingly, hurdles way over the 
top to wallow in boisterous, mostly endearing kitsch. In the 
preface, Lynn reminisces about the poor old, good old days 
when “we ate anything and everything we could find in Butcher 
Holler, Kentucky” (including “possum”) — something she 
goes on to prove with recipes that a) sound ridiculous, b) are 
ridiculous, c) are ridiculously easy, and d) are the utmost in 
guilty pleasure (possum excepted). Laden with ingredients like 
Crisco, Velveeta, saltines, and Cool Whip, these dishes are 
bound to blast away the impending winter blues with a barrage 
of carbs and fat grams. For instance, after breakfasting on 
enormous “cat-head” biscuits smothered in chocolate gravy, 
you could opt for a lunch of vegetable soup and tossed salad — 
whose primary ingredients are ground beef and bacon, respec- 
tively. Dinner might be chicken and dumplings, or chicken- 
fried steak and gravy, or maybe fried country ham and red-eye 
gravy, paired with any of several “country-fried” sides (includ- 
ing corn, creamed corn, and corn fritters). For dessert, you’ve 
got your “gooey cake,” made with nothing but the best — 
German-chocolate-cake mix from a box, sweetened condensed 
milk from a can, caramel topping from a jar, whipped topping 
from a tub, and crushed Heath bars. Of course, if you need a 
little something to tide you over between meals, you could al- 
ways fry up some pickles or bologna sandwiches — that’s 
right, fry them. Lynn also peppers the book with family photos 
and goofy anecdotes with titles like “Loretta Learns To Can.” 
Rarely has the sheepish phrase “you gotta love it” been so apt. 

Retro Baking: 100 Classic Contest Winners Updated for 
Today, by Maureen Fischer (Collectors Press, $16.95). 
Rounding out the retro recipes is this funky, cartoon-colored 
collection based on the winners of those amateur contests, 
sponsored by women’s magazines, small-town newspapers, and 
companies like Pillsbury and Quaker Oats, that have been a 
hallmark of culinary Americana for decades. Decked out in 
wink-wink period graphics and space-age fonts, the recipes in- 
deed hark back to a time when novelty products — powdered 
mixes, canned fillings, and so on — were just beginning to re- 
place the basic ingredients for cooking from scratch; here, for- 
tunately, the latter are restored. Even so, Fischer’s text is, if not 
kiddie-level, certainly user-friendly, true to the breezy ease of 
the originals. Thus — just like the beaming, creamy-skinned, 
white-apron-and-black-pump-clad housewives in the pictures 
— you too can present family and friends with an old-fash- 
ioned Sunday supper, complete with oven-fresh dinner rolls, 
biscuit-topped beef casserole, and cranberry cobbler for 
dessert. Or whip up after-school snacks like sugar cookies and 
spice cake. Or prepare for the holidays with an assortment of 
cakes and pies: four-layer caramel and devil’s food, lemon and 
coconut. You get the pretty picture: there’s nothing here too 
technically taxing (if you can sift, knead, beat, and fold, you’re 
pretty much set) or too fancy for unfussy taste buds — just

basic baked goods done right, with a hint of 21st-century sass. 


Gratins: Savory and Sweet Recipes from Oven to Table, 
by Tina Salter (Ten Speed Press, $18.95). As long as you’ve 
got the oven on, we suggest you check out this charming 
homage to the one-pot dish known as a gratin. As the author 
notes in the introduction, for all their homey dishevelment, 
gratins — or “baked dishes with a rich creamy interior and a 
crisp, golden topping” — possess a rather elegant bearing, 
such that “in France ... the aristocracy is often referred to as 
le gratin, much as we would talk about the 
‘upper crust.’ ” Salter’s inventive, sophisticated 
recipes uphold that reputation. Imagine start- 
ing a dinner a deux with a sexy surprise like 
gratinéed figs with prosciutto and chévre, or posing at a pal’s 
potluck with a Parmesan-topped polenta-portobello bake. En- 
vision wowing the in-laws come Thanksgiving with a striking 
mélange of green apples, Yukon golds, and sweet potatoes, or 
giving the boss’s beetle-brows a boost when you serve 
sesame-seed-crusted salmon steaks, set off by a jade- 
green herb sauce, at your annual dinner party. In other 
words, imagine being fabulous; gratins, granting far more 
leeway and forgiveness than their carefully constructed 
culinary counterparts, let you be just that — at least until 
dinner’s over. (Luckily, you can extend your gastronomic 
glory through dessert with, say, a peach melba, glowing 
beneath a crust of almonds and amaretti.) 

The Taste of the Season: Inspired Recipes for Fall 
and Winter, by Diane Rossen Worthington (Chronicle 
Books, $24.95). The most broadly conceived of the 
group, Worthington’s book will hold you day in and day 
out — from breakfast to dessert, in sickness (hello, 
chicken soup with matzah balls) and in health, whether 
the cook in you is feeling ambitious or shiftless, and 
whether the diner in you harbors a yen for Italian or a 
hankering for Asian. For instance, since saying “cinna- 
mon-streusel sour-cream coffee cake” takes nearly as 
long as making one, the dish may indeed “become your 
standby for last-minute brunches” (assuming you have 
the sort of friends who drop by unexpectedly on a week- 
end morning expecting a home-cooked meal, in which 
case you've got a bigger problem than just choosing the 
appropriate dish). By contrast, crispy roast duck with 
lavender-honey sauce requires a certain amount of time 
and effort — and a dash of seasoned confidence doesn’t 
hurt either — but the results are black-tie-gala-worthy. 
Meanwhile, if your tastes span the globe, you'll be 
pleased to find Worthington’s versions of everything 
from Creole gumbo to the Indonesian fried-rice 
staple known as nasi goreng, from Tuscan ribolli- 
ta (the classic bread-and-cabbage stew on which 
eggplant puts an intriguing spin) to good old red- 
white-and-blue (not literally) chocolate-peanut-butter 
brownies. The Taste of the Season is a meaty compendi- 
um of cold-weather cuisine; what’s more, since it has 
a companion volume in The Taste of Summer, fans 
need not fret over finding a worthy complement when 
the temperatures once again soar. Which, after all — 
hard as it is to believe now, on the cusp of autumn — 
they will. : e

You've been running a lot of piss-related questions lately, and | need some ad- 
vice.

But before we get to my doctor friend’s advice, MOUSE, | have a bone to pick 
with you: | have not been “extolling the safety of piss drinking.” | have not gone out 
of my way to promote the practice, or to popularize it. My recent controversial men- 
tion of the practice merely pointed out that compared to eating shit, getting into 
piss — splashing it over your skin or sipping from the source — is very nearly harm- 
less. | certainly didn’t encourage people to drink large quantities of piss or to take 
up the practice.

It’s not surprising to learn that Koshlyakov was 
trained as a set designer for the theater; his sense of 
drama is apparent in the presentation and the scale of 
his art. There’s also a political edge in these 
fragmented reproductions of marble and granite 
edifices that were built to symbolize the permanence 
and immutability of the institutions they embody. 
Koshlyakov gives us grandeur with scars, glamor with 
its seams showing, vulnerable theatricality. 

Moving from masking tape to high-tech electronics: 
“Feed: Artists + Digital Influence” also opens October 
19, at Mass College of Art’s Bakalar Gallery, 
showcasing Carl Fudge, Brian Knep, Lakasz 
Lysakowski, Carneron Shaw, Penelope Umbrico, Joe 
Wood, and Sue Yang. all of whom use digital 
technology as an intermediary step in their art. The 
unusual work here ranges from Fudge’s complex 
abstract paintings to sculptural work by Shaw that 
employs pure light as its medium to Yang's meditative 
digital ponds complete with hypnotic lily pads. 

Contemporary printmakers who embrace the third 
dimension are the subject of “Off the Wall <rethinking 
the print>,” which, curated by Donna Ruff, will be on 
view at the New Art Center in Newton through the end 
of the month.

“What You Waiting For?”, the first single from Gwen Stefani’s solo debut, 
Love Angel Music Baby (out November 23), broke last week, and it's 
everything we’d been hoping for in a Gwen song: an Elton John-ish piano 
intro gives way to Kylie-on-speed electro handclaps, new-wave trills, Trent 
Reznor—ish sampled guitars, and a massive dose of self-doubt — is there 
anyone else in pop who could make a hook out of the phrase “Take a 
chance, you stupid ho”? Directed at herself? More self-loathing abounds in 
the second song to be recorded by the reunited Pixies, a cover slated for the 
upcoming Warren Zevon tribute album Enjoy Every Sandwich (Artemis). As 
cloudy and feral as “Bam Thwok” was kiddish and fun, it could just as easily 
have been written by Frank Black and Kim Deal in 1992. “Well | seen

A weekend's walk through history 


0 ne of the consistently amazing things 
about music in Boston is the way it 
combines breadth and depth. Take a 
random slice of our musical life and you'll 
notice that it not only makes wide swaths 
through the repertoire but also extends to 
both the monuments and the odd, dusty 
corners. Treat yourself to a weekend of 
concerts and you can learn a thing or two 
about music history. 

Start with the viol consort Fretwork, 
whose members know a thing or two about 
bouncing between old and new. It’s one of a 
growing number of groups — the Hilliard 
Ensemble and Trio Mediaeval are two others 
— that record and perform both early and 
contemporary music, with a repertoire that 
runs from Orlando Gibbons to George 
Benjamin. Its newest recording, /m Maien 
(“In May”), on Harmonia Mundi, is devoted 
to songs and instrumental music by Ludwig 
Senfl, a late-1 5th-century Swiss-German 
composer who was influenced by the early 
Renaissance masters Heinrich Isaac and 
Josquin des Prés. Senfl’s songs, sung here 
by tenor Charles Daniels, are restrained 
settings of simple melodies against the 
smooth counterpoint of the viols. His 
primary aim is textual clarity, and there’s

The Rumi Concert comes to town 


ordan Hall will become a nexus of world music, dance, 

literature, and social activism this Friday when the Rumi 
Concert takes the stage. The performance brings together 
four renowned artists of very different stripes: poet and 
translator Coleman Barks; cellist David Darling; global 
percussionist Glen Velez; and dancer and storyteller 
Zuleikha. At the center of it all will be Barks’s idiosyncratic 
translations of ecstatic poetry by the 13th-century Afghani 
poet Jelaluddin Rumi. 

By some accounts, Rumi is the most widely read poet in 
America today, in large part thanks 
to Barks’s work. The evening's 
proceeds will benefit the House of 
One People (HOOP), an ambitious 
conference center now being 
launched in Montague by Zen 
master Bernie Glassman, who’s 
AO ' best known for creating the 

Same ground-breaking community 
development organization the Greyston Foundation of 
Yonkers. HOOP will be a place where social activists and 
visionaries, friends and foes, from around the world can 
come together to talk, teach, plan, and perform. The bold 
interaction of disciplines embraced in the Rumi Concert 
aligns with HOOP'’s ambition to break down old boundaries 
and imagine a better world. 

Speaking from her home in New Mexico, Zuleikha 
describes the performance as “an ancient model in a future 
package.” She was raised in a musical family in Northern 
California and went on to study classical dance in North 
India, Bali, and Japan. She knows the art of the whirling 
dervishes, which is tied to the poetry of Rumi via Sufi 
mysticism, but her performances now intermingle these 
elements in a way that reflects her years of work with avant- 
garde choreographer Anna Halprin. She says this goes for all 
four performers: all have ties to Sufism and other venerable 
disciplines, but none wishes to be limited by the boundaries 
of any existing tradition. Velez’s well-known mastery of 
diverse percussion styles, particularly those involving frame 
drums, is one example. “Coleman reads Rumi, | dance, 
Glen Velez performs the most amazing world percussion, 
and David Darling plays cello. Everybody is trained in their 
own right, but then we weave together this completely 
different thing.” 

Having collaborated for the past eight years, these artists 
have developed the group chemistry of a seasoned jazz 
combo. Some aspects of what they do are scripted, but 
much is improvised, so each performance has its own mood 
and character. For Zuleikha, the magic lies in the way 
everything happens together. “It isn’t a poetry reading; it 
isn’t a music concert; it isn’t a dance recital. It’s a weaving 
of story, dance, and music. And Coleman's translations of 
Rumi are not archaic. They’re very contemporary. There's a 
kind of meter that we are all familiar with from Western 
poetry. Rumi’s work is timeless, and it’s filled with situations 
and descriptions of what we all go through internally in our 
lives.” She reads an example over the phone: 

Are you jealous of the ocean's generosity? 

Why would you refuse to give this joy to anyone? 
Fish don’t hold the sacred liquid in cups. 

They swim the huge, fluid freedom. 


It takes special talent to swim the huge, fluid freedom of 
all these elements into a coherent performance. But to 
judge from years of sold-out concerts around the country, 
the creators of the Rumi Concert manage. Taking a lead 
from Rumi, who was known for telling funny, even bawdy 
stories, Zuleikha, who calls herself a “storydancer,” includes 
one or two of her own stories in each performance. At first, 
she says, arts presenters were unsure how to classify the 
Rumi Concert. Now, perhaps in a sign that the world is 
indeed changing, interdisciplinary is in. The trend has 
opened doors, but Zuleikha steers clear of the |-word. “This 
isn't interdisciplinary. It’s using different colors to create a 
bigger tapestry. It has meaning, and a lot of humor in it. It 
has a sacred tone, but it’s not religious. That’s what we 
like.”

Another kind of POW 


Ha Jin on War Trash 


ive years ago, when he received the National Book 

Award for his lyrical novel Wa/ting, Ha Jin became the 
first winner to thank the English language. It was an 
“embracive and vibrant” tongue he said in his acceptance 
speech, and it had provided him “a niche where | can do 
meaningful work.” 

Ha Jin’s niche is bringing Americans farther and farther 
into Chinese history. His latest effort in this project is War 
Trash (Pantheon), a grim, powerful novel set in an 
American-run POW camp during the Korean War. All the 
prisoners are Chinese 
“volunteers” who are 
about to be sent to 
Taiwan. Speaking from 
his home in Foxbor- 
ough, Ha Jin talks 
about what he says will 
be his final novel about 
Chinese history. 

Q: This is a rather 
dusty part of history for 
some Americans. How did you come across it and why 
write a novel about it? 

A: | was always interested in that period, the Korean 
War, because my father was an officer. Then there is the 
practical reason. After Waiting got the NBA, my publisher 
in Cambridge [Zoland Books] wanted to publish my story 
collection. They had half of the stories, but the press was 
in bad shape, and for years | wanted to get out of the 
contract, so my wife said, “Why not write a short novel to 
replace that collection?” So | went ahead and began to 
write, and once | started, it couldn’t stop. 

Q: You obviously read quite a bit about the war. Did 
anything surprise you? 

A: | was surprised that every side is capable of 
brutality; there is a guy in the novel who eats the flesh of 
another prisoner, for example. That actually happened! | 
couldn’t believe that; | thought that was Communist 
propaganda. 

Q: Obviously, you could not go to North Korea to 
research this novel. But the descriptions are so vivid. Did 
you do any extra research? 

A: Actually, when | was in the Chinese army, in the first 
half year, we lived in a Korean village in China. It gave me 
a sense of the customs and language and people. Then

Q: How long were you in the army? 

A: Five and a half years. Schools were closing, and it 
was a better choice, comparatively, than going to work in 
the countryside. 

Q: You've lived here almost 20 years. Do you see any 
difference in how American soldiers are treated here? 

A: One big shock when | came here was that | saw 
POWs who returned home and were welcomed as heroes. 
When | was in the army, some soldiers, me included, were 
afraid of captivity more than death. If you were captured, 
your family would be humiliated. If you got killed, it was 
terrible but you were a hero. As a POW, you would become 
a threat to their honor. 

Q: Did the army teach you what to do if you were 
captured? 

A: Yes, you were to kill yourself. 

Q: Was it strange to write this novel in English — the 
language of your characters’ captors? 

A: Of course it was a strange experience. On the other 
hand, this could only be written in English. | have to keep 
a balance. 

Q: Given that your books are banned in China, do you 
think of your audience as American or Chinese? 

A: | view myself as an American writer. As for audience, 
though, | do have the Chinese people in mind. When the 
POWs read it, | want them to say, ‘This guy didn’t lie.’ 
That’s always in the back of my mind. 

Q: What is the attitude in China about this war — is 
there resentment toward Americans? 

A: No, they felt they won the war; there was a lot of 
pride. China was a new country, one year old, and here it 
was able to confront the United States, the #1 power. 
People tend to neglect the human cost, though. That’s 
why | tried to tell the losers’ side of the story. The people 
who suffered the brunt of the war. Not just the people 
who took pride in it.

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Ozick on tour 


The novelist finally hits the road 


s a writer of fiction, essays, and reviews, Cynthia 

Ozick, now 76, can be thought of in company with 
some of our greatest and most versatile authors — Saul 
Bellow (as a Jewish novelist), Boris Pasternak (as a literary 
polymath), and Virginia Woolf (as an important female 
essayist). Her novels and short stories are dense, magical, 
funny, and tragic. Her essays and reviews are erudite and 
powerfully argued. Her new novel, Heir to the Glimmering 
World, is set in the years between 1933 and 1938, the 
brink of war and disaster. The book’s narrator, 18-year-old 
Rose Meadows, answers a cryptic advertisement and finds 
herself employed (or enthralled or enslaved) by a strange 
refugee family, the Mitwissers, and their somewhat sinister 
benefactor, James A’Bair, who’s heir to the millions his 
father made by fashioning his son into the whimsical 
subject of a series of children’s books. 
After being renowned scholars in 
Berlin, the Mitwissers are displaced 
and bereft in New York, their five 
children neglected. Their power has 
been reconfigured into fury and 
madness. And they have grown 
dependent on the unstable A’Bair. 
Rose becomes the chronicler of their 
secrets and mysteries. Here’s what 
Ozick had to say about her book and 
the book tour — her first — that brings 
her to Brookline Booksmith next 
Thursday. 

Q: You were on the Today show! 

A: | haven’t been up that early in the morning since high 
school. 

Q: Have you been on television before? 

A: | had a really in-depth interview with Bill Moyers 
once. This was different because it went by in a flash. 
Anne Patchett recommended my book to their book club. 
The book was wrapped under a cover and she revealed it. 

Q: Voila? 

A: Yes, and with a drum roll, mechanical probably. 

Q: After reading some reviews, | was prepared for a 
novel steeped in Dickens, Trollope, James, and Bronté. 

A: During the writing of this, | kept with me as a 
talisman — a good-luck charm or a blessing or a hope or 
an aspiration or a friend — E.M. Forster’s A Passage to 









India. Nothing could be farther from Dickens. | offer that 
as a kind of sign that | never had the 19th century in 
mind. Now what | had in mind and what readers discover, 
well, readers may be right and | may be wrong, 

Q: Perhaps it is the protagonist, Rose, who compares 
herself to Jane Eyre, turned out into the world. 

A: | never thought of her as an orphan girl turned out 
into the world. | think of her, in the Jamesian sense, as a 
witness, an observer. She is an eye and I, in both senses. 
It is a book of refugees and runaways. One of my original 
titles for the book was Runaways. It explains a lot. 

Q: And the character of James A’Bair, the benefactor? 

A: | found him through an obituary of the real 
Christopher Robin. | was very interested to see that he was 
a living shrine and a refugee from it. He never could be a 

perme Man, and he couldn’t escape from it. 

Q: /f this were a 19th-century novel, 
everything would come out right in the end. 

A: There is an inheritance, a wedding 
ring, and a baby. 

Q: But not in the right order. 

A: And at what cost, as Mr. Mitwisser 
says, at what cost? 

Q: And you're on your first book tour. 

A: Ah, the dreaded tour. No, really, it’s a 
sign. It means that the publisher is 
supporting the book, and | understand that, 
and |’m grateful for the opportunity. | must 
say there are very fruitful experiences that come from it. 
Long lines of signing books, but the experience is kind of 
startling. 

Q: /n what way? 

A: The line is long, it moves slowly, but it is not an 
assembly line. Each signing is, curiously enough, an in- 
depth human encounter, a little window of time with 
somebody who knows you through your books and wants to 
say something important to you about the books. What 
they say makes each encounter not superficial, not trivial, 
an essential, real human encounter, one after the other. It 
is an amazing thing, it is thrilling beyond description.

The many sides of John Kuntz 











ears ago, actor John Kuntz figured out how to work ail 

the time. Write a show, cast yourself, repeat when 
necessary. The first play Kuntz wrote was for his English 
class at Cohasset High School. The assignment was to 
write an essay comparing Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
Are Dead with Who's Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf? \n a daring 
theatrical maneuver 
presaging his later 
playwriting career, Kuntz 
finessed the assignment. His 
play combined characters 
from both works, and he’s 
still archly proud of his A. 

Finding common ground 
for disparate characters is 
writer John Kuntz’s stock in 
* trade. Area audiences might 
know him from his four solo shows, which include Freaks! 
and Starfuckers. But the writer/performer of his own works 
is also a busy actor in a wide variety of area companies. 
This week, his worlds collide as he stars in the Actors 
Shakespeare Project’s Richard II] while, across town, 
Boston Playwrights’ Theatre presents his Jasper Lake, an 
eerie new comedy drama about quirky families in the 
gated community of the title (and his 11th full-length 
play). Kuntz is also preparing for Fu/ly Committed, a one- 
man show by Becky Mode in which he will play 40 
different characters at the Lyric Stage Company beginning 
November 26. This fall, he will also appear in the pilot for 
WGBH's Survivor's Guide to High School, a reality show 
for teenagers with a Queer Eye-type self-improvement 
theme. (Kuntz’s specialty is “presentation.”) 

All the same, he makes time before a Richard I// 
rehearsal for a late lunch at the Whole Foods Café behind 
Symphony Hall. Take away the heavily highiighted script 
in his hands and you might guess this modest, dark- 
haired man carrying a bike helmet and a jumbo backpack 
was another college student en route to class. Between 
mouthfuls of gazpacho and a gargantuan salad, he 
confesses, “! don’t know what to do with free time. | get 
anxious and roam around the house. | rearrange the 
furniture.” But it’s clear he’s invigorated by the prospect 
of playing the Bard's physically challenged, deliciously 
murderous villain. Raising his left arm to demonstrate 
Richard's infirmity, he contorts his wrist and flutters his 
fingers. “It’s like there’s this other creature on him,” he 
says with wonderment. It’s both a creepy and a comic 
gesture. 

And then there’s Jasper Lake. Developed during Kuntz’s 
first year as a Huntington Playwriting Fellow, it’s been 
entered in the Kennedy Center American College Theater 
Festival. Kate Snodgrass, director of the BU playwriting 
graduate program, notes that he “isn’t afraid to go too far. 
And I’m afraid many actors don’t go far enough. He’s 
fearless as an actor and as a writer.” Huntington Fellow 
colleague Melinda Lopez has worked with Kuntz for the 
past year; she comments, “He’s deeply connected to the 
dark side of the American psyche. It’s like he’s a seer, 
except his vision is so funny. He’s a funny David Lynch.” 

After graduating from Emerson College, Kuntz found 
that acting jobs were few and far between, so he got a job 
as a fry cook at the Comedy Connection downtown, where, 
he says, since “no one needed food, I'd watch the 
comedians. They were all so-o-0” — he pauses for effect 
— “glum.” So Kuntz wrote and wrote and wrote and along 
the way, he raised his profile. Of those early years, he 
comments, “Everyone said you have to move to LA or New 
York. But | said, !’m going to stay here and do whatever it 
takes to be an actor in this town.”

Complicated and interesting food 
for all ages at moderate prices

mpressed by the American 

bistro food at Orleans, in 

Somerville, | decided to 
take a look at its parent, De- 
vlin’s, which opened three - 
years ago, reportedly to 
oblige the hungrier patrons 
of the neighboring Porter 
Belly’s with real sit-down 
dinners. In fact, Devlin’s has 
come along nicely in this cat- 
egory of post-Irish, post-pub 
food, and is now a very de- 
cent middle-class restaurant, 
slightly more expensive and 
better than Orleans. It won’t 
challenge the Ritz, but it has 
complicated and interesting 
food for all ages at moderate 
prices, some of it quite good. 

Although this is a hand- 
some duplex space with seri- 
ous modern chandeliers and 
walls in dark green, maroon, = 
and cream, lunch is rather 
less formal than dinner, and even in- 
cludes shepherd’s pie ($7.50) in a salty 
but savory version, with the mashed po- 
tatoes on top slightly browned in the 
oven, and peas and carrots (the Irish-flag 
colors) among the minced beef. You also 
get a little salad of dressed field greens 
served in a ramekin. That’s about it for 
Irish dishes, although our day’s cream- 
of-cauliflower soup ($2.50/cup; 
$4/bowl) had the meaty stock of an 
Irish-pub clam chowder, with a solid af- 
tertaste of cauliflower. A lentil-andouille 
soup ($2.50/$4) was made of hot 
sausage and vegetables diced so fine that 
one could not deconstruct the flavors — 
it was just good lentil soup. 

A “hot Havana” ($8.95) is a rather 
credible Cuban sandwich, despite being 
made on white sandwich bread (real 
Cuban sandwiches are on white-bread 
rolls), having grill marks like a panino 
(real Cuban sandwiches are grilled on a 
flat grill, not a George Foreman), and 
adding a spicy bar- 


the broth lukewarm, but it might have 
been artfully odd rather than funny- 
peculiar. Cilantro broth, of course, tastes 
more like soy sauce than cilantro, but 

it’s hard to make anything but cilantro 
leaves taste like cilantro. 

The crab cakes are mostly meat, and 
sweet corn tastes enough like sweet 
crab to fit into the smallish fried patties, 
disappearing when you chew the hot 
cherry-pepper caps on each patty. The 
chef is smart enough to use bell peppers 
in the pepper aioli. 

The chef is also smart enough to 
make a salad of smoked trout, avocado, 
pink grapefruit, and frisée ($8) with a 
horseradish-cream dressing whipped to 
a thrilling froth. Unfortunately, he or she 
was not tough enough to demand a ripe 
avocado, and an unripe avocado in a 
salad like this, where the trout is soft 
and luscious, is like a slice of rubber ball 
in an omelet, at least for the first bite. 

Seared Pacific halibut ($24) is an out- 

standing entrée. The 





becue sauce 
(which even some 
Miami Cubans do, 
when no one is 
looking). Nobody 
is driving over 
from Jamaica 
Plain’s Cuban 
restaurants to get 
one of these, but 
no one from 
Brighton has to 
make the opposite drive when that 
craving for a pork sandwich gets too 
urgent. You get very decent thin French 
fries with this. 

At dinner, however, Devlin’s is a seri- 
ous restaurant, where you can order, 
say, Maine crab and corn cakes ($10), 
or “seared scallops in a cilantro broth 
with carrot, scallion, bean sprouts, and 
rendered pancetta” ($10). In fact, we 
ordered both these appetizers for this 
very review. The latter is a very effective 
bit of fusion food. Crunchy bits of un- 
smoked bacon (for such is pancetta) are 
exactly what Asian salads have been 
needing all along, and four nicely seared 
bay scallops are no problem in this con- 
text either. It was odd to have the scal- 
lops piping hot, the vegetables cold, and 





fish is light and nicely 
crusted, perhaps 
over-salted, but deli- 
cious. It rests on a 
couple of cakes of 
fried mashed pota- 
toes (just a little Irish- 
ness), two cold fried 
portabella-mushroom 
slices (like an Italian 
antipasto), and lots of 
cress in a good dress- 
ing. A dish of broccolini ($4) is sautéed 
in oil and garlic, as God and the Italo- 
American plant breeders intended. 

Chicken ravioli ($14/half order; 
$20/full) is good food, but overly com- 
plicated. Chicken is already a little too 
prosaic as a stuffing for ravioli, but the 
right way to sell it would be with a sin- 
gle herb in the filling, or an herbal 
tomato sauce. Instead we have a mad 
hatter’s salsa of tomatillo, grape toma- 
toes, sliced fennel, corn, and leeks. 
That’s way too many flavors, especially 
the sour green-tomatillo sauce, and the 
dish is very hard to eat. It isn’t Mexican, 
it isn’t Italian, and it isn’t immediately 
likable, either. 

The dessert menu features glasses of 
old whiskeys, but we settled for thin,

burnt decaf ($2) and rather good herbal 
tea ($2), brewed in the cup but from 
loose tea in a large paper tea bag open 
on top. The wine list is short but sound. 
A glass of 2003 Matua Valley Sauvignon 
Blanc ($7/glass; $26/bottle) was too 
cold and filled a too-small glass, but still 
had the pineapple and new-mown-hay 
aromas of New Zealand sauvignon 
blanc, and went well with seafood. 

The signature dessert is “Devlin’s 
own vanilla baked Alaska with a wild 
blueberry compote” ($7). Baked Alaska 
is like fried ice cream, except the coating 
is sweet meringue instead of sodden 
breading, and the blueberries carry some 
average vanilla ice cream. 

We also tried the “trio of chef’s selec- 
tion artisanal cheese” ($7). Cheese plates 
are not a game for beginners. The por- 
tions were generous, and the plate would 
serve two or even four, but the cheeses 
were undistinguished. The best was a 
creamy blue cheese, the least was a feta 
no different from what you can get in the 
supermarket. In fact, many supermarkets 
now have goat and sheep fetas from 
France or Israel or Bulgaria that are bet- 
ter. The artisanal part was, perhaps, the 
goat cheeses, which had been artfully 
rolled in red-pepper flakes (a dubious 
practice) and dried herbs (maybe some- 
times), but almost certainly in the 
kitchen of Devlin’s, not on some farm. 

Service was truly excellent, from a 
waitress who actually knew how confit 
duck was made and what it would taste 
like. Despite fashionable décor and 
high ceilings, the restaurant isn’t too 
loud or dark, and a number of people I 
would take for middle-aged or older 
Irish- or Anglo-Americans were entirely 
comfortable at an early dinner hour. 
The background music began with 
some light techno, then moved on to 
the Gipsy Kings. 

The food at Devlin’s can get fancy, 
but much of the best is unpretentious. 
The crowd is even less pretentious 
than that. The old problem of food in 
[Irish restaurants and pubs is almost 
completely solved here, and there was 
never an issue with Irish-American 
hospitality. is

RUSTIC KITCHEN, 200 Faneuil Hall Mar-

No longer associated with Todd English, 
Rustic Kitchen is now more focused on fine 
Northern Italian food, a little less expensive, 
and generally somewhat better. In particular, 
the veal agnolotti, the seafood specials, and 
the cannoli or gingerbread for dessert are 
knockouts. It’s still Quincy Market, so it's still 
crowded and drafty and loud, and the walls 
are glass — so dress nicely 

SEL DE LA TERRE, 255 State St. (Aquari- 
um), Boston, (617) 720-1300. $24-$31. A 
large and stylish Provencal restaurant 
owned by Frank McClelland, chef of the 
ultra-high-end L’Espalier. This is more ori- 
ented toward a business crowd; Geoff Gard- 
ner's menu is a flexible version of prix fixe 
The country French flavors don't hit the 
heights, but their consistency puts a lot of 
bistros to shame. 

THE SULTAN’S KITCHEN, 72 Broad St 

Boston, (617) 728-2828. $6-$9. One of only 
a few Turkish restaurants in the city, and the 
longest-lived, Ozcan Ozan’'s lunchtime joint 
still feels fresh and novel after almost two 
decades in business. The atmosphere isn't 
much — a take-out counter and some up- 
stairs tables — but the skewered meats are 
electric, and the baba ghanoush is the best 
we've had in ages. Turkish soda and ayran

A staple of Southwestern cuisine, guacamole is most popular as a cool dip for tortilla 
chips or as a topping for burritos and enchiladas. As any true aficionado of the zesty 

condiment knows, some versions are much better than others. Many a diner has been 
gravely disappointed by receiving a bland sort of grayish-green purée trying to pass it- 


self off as the real thing. 


No such disappointment lurks at Olé Mexican Grill. Chunky guacamole is pre- 
pared to order on a tableside cart with a mortar and pestle. The server begins by 
muddling together chopped onions, jalapefios, and cilantro. He or she then expertly 
cuts open ripe avocados, pops out the pits, and spoons the buttery flesh into the 
bowl. With a fork, the server mashes the avocado into the spicy mixture, adding a 
scoop of chopped tomatoes and a generous squeeze of fresh lime juice to complete 
the masterpiece. The result? A bowl of chunky, zippy-but-cool guacamole so fresh and 
authentic you might think you hear a mariachi band playing in the background.

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Tibor Gal chardonnay 
Hungarian rhapsody 


When you think of parts of the world with a rich 
winemaking heritage, probably Champagne, 
Burgundy, Bordeaux, and Piedmont are a few of 
the legendary locales that come to mind. So you 
might be surprised to learn that Hungary has a 
history of winemaking dating back to before the 
time of Christ. But all it took was a few decades 
behind the Iron Curtain to obscure that 


entrenched Hungarian tradition from the world. Chalk it 


up to that curtain’s rising, or to global-ism, but now a 


few Hungarian labels are cropp-ing up in the American 


market. One to look for 


is Tibor Gal, named for the winemaker who 


in 1993 relocated to Eger, a region in his native Hungary, 


after spending four years plying his trade in Tuscany’s 


renowned Ornellaia vineyard. With the skills from Euro- 
pean masters under his belt and centuries of tradition at 


his 


fingertips, he started his winery. It now boasts roughly 90 
acres and seven vineyards, with 


. 


one devoted exclusively to chardonnay. 
I’m one who habitually shies away from the acidic 


tang of chardonnay, so | was thrown for a delightful loop 
when | discovered that a bottle of Tibor Gal barely tastes 
as though it comes from the same grape as the dry, full- 
bodied California chardonnays. Instead, it hits your palate

with a crisp rush of apple and pear flavors, and takes its leave 

without the astringent tartness that is the mark of so many chardonnays. In fact, 

the taste evokes a German riesling. 
Tibor Gal’s logo is a griffin rising like a phoenix. The griffin is the symbol of 

immortality in Hungarian folklore, and |, for one, am glad that Gal had the gump- 

tion to remind us of his country’s undying tradition. 
Tibor Gal Chardonnay 2001 is available for approximately $11 at area liquor

means wine festival, and is intended to 
clone some of the excellences of the Boston 
Harbor Hotel wine festivals and the Meritage 
restaurant there.

In short, 
Tommy has latched onto the dark 
side of the Jaffes’ Buddha Lite philos- 
ophy as pitched by Jaffe apostate 
Caterine Vauban (a gelid Isabelle 
Huppert). A battle for the clients’ 
souls ensues. In addition to Tommy 
and Albert, who might represent the 
id and the superego, there’s Brad 
Stand (Jude Law, doing a scintillat- 
ing impression of an actor in a 
Howard Hawks screwball comedy), 
Albert’s nemesis, the rising, ruthless 
star of the all-consuming Huckabees 
corporation, and the glib, shining 
embodiment of ego. 

The ego gets short shrift, though, 
its illusions limited to the vapid poli- 
tics of childish tree huggers and the 
ruthless conniving of their corporate 
enemies. Between that wasteland and 
the equally vapid void of second- 
hand satori pitched by the Jaffes and 
Caterine, Russell stakes out a turf — 
no larger than Albert’s rock, maybe, 
but as solid and impenetrable — of 
non-sequiturs, rapid-fire ephemera, 
and childlike delight in the sheer 
insanity of being. He doesn’t make a 
case for saving the world or, for that 
matter, giving it up altogether. In the 
end, the best he can conjure is the 
image of two characters whacking 
themselves on the head to achieve, 
briefly, nirvana — kind of the spiri- 
tual equivalent of the title practice of 
his first film, Spanking the Monkey. 
Still, in typographical terms at least, 
Russell challenges audiences to grasp 
the meaning, and appreciate the 
comedy, of that elusive concept ¥. @

erhaps the boldest and funniest political film of the past 

decade was David O. Russell's 1999 black comedy about 
the first Gulf War, Three Kings. The year before saw the debut of 
Jason Schwartzman as the adolescent overachiever in Wes 
Anderson's hilarious, offbeat Rushmore. Now Russell and 
Schwartzman are together in a hotel room discussing the new 
film they made together, a synchronicity that, in the world of 
David O. Russell, means everything, and nothing, a concept at 
the heart of his newest and most challenging film, / ¥ Hucka- 
bees. “After the landscape of explosions of Three Kings, | knew | 
wanted to do something more on the interior landscape. 
Something much more personal.” 

Makes sense until one notes that his other two films, Spanking 
the Monkey (1994) and Flirting with Disaster (1996), concern a 
character who masturbates a lot and then has sex with his moth- 
er and a character who unravels his own family when, like a 
screwball Oedipus, he searches for the truth about his parent- 
age. A film more personal than these? 

“This,” Russell says, “delves into the deeper side of the self.” 

In other words, more Zen than Freud. 

“I've been interested in Zen a long time. | loved Franny and 
Zooey when | was a kid. At Harvard, | had a lot of classes with 
Bob Thurman, Uma Thurman's dad, who taught Eastern religion 
and philosophy. Dustin Hoffman is based on him, with the rum- 
pled suits. Though the haircut is more like Hoffman in The 
Graduate. His hair is down. Before, we had it up, and he looked 
like a benign dentist. Someone who owns a Lexus.” 

It wasn’t Thurman or Hoffman who inspired Huckabees, how- 
ever, SO much as it was Jason Schwartzman, who stars as the 
social activist, poet, and truth seeker, Albert Markovski. 

“As soon as | saw Rushmore, | knew | wanted to do a come- 
dy with him.” Russell recalls. “So | was working on a script for 
him. There’s a Zen Do on the upper east side of NY run by a 
Japanese Zen master. Any day, you can go in there and see 
stockbrokers, lawyers, painters, Republicans, all meditating. It’s 
hilarious and it’s serious. | wanted to write a movie about it and 
feature Jason. This was between 1999 and 2000.” 

“| was honored to know he'd make a film about me,” says 
Schwartzman.“ was going to write some songs for the movie. We 
were ready to start, we had a crew. It was 6 a.m., and the phone 
woke me. It was David. He said, the movie’s not there. It’s better 
we don’t make a movie if we’re not 100 percent sure it's there. 

“| wasn’t bummed, but excited. It was a positive moment. It 
showed respect. It was a display of dignity and principle. He 
had the courage to ‘not do.” 

“Zen do,” adds Russell, “became Zen don't.” 

As the years passed, more elements entered the picture. 
September 11, for one, and a dream Russell had about a 
female therapist. 

Not the inspiration for the Lily Tomlin character? 

“No, she’s the Isabelle Huppert character. In the dream, the 
woman was both therapeutic and sinister. But she was also sex- 
ual. Isabella combines a kind of Zen plus Sartre plus nihilism. 
Her philosophy that life is nothing but disappointment is kind of a 
copout, though. True Zen embraces what is happening, it’s like, 
‘Geronimo!’ There is no such thing as death or ‘Il’ And with 
Tibetan Buddhism, there is an infinity of experience. We’ve had 
this interview, for example, an infinite number of times.” 

Maybe my questions only gave that impression. Be that as it 
may, the Schwartzman character was personal in the more 
commonplace sense, inspired by Russell’s earlier vocation as a 
social worker. 

“| was an activist and a social worker here in Boston,” 
Schwartzman explains, “at the Cardinal Cushing Center in the 
South End. Like Albert, | was burnt out. | made my first film 
here, a documentary about Central American immigrants. Like 
Albert, | demonstrated, and | know what it’s like to have angry 
people throw garbage at you. And though | didn’t write my own 
poems, | did publish a magazine of their poems.” : 

Neither has Russell abandoned activism altogether for 
merging with the oneness. He and Warner Brothers had been 
planning to release a DVD version of Three Kings. Russell 
offered to include a new 35-minute documentary called 
“Soldiers Pay” with the DVD, but. when Warner heard what it 
was about, the studio balked. 

“| interviewed returning veterans, retired generals, and some 
of the Iraqis who worked with me on Three Kings and lived 
there before, during, and after the last war. The studio thought 
it was inappropriate to release such a political film before the 
election, so they pulled it from the DVD. And they’re holding up 
the DVD release of Three Kings as well.” 

Russell is hoping to arrange a release of “Soldiers’ Pay” on 
his own. In the meantime, he’s fielding more important ques- 
tions, like how do you pronounce / ¥ Huckabees? 

“1 Heart Huckabees,” he says. “| agree with [Ludwig] 
Wittgenstein. Anything that makes you look at language differ- 
ently I’m in favor of.”

BRITISH ADVERTISING FILMS OF 2003 


Take a TV ad for, let’s say, an American-made car or truck. (Cue big 
black pick-up barreling down a dusty road to testosterone rock with 
“Savings! Savings! Savings!” blasting across the screen.) Then take a 
British TV ad for, let’s say, Johnnie Walker, in which a school of 
humans swimming like fish leap and dive in and out of the ocean por- 
poise-like until they reach a desert island and the voiceover says, 
“Keep walking.” In the US, commercials give you time to grab another 
beer; in Britain, they’re often of higher quality than the shows they 


interrupt. 


What's apparent from the sampling here is that ads across the pond 
are naughtier and flaunt that coy and clever British wit. In an outrageous 
commercial for condoms, teams engage in the Trojan Games, sex 
Olympics, if you will: a woman, naked from the waist down, sprints 
toward the vaulting horse, launches, and lands atop her teammate to 
win the gold. One for Lynx cologne shows women’s nipples rising under- 
neath their shirts from the power of the scent. Beyond being risqué, 
these commercials excel at humor and sophisticated graphics. Look for 
the ads for directory assistance, Virgin Mobile, a gushing drink called 
Tango, anything for Xlibri, and an anti-smoking spot more convincing 
than anything seen stateside. (85 minutes) At the Museum of Fine Arts

FEUX ROUGES/ 
RED LIGHTS 


Watching Cédric Kahn's adaptation of the 
Georges Simenon novel is like spending two 
hours in a car driven by an angry, sweating 
drunk. As in his previous film, Roberto 
Succo, a demoralizing, relentless portrait of 
a real-life serial killer, Kahn demonstrates 
that awful people are indeed awful. Antoine 
(Jean-Pierre Darroussin as a leaner, charm- 
less Wallace Shawn) gets pissed off when 
his wife (Carole Bouquet) is late for their trip 
down South to visit their kids at camp. Then 
he gets pissed. He subjects her to his boozy 
fury every mile of the way, stopping only to 
get a shot of Scotch at each passing road- 
side bar. There’s a lot of baggage in this rela- 
tionship, but mostly Antoine is a troll, and it’s 
a relief when the wife escapes to take the 
train and is replaced, more or less, by a 
stranger (Vincent Deniard) Antoine meets at 
one of his waterhole stops. Only those who 
haven't noticed the radio and TV news 
reports that are broadcast throughout will fail 
to surmise where this is heading, with the 
stranger serving much the same purpose as 
the fugitive in Flannery O’Connor’s “A Good 
Man Is Hard To Find.” “A bit of friendly 
advice,” says the stranger when the car is 
stopped by the police. “Don’t breathe in their 
face.” This is the kind of movie that breathes 
in your face. in French with English subtitles.

Photographer/filmmaker Bruce 
Weber has made a career of 
shooting beautiful people for 
the likes of Calvin Klein and 
Abercrombie & Fitch. in this 
apostrophe to his youngest 
pup, True, dogs are his mod- 
els: the credits list a host of 
hairdressers, dialogue coach- 
es, and make-up artists for 
“stars” named Whizzy and Big 
Skye. Employing a collage of 
film stocks and still photogra- 
phy, home movies and military 
documentary footage, Weber 
follows colors and shapes 
rather than a coherent narra- 
tive in what purports to be a 
tribute to dogs and dog lovers. 
In fact, A Letter to True is a 
framing device for his own 
autobiographical musings, 
with the dogs as a metaphor 
for innocence lost. Above all a paean to 
post-September 11 America, the film is uni- 
fied by vague tones of lost security and nos- 
talgia punctuated by snapshots of patriotic 
pathos. There’s formal experimentation and 
sumptuous cinematography; there are also 
facile transitions, like the one between hob- 
nobbing with Elizabeth Taylor and photo- 
graphing Haitian refugees. Weber may have

'88 stands among the 
highlights of modern tel- 
evision, a political series 
with undisguised politics 
floating between Tru- 
deau’s left-liberalism and 
Altman’s left-anarchism. 
The telling of the stories 
proved even more unusu- 
al: cluttered, unfocused 
frames of characters all 
speaking at the same 
time. Altman’s contra- 
puntal orchestration of 
his ensembles, a signa- 
ture of his feature films, 
was transferred intact to 
television. 

The mini-story? Jack 
Tanner (Michael Mur- 
phy), liberal congress- 
man from Michigan, was 


the 1988 Democratic 

presidential nomination. 

As the primaries proceeded, Tanner felt 
increasingly alienated, a private-minded 
intellectual troubled by the sound-bite per- 
sona he was compelled to construct. In the 
end, he realized that he lacked what every 
real presidential candidate needs: fire in 
the belly. Among the disappointed was his 
radical-minded daugh- 
ter, Alex (Cynthia 
Nixon), who tried to 
pull his campaign to the 
activist left. 

The good news is 
that Tanner is back, 
with Altman and 
Trudeau in the trenches 
for four newly made 
half-hours, Tanner on Tanner 2004, airing 
Tuesdays at 9 p.m. on the Sundance 
Channel..The bad news is that Tanner isn’t 
in the race this time. Instead, he’s watch- 
ing the campaign from the sideline. The 
new mini-series is dominated by the 
exploits of the now-30ish Alex, a radical 
indie filmmaker. 

Why the switch? Cynthia Nixon is now 
a major acting star because of Sex and the 
City, for which she just won an Emmy. 
Michael Murphy is back where he’s been, 
reliably and comfortably, for 40 years, as 
the co-star par excellence. He’s the superb 
actor whom everyone recognizes by face 
but can’t quite place. You know, the 
Kennedy-esque guy who played the 
advance man in Altman’s Nashville, 
Woody Allen’s pal in Manhattan, Jill 
Clayburgh’s husband in An Unmarried 
Woman. 

Here’s a typical off-screen occurrence 
for the relaxed, ultra-friendly Murphy, as 
he told me over lunch at last month’s 
Toronto Film Festival. Earlier at the fest, 
he and the other actors in John Sayles’s 
Silver City had taken a limousine to the 
premiere. “I got out of the car and people 
were looking through me.” When publi- 
cists finally realized he was in the movie, 
Murphy was told to get back in the limou- 
sine and exit a second time so photogra- 
phers could take his picture! “I’m in this 
fun position where people don’t really 
know who I am,” he chuckled. “It’s a

Robert Altman knows. He’s cast 
Murphy in seven other of his films. “I was 
right out of the University of Arizona,” 
Murphy recalled, “and a friend said, ‘Go to 
Bob. He’s using young guys for this Army 
thing.’ ” It was the World War II TV series 
Combat. Murphy and Altman chatted, and 
Altman said, “Yeah, we’ll 
do something together.”

If you’re 
getting married or divorced, or someone 
dies, you want to talk to him about it. 
He’s so strong, he sees the big picture. An 
extraordinary man.” Could Murphy dis- 
cuss his better-known non-Altman roles? 
“The husband in An Unmarried Woman 
was maybe the first of the whining yup- 
pies, and that movie was the first chick 
flick. In Manhattan, | was that guy cheat- 
ing on his wife. In The Year of Living 
Dangerously, | was another scumbag white 
man, though in Australia. Sleazoids. | 
think Tanner bailed me out. He’s a nice 
guy. Ineffectual, but nice. 

“For the new Tanner, they weren’t going 
to run me again. Garry didn’t want that. It 
would have entailed going on the cam- 
paign trail, a tough job now for Bob. But 
we had an obligation to the first batch of 
Tanners. You do a crappy rerun, you deni- 
grate what you’ve done. Is the new series 
saying, ‘Vote for Kerry’? Garry, Bob, I, 
too, we’re all ‘pinko commies,’ but Bob is 
showing the nastiness behind all cam- 
paigns. I don’t think it’s a polemic. In 
Bob’s case, you vote for the Democrat, but 
be careful of what you ask for. Bob is very 
cynical.” |

Choppy seas 


Gem of the Ocean enters Boston under less than full sail

bearing its not unworthy assets, among 
them a searing central metaphor and a 
compelling collection of actors, on its 
broad back. Gem’s other problem is that 
its ascent from Pittsburgh parlor to magi- 
cal realism is less lyrical and piercing, as 
are Bynum Walker’s purgative encounter 
with the shiny man and Herald Loomis’s 
violent vision of bones walking on water in 
the magnificent Joe Turner’s Come and 
Gone, than it is prosaic. 

The ninth play in the lauded Wilson 
opus, Gem of the Ocean is set in Pitts- 
burgh’s Hill District in 1904, seven years 
before Joe Turner, with which it shares an 
amalgam of African and Christian spiritu- 
ality — though Gem, in which there bub- 
bles more bitterness at the failed promise 
of Emancipation, is as incendiary as it is 
redemptive. The central figure is 285-year- 
old Aunt Ester, a repository of African- 
American memory dating back to the 
arrival of the first slave ships in Virginia in 
1619. Mentioned in the 1969-set Tivo 
Trains Running and reported to have died 
at 366 in the 1985-set King Hedley II, 
Aunt Ester takes the stage for the first time 
in Gem of the Ocean, in the magisterial 
person of recent Tony winner Phylicia 
Rashad. As envisioned by Wilson, Ester is 
both bulwark of the neighborhood and 
spiritual guide to the fabled City of Bones, 
a richly described but clumsily invoked 
glistening burg at the bottom of the 
Atlantic Ocean built from the “pearly white 
bones” of enslaved Africans who died on 
the Middle Passage. 

The impetus for the play is Alabama 
newcomer Citizen Barlow’s need to have 
Aunt Ester guide him to the City of Bones 
so that he might have his soul “washed” of 
its burden of another man’s death.

The injustice of that outcome sparks 
insurrection in the black community of the 
Hill District — a boycott of the mill by the 
workers and a small riot provoked by 
police at the dead man’s funeral. Ester is a 
healing figure, but the play is not without 
conflict, on each side of which is a vividly 
drawn Wilsonian construct. The provoca- 
teur is hoary old Solly Two Kings (a griz- 
zled Anthony Chisholm), friend and suitor 
to Aunt Ester and purveyor of dog shit 
that he calls “pure” and carries around in 
a basket. Solly has shed his original name 
and rechristened himself for “two kings,” 
David and Solomon — though the latter 
moniker has proved the sticker. Like the 
wry but regal Ester, Solly was born into 
slavery, which is only 40 years gone. He 
escaped at 20 to Canada, then returned to 
be a conductor on the Underground 
Railroad. There are 62 notches in the big 
stick he carries, one for each slave he 
helped usher to freedom — a concept at 
which, given the still-rampant persecution 
and oppression of African-Americans, he 
scoffs. “All it means is you got a long row 
to hoe and ain’t got no plough.” 

Solly’s adversary is hustling African- 


while rigidly adher- 
ing to his self-declared “Bible,” the 
Pennsylvania Penal Code, even when it 
turns him into a regular Javert shooting a 
boy for a theft of bread. 

By now, everyone has read of the 
difficulties that have beset the Broadway- 
bound production that arrived at the 
Huntington tugging its powerhouse cast. 
First, director Marion McClinton, a long- 
time Wilson collaborator, had to withdraw 
because of illness and was replaced by 
Kenny Leon, who helmed both the fine 
Huntington rendering of A Raisin in the 
Sun (among other productions) and the 
recent, Tony-winning Broadway revival. 
Following the director shift, Tony nominee 
(for Joe Turner) Delroy Lindo left the 
show because of “creative differences.” He 
was replaced as Solly by Chisholm, who 
had played the part in both Gem’s Chicago 
debut and a subsequent Los Angeles 
refining. Eugene Lee stepped into the 
background role of Solly’s Underground 
Railroad colleague and Aunt Ester’s gate- 
keeper, Eli, which Chisholm was to have 
played. 

As all of this was going on, and as a 
perusal of a script revised last July makes 


clear, Wilson has continued to rewrite, 
sometimes to the play’s detriment. It is 
interesting to note that in some Wilson 
works, for all their rich characters and 
blues- and symbol-infused talk, there can 
be a central, possibly insoluble problem. In 
The Piano Lesson, for some, it’s the literal 
rather than the metaphorical presence of 
ghosts. Here, for this critic, it’s the center- 
piece journey to the City of Bones, a trip 
that plays more like a voodoo-tinged 
séance than a purgative vision — despite a 
cavernous set by David Gallo that suggests 
a furnished undersea grotto as much as it 
does the ramshackle house where Aunt 
Ester holds court on Tuesdays and Black 
Mary can be found dishing out cornbread 
and lima beans any day of the week. 

Aided by Black Mary, Solly, and Eli 
(who sometimes don white-faced, blond- 
locked African masks or beat out tense 
rhythms on floor and furniture), Aunt 
Ester guides Citizen back into painful col- 
lective memory right there in the living 
room, providing him with a paper boat 
that, unfolded later, will prove one of the 
play’s more potent totems. We see Citizen 
see dead people, but all we see is this 
home pageant, a five-minute Roots that 
seems a woefully inadequate stand-in for 
the horrid, shameful history of slavery. 
More troubling is the way Wilson has 
altered what was, in the earlier script, a 
straightforward journey down into the 
hold of African-American consciousness, 
to the underwater city of gleaming bones 
and tongues on fire, and turned it into a 
more literal tour of slave life itself, with 
Citizen reliving some of its cruelties, only 
to be strung up and arrive at the City like 
a soul gone to its reward. The previous 
version is better integrated with both the 
theme and the ending of the play. Either 
way, however, the staging fails to make a 
poetic leap; it makes Wilson’s words — 
and they can be powerful words — do all 
the work. 

There is toothsome writing in Gem of 
the Ocean, in Aunt Ester’s revivalist invo- 


cation of her first trip to the City of Bones, 


for example, and in 
Eli’s shrewd recollec- 
tion of encountering 
Union soldiers: “They 
never said they was 
gonna help us. They 
said the war was gonna 
help us. After that it be 
every man for himself.” 
But you have to sift for 
it. Too much of the play 
is driven by pounding 
knocks at the door and 
sudden announcements 
of off-stage events. And 
too often everything has 
to stop for a long set 
piece. Wilson says he 
doesn’t so much write 
for as listen to his char- 
acters. Sometimes he 
needs to tell them 
(politely, of course) to 
put a sock in it so he 
can delineate the arc of 
the play while still hear- 
ing the music. (Gem, 
like other Wilson 
works, has snatches of 
song and poetry woven 
into it.) 

Given Wilson’s gift 
for character writing 
and the quality of the 
unofficial repertory 
company his works have spawned, it’s no 
surprise that the performances propel Gem 
more than those knocks at the door. The 
padded, purple-clad Rashad, playing a 
symbol (though there are indications that 
Aunt Ester is an inherited identity, with 
Black Mary to be next in the succession), 
is pronouncedly human: girlish albeit mov- 
ing with the heaviness of history, bearing a 
couple of centuries worth of pain with dis- 
arming lightness, as if it were no more 
than a bit of arthritis. The raspy Chisholm 
(an Olivier Award winner for Wilson’s 
Jitney) captures both the rapscallion and 
the determined, gnarled revolutionary in 
canine-feces salesman/ political martyr 
Solly. The precise Santiago- Hudson even 
brings a spry humanity to racial-Judas 
Caesar. (With him and Rashad on board, 
there’s comic timing worthy of The Cosby 
Show.) New recruit Lee is a relaxed, self- 
effacing Eli, and the improbably named 
Raynor Scheine, reprising the role he orig- 
inated in Joe Turner and sporting a beard 
he might have stolen from Uncle Sam, is 
frontier-convincing as the white trader and 
help in troubled times, Rutherford Selig. 

As probable lovers-to-be Black Mary and 
Citizen Barlow, LisaGay Hamilton (of TV’s 
The Practice) and John Earl Jelks must con- 
vey characters coming into their own, she 
as guide and healer, he as Solly’s successor. 
Hamilton gives a fine, understated perform- 
ance that merges femininity and steel as she 
stands up first to the needy/cocky Citizen 
and then to the controlling Ester. And Jelks 
brings openness and a stillness that is not 
quite passivity to his troubled soul and rev- 
olutionary in the making. 

Yet how things do ramble and clunk in 
the hold of Gem of the Ocean, which is 
named for a slave ship. Here is another 
decade present and accounted for in 
Wilson’s century-wrapping saga. But at 
least as it stands at present (and it is my 
experience that Wilson does more tinker- 
ing than bone-sculpting work on his 
scripts once they reach production), Gem 
is a zircon in a setting that contains some 
diamonds. i!

Architects get skewered at WHAT

aradigms are as cheap as a pair 0’ 

dimes in the tortured parlance of mod- 

ern architecture, where too often big 
egos wrap big commissions in big ideas at 
the expense of producing pleasing, function- 
al spaces for human beings. Well, playwright 
and architect manqué Oren Safdie, son of 
famed Israeli-born architect Moshe Safdie, is 
mad as hell, and he’s not going to take it any 
more. His Private Jokes, Public Places was 
welcomed last year in New York (where it 
transferred from La MaMa ETC to the

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Theater at the Center for Architecture); now 
it’s making its area debut at Wellfleet Harbor 
Actors Theater. Safdie takes a matte knife to 
abstract architectural bloviation, scoring 
some points and not a few laughs in a short 
jab of a satire based on his own experience 
presenting a thesis project to a jury of pro- 
fessional prima donnas. The play also points 
a finger, a la Oleanna, at sex and power 
abuses in academe. But where Mamet imi- 
tates Pinter or even Kafka, Safdie exagger- 
ates along more cartoonish lines. 

At WHAT, director Brendan Hughes has 
altered the architectural design of Safdie’s 
play, adding a sort of environmental prologue 
in which the audience is ushered through the 
backstage space, which is festooned with odd- 
ball models (courtesy of WHAT set designer 
Dan Joy) and rough sketches such as might

turn up in the interstices of a school of archi- 
tecture. As we pass along, the play’s two visit- 
ing architectural pooh-bahs, Colin and Er- 
hardt, are seen critiquing a student’s work. 
Their final few remarks, taken from Safdie’s 
opening, set the heady, nonsensical tone these 
competitive intellectual pretenders will take, 
with Erhardt speaking of “dialectical utopi- 
anism” and Colin responding with talk of 
“expanding the paradigm.” 

Eventually, we pass into the small auditori- 
um, where an attractive but nervous Korean- 
American grad student named Margaret is 
preparing to defend her thesis. Coming along

The RSC mounts a 


wobbly attack on America

mong the autumn traditions of New 

England are wincing at the (mis)for- 

tunes of the Red Sox, biting into crispy 
McIntosh apples, and, in recent years, taking 
in a production by Reduced Shakespeare 
Company. Billed as “the bad boys of abridg- 
ment,” this trio of zanies slice, dice, boil, and 
simmer some random body of knowledge — 
the works of Shakespeare, the Bible, world 
history — into 90 minutes or so of neo- 
vaudeville. 

This season’s RSC offering, The Complete 
History of America (abridged), is actually one 
of the troupe’s very first shows, and it’s now 
been (updated) as well as (abridged). Like 
other RSC creations, it boasts a mostly boffo 
first act and a rambling second. A director 
might have been helpful (none is credited), 
since the absurdist impulses that drive the 
group often lead them into semantic or struc- 
tural dead ends. There’s only so much jollity 
that can emerge from confusing “Minute 
Man” (as in Concord militia) with “minute 
man” (as in midget). 

One suspects that the troupers themselves 
are still working on the recent-history part of 
this show, since founding RSC writers and

members Austin Tichenor and Reed Martin 
are in the cast. The third point of the comedy 
triangle is occupied by Dominic Conti (Jerry 
Kernion and Michael Faulkner will also rotate 
in), a lanky, sensitive-looking guy who 
explains the raison d’étre for the show:

to prod her project, an enclosure containing a 
public swimming pool, are snobbish Modern- 
ist Colin in his pert bow tie, black-clad avant- 
gardist Erhardt, and the school’s youngish 
dean, William, who spends the play leapfrog- 
ging between referee and therapist as the two 
visitors divide their time between attacking 
Margaret and attacking each other. It isn’t 
pretty, but it is funny. And according to my 
architect husband, it’s not that much of an 
exaggeration. 

Director Hughes, who founded the Theater 
Cooperative before going off to his own grad- 
school crucible at the Yale School of Drama, 


“Those of us who forget the 
past are doomed to forget 
other things. Your car keys, 
your phone number.” 

Would that there were as 
much wit throughout 
Complete History. The narra- 
tive starts with a silly bit 
about the Native Americans, 
and though some of the 
invented Indian names are 
amusing (the studious-look- 
ing Tichenor is referred to as 
“Indian Who Wears Glasses 
To Look Smarter”), this is a 
sketch designed for no better reason than to 
segue into Revolutionary history, with the 
Colonists getting up in arms and then arming 
themselves. Although there’s the occasional 
droll countercultural poke. that suggests some- 
one did some real reading (Jefferson’s crops 
included cannabis), obvious jokes and puns 
make up most of the fun, with Madison, 
Jefferson, and Franklin, for example, ponder- 
ing a Bill of Wrongs to go along with the Bill 
of Rights. 

More successful are japes about our nation- 
al anthem. The trio begin the show by limping 
in and singing a hilarious version of the song 
that deconstructs both tune and lyrics. A flow 
chart reveals a few bars of music that resem- 
ble ants arguing on a gingham picnic cloth. 
And the guys scoff about how no one can sing 
the anthem as it’s “written in the key of Q, 
which includes an H above middle C.” A 
revised, politically correct version of “America 
the Beautiful” transforms amber waves of 
grain into “non-Eurocentric bio-region.” 

Some bits have promising set-ups, among 
them the slide show that goes awry, leaving 
the trio to re-enact Mathew Brady shots of

was doubtless attracted to the play’s display of 
preening, prejudice, and power-tripping in 
academe. But Safdie’s portrayal is not entirely 
one-sided. The strong-willed Margaret, whom 
the playwright created for his Korean- 
Canadian actress wife, M.J. Kang, represents 
the talented student out of step with a philos- 
ophy that favors gimmicky concept over feasi- 
bility. In her case, having grown up in public 
housing, she wants her pool complex to 
answer what she feels are natural human 
requirements, among them privacy in a public 
space, rather than conform to some intellectu- 
ally conjured idea. She moves, however, from 
anxiety to an outspokenness that borders on 
rudeness. Poor William can only hope to keep 
a lid on things so that Margaret will graduate 
and be able to march on to her promised job 
at Skidmore, Owens, and Merrill. It’s clear 
that Safdie is invested in Margaret’s point of 
view; her childhood tale of irregularly stacking 
her Legos to create more human urban boxes 
suggests a kiddie approximation of Safdie 
pere’s famed Habitat ’67. But the playwright 
doesn’t make her his unburnished heroine; 
like Sophocles’s Antigone, she’s not all right. 

The members of the play’s male jury are 
more thoroughly lampooned, and that'includes 
sensitive but sexually exploitive academic 
William, who in the enthusiastic person of 
Marc Carver gambols about the WHAT stage 
in a veritable ballet of amelioration that has 
him invoking anyone from Freud to I.M. Pei 
to keep the peace. (The latter proves an amus- 
ing backfire, as Margaret takes umbrage at the 
broad stroke of the pan-Asian paint brush.) 
Dafydd Rees is a prissy, condescending, possi- 
bly unstable Colin, and WHAT stalwart 
Stephen Russell, almost unrecognizable in 
shaved head and shades, is intensely in thrall 
of his own dynamic utterances as Erhardt. 

As Margaret, Ann Hu (who understudied 
Kang in NYC) plays her character’s predica- 
ment as effectively with her eyes as she does 
with her arguments. In the end, the badgered 
student, goaded into an admission she had 
not meant to make, finds a forceful if mute 
way to have the last word in the argument 
over public exposure. Yet her statement 
seems unlikely to lead us back to some inno- 
cent Eden of architecture. The snake is out of 
the bag. w 


battlefield violence a la 
Moe, Larry, and Curly. But 
having a giant balloon head 
atop an Abraham Lincoln 
costume that oh-so-pre- 
dictably gets popped by a 
huge bullet (one of the 
props that’s used through- 
out the show to highlight 
various conspiracy theories) 
is dumb and tasteless. And 
I couldn’t believe that the 
clever Reduced Shake- 
speareans actually trotted 
out those shopworn 
Kennedy/Lincoln comparisons — each had a 
secretary with the other’s last name, each was 
elected in a year ending in zero, etc. 

Act two gets more tedious, with an audi- 
ence-participation bit and a script-in-hand 
radio show that represents the RSC’s hom- 
age to the 20th century. One waits for sav- 
age wordplay in a Kerry/Bush debate, but 
the comics’ most scathing political com- 
ments are saved for a Nixon/Vietnam 
vignette that undoubtedly came from the 
show’s earliest incarnation. Other easy shots 
include those directed at Clinton’s Monica 
Lewinsky mess. 

Given that The Complete History of

America (abridged) is already on the road, it 


may be too late to do some fixes — or at least 
connect some dots to really current material. 
It’s not as if there were a shortage out there, 
including our apparently inalienable right to 
drive big stupid gas-guzzling cars. God knows 
the post-September 11 world has overdosed 
on piety. If ever we needed the Reduced 
Shakespeare Company to reduce us to laugh- 
ter, it’s now. Unfortunately, Complete History 
doesn’t quite do it. & 
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AIN’T MISBEHAVIN’. Trinity Reperto-

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Brutal beauty 


John Coplans and Boris Mikhailov take on the body

he human body in its disheartening frailty 

and surprising spiritedness occupies both 

John Coplans’s “Body Parts” at MIT’s 
List Center and the Boris Mikhailov retro- 
spective at the Institute of Contemporary Art. 
There, however, all similarities end. Coplans’s 
exhibit reads like a visual tone poem, an ele- 
gant, quiet, harmonious, and intensely 
focused meditation on a single theme. 
Mikhailov delivers an expansive, exuberant, 
and spontaneous orchestration of far-flung 
elements in a jumble of sizes and styles. 
Seeing Coplans is like listening to a score for 
a single reed instrument; seeing Mikhailov is 
like hearing a symphony by Stravinsky. 

“Body Parts” represents John Coplans’s last 
work; he died at 83, in August 2003. Yet the 
achievement this series represents is not about 
age. In the course of creating it, Coplans lost 
the sight in his one good eye; these remark- 
able photographs, large (35 by 48 inches) 
black-and-white diptychs of the artist’s own 
body, are the creation of a man who was 
legally blind. And they do read like melodies: 
the eye moves across frames that are posi- 
tioned close together, as if one were taking in 
some gigantic musical notation. Coplans’s 
own flesh is made to suggest eighth notes and 
quarter notes and G clefs as he combines ver- 
tical and linear elements of his torso with its 
elliptical forms. Meticulously executed, bal- 
anced but bilaterally asymmetrical, and 
cropped to look almost like abstractions, the 
photos come at us in cleverly matched pairs, 
arms and asses, fingers and feet, calves and 
thighs. 

“Body Parts” may be melodic, but it’s also 
startling and weird, and by degrees that 
becomes another aspect of its charm. Each

frame is like a photographic version of 
“Jabberwocky” or Mad Libs. A single picture 
within each diptych depicts a truncated body 
part or parts — a hand grabbing a calf, arms 
extending from fingers to elbows, the backs of 
his thighs and lower legs. These fragments are 
in turn paired with some other and not entire- 
ly complementary body part. An arm on the 
right side of one diptych looks as if it were an 
extension of the leg to its left; the derriere on 
the right side of another diptych appears to be 
growing out of the pair of arms to its left. It’s

require participants to provide their key nouns and verbs and modifiers. 


as though each frame were its own Mad Lib 
animal, headless and improbable creatures all, 
continuous re-inventions of the same man 
and body. 

One of the many remarkable aspects of 
this work is its ability to come across as at 
once intimate and formal, gross and delicate. 
Yes, you're looking at some old codger’s 
scrotum or wrinkly knuckle or varicose vein, 
but those parts have been made an aspect of 
a larger design. The body is a stepping stone 
to something else, a compositional tool. In no 
Coplans frame do we witness anything that 
would let us identify the actual person — no 
face, no scar, no outstanding peculiarity. For 
all their discomfiting proximity (they’re near 
enough to life size that every hair and nail 
and pore registers as if it were present), the 
images never feel invasive or overly personal. 
Although unmistakably human, they've been 
rendered transcendent, a kind of language we 
watch transfixed by its undecipherable 
integrity. 

And for all his absorption with skin, his 
own skin, Coplans is no sensualist. Pleasure 
remains as absent from his frames as ornithol- 
ogy or politics. Eros, too, is absent, and so are 
Eros’s attendant and lesser deities — seduc- 
tion, teasing, titillation. In their place, the 
artist delivers momentum. Coplans’s decapi- 
tated forms are all on the move, and their 
movement is always unpredictable. Some- 
times, the two halves of the diptych face 
inward like shuffled cards. In one, a trunk and 
legs face an almost identical trunk and legs 
like two headless bulls charging each other. At 
other times, the momentum has a leftward or 
rightward velocity, as when a pair of legs in 
the right side of one frame appear to lean 
against a single leg to their left that slopes 
down at an even greater angle. 

Coplans also takes advantage of the white 
space that separates each diptych’s two halves 
to create an internal tension within each 
frame. At times, both sides can appear to be 
pulling against each other, as when two pairs 
of the same arms meet at the elbow to form a 
strange pyramid with fingers for feet. In 
another frame, a leg rises up on the left to be 
met on the right by a downward sloping arm. 

Yet Coplans never allows these highly 
stylized and frequently similar photographs 
to become tropes; he never copies himself, 
he’s always exploring. In one diptych, the 
artist allows the tension that usually exists 
between the two sides to resolve itself, to 
find peace. The upper thighs of the artist’s 
legs, positioned in a way that indicates 


he’s lying on his side with one leg resting 
on the other, create a nearly symmetrical 
overall design. The line separating the two 
pictures almost dissolves, and the mirrored 
pair of pictures work together mysterious- 
ly. They double the sense of restfulness, 
and they make the blank space between 
them stand in for the rest of the man. The 
emptiness becomes a palpable absence. 

Neither John Coplans nor Boris Mikhailov 
set out to be a photographer, and perhaps 
that accounts for some of the renegade vitality 
both these shows enjoy. Having learned no 
rules, each man was free to make them up. 
Yet it’s hard to imagine two more dissimilar 
artists. Coplans started out as a painter before 
moving on to a more successful career as an 
art critic and curator (he founded Artforum); 
he didn’t start taking photographs until he 
was 60. His art is marked by 
deliberateness, intellectualism, 
and a self-consciousness with 
respect to art history. The 
Ukrainian-born Mikhailov 
(this is his first major show in 
the US) started out as an 
engineer, and we have the 
KGB to thank for the redirec- 
tion of his talents — he was 
fired from his engineering 
position when the Soviet 
Union’s secret police discov- 
ered he’d been taking nude 
photographs of his wife. 
Expansive, ribald, unpremedi- 
tated, and fueled by a desire to 
confront and undermine con- 
vention, his photographs typi- 
cally treat the spiritual, physi- 
cal, and social desolation of 
Soviet and post-Soviet 
Ukraine and Russia. But not 
always. 

Nowhere is the difference 
in zsthetics between Coplans 
and Mikhailov more stark 
than in those series involving 
Mikhailov’s own naked body. 
In a 1992 group of very large 
(63 by 35 inches) black-and- 
white photos called “I Am 
Not I (Ich bin nicht ich),” a 
small and comparatively 
cleaned-up portion of which 
is up at the ICA, our naked, 
tousle-haired, moustached 
artist sports a series of exag- 
gerated poses: sucking on,

straddling or otherwise gesturing with a 
dildo; pulling at the foreskin of his penis; 
holding up an enema apparatus. What's 
amazing about these photographs is how 
their over-the-top silliness — and there’s no 
mistaking their outrageousness for anything 
else — turns them into studies of clownish 
transgression. It’s as if Mikhailov had set out 
to answer the question, what can I do that 
will land me in jail? At the same time, the 
boundaries of “I Am Not |” are clearly 
delimited, harm comes to no one, and they 
combine with the personality of the artist — 
large-spirited, generous, good-humored — 
to create an unexpected outcome. Ultimately 
they come across as tender. 

More hilarious and sharper is a 1994 
series that also involves nakedness, though 
usually partial, called “If 1 Were German.” It 
spoofs another totalitarian regime, Germany 
of the Nazi era, and unlike “I Am Not I,” it 
involves two collaborators who together with 
Mikhailov create wry tableaux vivants of a 
make-believe WW2 kind. Think a porn ver- 
sion of Hogan’s Heroes. In one image, a man 
appears to be screwing a goat from behind, 
and while he holds the animal upright by its 
front hooves, Mikhailov kneels on the ground 
in front of the animal as if to perform fellatio. 
The title is taken from a Goethe poem “If in 
the boundlessness of nature . . .” 

Yet the best works in the show are 
Mikhailov’s candid photographs of the 
homeless and the working class, the forsaken 
streets and the neglected bodies of the peo- 
ple of his native Ukraine. The sadness of 
those images comes close to overwhelming. 
And it’s precisely because the sadness stops 
just short of all-encompassing that Mikhailov 
succeeds at allowing all of us to participate 
in his vision. Be

arlier this summer, the European Court 

of Human Rights upheld the Turkish 

igovernment’s decision to ban head 
scarves in schools. The decision, a victory for 
the state, is unlikely to put an end to the con- 
troversy. 

One need only pick up Orhan Pamuk’s 
mournful new novel, Snow, to understand 
how divisive an issue this is in Turkey. Set 
between 1999 and 2001, Pamuk’s tale 
revolves around the suicides of three teenage 
Islamic girls. Islamic clerics blame the deaths 
on the government because it punished the 
girls for wearing head scarves.

snow, which keeps 
drifting down, con- 
juring up his childhood memories.

As a former exile born to 
money in Istanbul, he’s also desperately 
aware of his outsider status in this 
provincial town. 

Reading Snow can be a disjointed expe- 
rience, since your attention and Ka’s are 
so often at odds. As feelings ratchet 
upward toward a revolution, Ka drifts 
through town in a somnolent haze, daz- 
zled by a heavy snowstorm. As the flakes 
drift down, muffling gunshots across 
town, Ka wanders into tearooms to jot 
down poems before they dissolve like 
snowflakes on his jacket sleeve. 
Maintaining distance is his forte. He wit- 
nesses the assassination of a government 
minister and the death of a sweet young 
radical. Neither stops him from writing 
his poetry. 

Ka doesn’t remain entirely disengaged,

must maintain at least the pretense of 
journalism to remain in Kars, he inter- 
views the families of the head-scarf girls, as 
they are called. He talks to the boys who 
became infatuated with them, and the Islamic 
leaders inflamed by their deaths. With the 
help of a philosophical young boy, he visits a 
dashingly mysterious Islamic fundamentalist 
named Blue. Like many other characters in 
this book, Blue wants there to be an Islamic 
Turkey — and he’s willing to do whatever it 
takes to make that happen. 

Snow is a talky book, and the sections in 
which Ka interviews radicals are its most 
loquacious. Pamuk’s characters do not so 
much state opinions as tell stories. These 
strange, slightly skewed tales proliferate in 
Snow and then nest in one another like 
Russian matryoshka dolls. The book has two 
climaxes; both take place at theaters during 
the production of political plays. 

Like the country it unfolds in, Snow is full 
of competing narratives — stories of sacrifice, 
martyrdom, and revenge. You carom off into 
one of these alternate story lines for five to 
eight pages only to return — like someone 
stepping foggily from a time machine — to 
the central story of Ka’s transforming con- 








Snow proves a gripping read. And a timely 
one too. Pamuk has claimed in interviews 
that he is not a political writer, but he will 
have difficulty defending that position with 
Snow, which dramatizes many of the issues 
facing the Middle East today. To a certain 
degree, the book dramatizes his own situa- 
tion. Its underlying drama of a writer strug- 
gling to remain apolitical is all but occluded 
by the blizzard of various “topical” narra- 
tives. To non-Turks, Pamuk’s books are a 
window into Turkish culture. It would be 
nice to have the pleasure of reading Snow 
not simply as the political novel it is but as a 
work of art. But then one is drawn back to 
one of Pamuk’s epigraphs, from Stendhal: 
“Politics in a literary work are a pistol shot 
in the middle of a concert, a crude affair 
though one impossible to ignore.” &

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Millennial reflections on the Battle of

his coming Thursday, October 14, 
Ties the 938th anniversary of the 

day-long affair in which William the 
Conqueror prevailed over Harold Godwine- 
son and Saxon England became Norman 
England. No medizeval encounter is better 
recorded in the chronicles of its time; it’s 
even the subject of a unique work of art 
history. Yet almost a millennium

Hastings and the Bayeux Tapestry. It’s 
1064 (or possibly 1065), Godwine has 
been succeeded in power by his son Harold 
(Danish mother), and Eadweard, at age 60 
or thereabouts, has made no public state- 
ment about his successor. In the opening 
scene of the Tapestry, Eadweard gives 
orders to two unidentified subjects. Harold 
sets sail for the Continent, lands in 
Flanders rather than Normandy, and falls 








later, much about the Battle of 
Hastings remains a mystery, and the 
Bayeux Tapestry, which was created 
shortly thereafter, is a riddle in the 
service of that mystery. The reissue 
of David M. Wilson’s 1985 volume 
The Bayeux Tapestry and the recent 
appearances of Wolfgang Grape’s 
The Bayeux Tapestry: Monument to a 
Norman Triumph and M.K. Law- 
son’s The Battle of Hastings: 1066 
add to our knowledge largely by 
subtraction — that is, they pare 
away from what we thought we 
knew. It’s a reminder of the limita- 
tions of words as well as pictures. 

No such inhibitions limited David 
Howarth’s 1978 work 1066: The Year of 
the Conquest, a “popular history” in which 
idyllic Saxon England is destroyed by the 
nasty Normans; it could be the Hollywood 
prequel to the Errol Flynn Robin Hood. But 
the England of actual history had had an 
appreciable Danish component since the 
ninth century, when the Vikings began to 
settle in what became the Danelaw. And 
toward the end of the 10th century, the 
Saxon royal house began to unravel. The 
Viking invaders’ persistent demand for 
Danegeld precipitated the real beginning of 
the Norman Conquest in 1002, when the 
English king, A2thelreed, allied with 
Normandy by marrying Emma, the sister of 
Duke Richard II. It didn’t help: Athelraed 
(“noble counsel”) collected the unflattering 
nickname “Unred” (“bad counsel”) and 
the Vikings continued to collect Danegeld. 
The last Saxon English king, Eadmund 
Ironside, ruled only the south of England 
and then only for a few weeks before his 
death at the end of 1016; he was succeeded 
by the Dane Knttr (or Canute), during 
whose reign Beowulf may have been com- 
posed, and then by Knttr’s sons Harold 
(Danish father, Saxon mother) and 
Hardaknttr (Danish father, Norman moth- 
er). 

Hardaknttr’s death in 1042, after just 
two years on the throne, left England to 
Eadweard the Confessor, son of A:thelrzd 
and Emma; he had grown up in Normandy 
with his cousin William (Emma was 
William’s great-aunt), and his reign was 
marked by constant friction between his 
own Norman friends and Saxon interests as 
represented by the powerful lord Godwine. 
Eadweard’s marriage to Godwine’s daugh- 
ter Eadgyth brought forth no issue. In 
1051, Eadweard chased Godwine out of 
England and sent Eadgyth to a nunnery; at 
this time, Norman sources report, he prom- 
ised the crown to William, but in 1052, 
Godwine returned to England and com- 
pelled Eadweard to restore him and his 
daughter. 

That’s the long prologue to the Battle of

into the clutches of Guy of Ponthieu, who 
turns him over to William. After Harold has 
accompanied William on a successful mili- 
tary expedition to Brittany, William gives 
Harold arms and Harold swears some kind 
of oath of allegiance to William. Back in 
England, Eadweard dies, Harold is 
crowned, William builds a fleet and sails to 
England, and the battle is joined, at the end 
of which Harold is or is not struck in the 
eye by an arrow but is most certainly killed. 
The last part of the Tapestry is damaged; 
one might expect it to have shown 
William’s coronation. 

David M. Wilson’s The Bayeux Tapestry 
first appeared in a lavish edition with slip- 
case, gold-embossed cover, and decorative 
endpapers; this new version dispenses with 
those niceties but retains the 10-1/2-by-14- 
inch format, with the Tapestry spread out 
over 146 pages in glorious color. (On 
Prestel’s smaller pages, the Tapestry runs 
just 77 pages, and the color is drab.) The 
first thing you notice from looking at 
Wilson’s pages is that it’s not a tapestry at 
all but a extended strip — 230 feet long by 
20 inches high, with upper and lower bor- 
ders and a running narrative in Latin — of 
embroidered linen. It ought, then, to have 
been called the Bayeux Embroidery, but 
that might suggest it was executed by 
women. For all we know, of course, it was: 
we have no information about the designer 
and no certainty as to where it was made. 
English scholars, including Wilson, have 
claimed it for England, probably Canter- 
bury; there’s the self-consoling sense of 
“We may have lost the battle, but we won 
the artistic war.” Wolfgang Grape argues 
for Normandy. The arguments are tenuous 
on both sides. Militating against the 
Tapestry’s having been designed (woven is 
another matter) by women is the appear- 
ance in it of just three females: a woman 
(Queen Eadgyth?) at the dying Eadweard’s 
bedside; a woman and her son whom the 
Normans burn out of their home in 
Hastings; and one “4Elfgyva” at William’s 
court in Rouen who’s a complete mystery. 

It’s by no means the only one in the 
Tapestry. Even if we assume that Harold is 
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one of the two figures Eadweard is ad- 
dressing at the outset, we have no idea 
what the king is saying. “Go to Nor- 
mandy”? “Don’t go to Normandy”? “Tell 
William he’s my heir”? “Tell William I’m 
leaving you the crown instead”? Neither 
does history record why Harold went 
abroad, or whether he landed in Flanders 
on purpose. How complicated can the 
Tapestry’s story be? It appears to be 
telling us that Eadweard sent Harold to 
Normandy to swear allegiance to William 
and that Harold did so. Yet in the scene 
where Harold, back in England, reports to 
Eadweard, he’s cringing before his king’s 
apparent reproof. What did he do wrong? 
Who is the dwarf whom the narrative 
identifies as “Turold”? Is that Harold to 
whom Eadweard, on his deathbed, extends 
his fingers? And who is the graybeard who 
sits at the table with Bishop Odo after the 
Normans land in England? Most of all, 
we'd like to know about the woman who 
appears under the words “where a certain 
cleric and AElfgyva,” no verb. Cocky, al- 
most intimidating, the cleric lifts AZIf- 
gyva’s veil. Harold appears to be pointing 
at the pair and expressing concern. Is this 
his sister AZlfgyva? Did he take her to 
Normandy to create a marriage alliance? 
Is sexual misconduct the issue? 

Wilson’s large format points up these 
questions; it also gives credence to the 
Tapestry as art and not just chronicle. The 
designer reveals a love of architecture in 
his (or her) depictions of Mont-St.- 
Michel (William and Harold pass by on 
their way to Brittany) and the Norman- 
built Westminster Abbey (a bird plucks at 
its top as if pulling off a tea cozy). Hal- 
ley’s Comet, which lit up the English night 
sky in April 1066, seems to unnerve the 
newly crowned Harold; in the border 
beneath his feet, ghost ships appear. The 
designer had a special feel for horses: 
crossing the Channel, they look more 
expressive than William’s troops; they 


dominate the Tapestry’s battle 


scenes; and in their abortive charge | 
against a Saxon-held hillock, they H 
come to grief as realistically as a 


Grand National field taking 
Becher’s Brook. It’s too bad 
Wilson, a former director of the 
British Museum, wasn’t given (or 
didn’t take) the opportunity to 
address the research that’s been 
done in the 19 years since this vol- 
ume first appeared. He’s not edify- 
ing about the reasons for Harold’s 
visit to Normandy, or the identity of 
AElfgyva, or why the lower border 
begins with what might be AZsop’s 
fables but doesn’t persist with them, 
or why the designer on two occa- 
sions proceeds from right to left, or 
why that designer might be the 
dwarf Turold. He assumes that the 
figure touching the dying 
Eadweard’s fingers is Harold, and 
that the Tapestry’s most famous 
image, near the end, shows Harold 
pulling an arrow out of his right 
eye, just before being struck down 
by a mounted Norman. This last 
conclusion in particular is now not 
as certain as it might have seemed 
in 1985. 
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| God) while Harold goes right to 
| be crowned by the renegade (in 
Norman eyes) Archbishop 
Stigand. The sequence underlines 
Harold’s illegitimacy by distanc 
ing him from his predecesso1 
M.K. Lawson begins The 
Battle of Hastings: 1066 with a 
similar burst of inspiration, using 
as his epigraph two lines about 
honesty from “Absolutely Sweet 
Marie.” In its sober examination 
| of the years leading up to 1066 
the composition of the Norman 
and English armies, and the bat- 
tle itself, this book is free of 
Saxon sentiment: Lawson ac 
knowledges that the half- Norman 
Eadweard could well have pre- 
ferred his French cousin to a par- 
venu half-Danish brother-in-law 
with no royal blood, and likewise 
that it remains unclear whether 
the dying king named Harold as 
his successor. The author under- 
cuts traditional assurances that 
William’s army numbered no 
more than 10,000 men (as 
opposed to, say, 60,000), and he 
questions whether the Norman 
cavalry could have determined 
the outcome of the battle to the

the Bayeux Tapestry as a Norman 

work of art, but the salient contribu- 

tions here are to the Alfgyva mystery and 
the artistic impulse behind the right-to-left 
sequences. Grape argues that the cleric’s 
lifting of AElfgyva’s veil “can only mean a 
betrothal scene (and not any form of mis- 
conduct on the clergyman’s part)”; he sums 
up, “Whatever the truth of the matter, the 
Tapestry narrative seems to indicate that 
Harold bore the responsibility for a mar- 
riage that did not take place.” (What he 
doesn’t address is the naked man perform- 
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ing sexual gymnastics in the border beneath 
AElfgyva’s feet.) More conclusive is his con- 
tention that the Tapestry’s designer has 
William’s messengers to Flanders racing to 
right to left to show that they’re en route 
even as Harold is being taken to Guy’s 
court, that the two actions converge in a 
single point. Upon Eadweard’s death, on 
the other hand, the two actions diverge: the 
king’s funeral procession goes left to 
Westminster Abbey (blessed by the hand of

The Norman version 
of history sometimes had it that Harold 
had been struck down by an arrow from 
Heaven, to which the Saxons might have 
replied that they were the victims of an 
unjust God, but as Lawson concludes, 
“Hastings was decided by a narrow margin,

An interview with Beastie prankster Adam Horovitz 


ack in the ’80s, when three upper- 

middle-class New York Jewish college 

kids in a hardcore punk band hooked 
up with budding hip-hop producer Rick 
Rubin and made rap history with the mega- 
hit album Licensed to Ill (Def Jam; 1986), 
Beastie Boys were for sure an oddity. White 
people just didn’t make hip-hop — at least 


not good hip-hop. And Beastie Boys were the 


real deal, albeit an over-the-top and playful 
version of an Evander 
Holyfield, with all the 
punching power (thanks 
to the AC/DC power- 
chord backing tracks), a 
lot more charisma, and 
what appeared to be the 
staying power of your 
average heavyweight 
champ. In other words, 
Licensed to Ill had novelty 
written all over it, and the 
idea that two decades later we'd 
still be talking about Beastie Boys 
with any degree of seriousness was 
as far-fetched as Mike Tyson get- 
ting his title back. Indeed, Beastie 
Boys King Ad-Rock (Adam 
Horovitz), Mike D (Michael 
Diamond), and MCA (Adam 
Yauch) are no longer an oddity. 
They're a full-fledged anomaly in a 
realm where 30 is over the hill and 
the average life span of a hip-hop 
career is a couple of albums. 
Rappers may stick around for 
longer than that, but Beastie Boys 
have few if any peers. It would be 
hard to find another hip-hop outfit 
that’s remained as relevant and 
lucrative for 20 years. And as they 
gear up for a tour that brings them 
to the Worcester Centrum this 
Tuesday, the Beasties can look 
back over a career that’s included 
three groundbreaking albums as 
well a new CD, To the 5 Boroughs 
(Capitol), that demonstrates just 
how good a hip-hop entity they are even 
when they’re simply doing what they love 
best — words ’n’ beats rap — and not try- 
ing to take hip-hop in a new direction. 

The trio of CDs that established Beastie 
Boys as more than just another gang of 
word slingers — Licensed to IIl, with its 
heavy-metal-meets-hip-hop arrangements; 
1989’s Paul’s Boutique (Capitol), with its 
Dust Brothers sample-based sonic experi- 
mentalism; and 1998’s Hello Nasty 
(Capitol), with its 180-degree turn away 
from sampling and back to the old-school 
values of two turntables and, well, three 
microphones — aren’t just artistic triumphs. 
They’re albums that did much to alter the 
direction of hip-hop. In the meantime, 
through their involvement with Tibet and 
the Dalai Lama, the trio brought an air of 
political consciousness to their often party- 
oriented atmosphere. And by bringing artists 
like DJ Mixmaster Mike and keyboardist 
Money Mark on board, both live and in the 
studio, while also returning to their own 
instruments from the hardcore-punk days, 
Beastie Boys have continued to build bridges 
between hip-hop and other styles of music. 
Not bad for something that started off as a 
“Cookiepuss” joke. 

Getting any member of the group, but 
especially Horovitz, to take any of the above 
seriously is no easy feat. Even in this election 
year, the trio seem reluctant to let their play- 
ful guards down. But we did our best to 
draw the amused and amusing Horowitz out 
of his Beastie Boy shell. Here’s some of what 
he had to say. 











Q: I’ve seen you a number of times over 
the years playing in various configurations. 
What's it going to be this time? 

A: We have everybody. That means, 
you’ve got me, Adam, and Mike. You’ve got 
Mixmaster Mike. You got Keyboard Money 
Mark. And you’ve Alfredo Ortez on percus- 
sion. He’s toured with us before. It seems to 
be working out well for him. 

Q: Are you going to have your instruments 
on stage to do some playing 
of your own? 

A: We might. 

Q: You might? 

A: No, we will. I’m just 
trying to make-it more 
mysterious than it really is. 

Q: Hip-hop artists don’t 
tend to have long careers. 
How do you explain yours? 

A: I think it’s raw sex 


appeal. I think it’s stunning good looks, for 
one. Model-like presence. Stoic. Intelligent. 
Good team players. 

Q: Sounds as if you were signing up for an 
Internet dating service. . . . 

A: I like long walks . . . No, I don’t 
know . . . what am | supposed to say? 

Q: Well, maybe it’s because you started as 
a rock band and you’re more of a rock band 
than a rap group. 

A: Well, not even many rock bands stick 
around for twentysomething years. 

Q: It’s hard to put up with the same peo- 
ple year after year in an artistic collabora- 
tion. 

A: You're telling me. It’s been 24 years. 
But I don’t know. I don’t know what to 
compare us to. I think we’re just what we 
are. We definitely just love rap music, so 
that’s part of it. 

Q: One thing you've accomplished that 
not even many rock bands have done is that 
you've made a number of groundbreaking 
albums. Have you just lucked into that, or 
has it been a conscious effort? 

A: Well, I thought Paul’s Boutique was 
going to be groundbreaking, but then De La 
Soul beat us to the punch with their album. 
The thing about rap, though, is that it’s dif- 
ferent from rock, reggae, punk rock, or 
whatever. You’re supposed to sound like a 
particular era of time in rock or punk rock. 
But in rap, you wouldn’t be caught dead 
trying to sound like something from the 
"80s. So we just decided to make shit that 
sounded like something from the ’80s, and 
somehow it worked.

Q: You did that by bringing back the 
notion of the D] when it seemed that sam- 
pling was making the art of the DJ super- 
fluous. 


A: How can we get paid for that? A lot of 


rappers don’t even have D]s now. We’ve got 
the number one DJ in the world, and he’s 
got the belts and the titles to prove it. But 
it’s not like a lot of other artists are really 
doing it. Missy Elliott might be, and there’s 
some of that going on on some of Nas’s 
albums. Still, most rappers aren’t trying to 
sound old. 

Q: Do you feel old doing what you're 
doing? 

A: No, we have new shit out that sounds 
different from we’ve done before. And I’m 
into it. | don’t know what happens when 
you decide, ‘Oh, I’m old.’ Maybe it’s when 
you're not excited about your records any 
more. | do think that if we had just kept 





making Licensed to Ill records, then maybe 
people would have gotten sick of us. 
Fortunately, that’s a maybe | don’t have to 
worry about. 

Q: The new CD isn’t a radical departure 
from what you've done in the past. 

A: It’s a radical departure from Hello 
Nasty. If you listen to that, it’s got so much 
crazy shit on it in terms of styles of music. 
That record is weird. And this record is just 
your basic rap record. It’s not experimental. 
It’s not that out there. It’s just not a weird 
record. 

Q: Was that a conscious decision? 

A: Well, it’s a lot different from the last 
record, but it’s not that different from the 
first one. 

Q: So you've come full circle? 

A: No. No. Because I don’t want to go 
back there. I don’t want to go full circle. | 
want to go keep going straight. It’s just that 
we wanted to make some stripped-down 
things with big beats. If you start adding 
tons of samples and all of that stuff, then 
that doesn’t accomplish what we wanted. 

Q: In the past, you guys have been politi- 
cally active and somewhat outspoken. Why 
isn’t the new CD more political? 

A: When we started to record it, all the 
songs were really slow, really heavy anti- 
Bush songs. And it started to sound so 
depressing. If I let George Bush take over 
every aspect of what I’m doing in my life, 
then he’s won. | can’t let him in my head 
that much. So, yeah, I’ve got to say stuff 
about politics, I’ve got to say stuff about the 
right wing and all of these things. But I 










can't not go to the party because of them. 
At a certain point, it was ‘Let’s have fun for 
a while.’ So we tried to be fun and be politi- 
cal at the same time. 

I gotta say it’s also very different with 
writing songs, like melodic songs or punk- 
rock songs, as opposed to rapping. Because 
you hear three guys talk about this stuff 
non-stop and it’s like enough already. Very 
few people can do that. I think Chuck D is 
one of them, and there are very few other 
rappers whom you'd want to listen to go off 
on political diatribes. It comes off sounding 
preachy, even though you're not saying any- 
thing people don’t already know. I wouldn’t 
put a Rage Against the Machine record on 
to listen to around the house, but they’re so 
good that I would if they weren’t so one- 
dimensional. And even Public Enemy have 
songs that aren’t political. 

At the same time, it’s a very important 
time to get angry and to talk out right now. 
I feel George Bush is a clown who needs to 
go away. And if people don’t get angry and 
speak out about it, then he’s not going to go 
away. But it’s weird because 95 percent of 
the kids who come to our shows already 
agree with us on that. It’s just a matter of 
getting them to vote. And it seems so crucial 
for those people to vote right now. It’s so 
scary, you go see Fahrenheit 9/11 and a lot 
of people are still like, “Oh well, fuck it 
who cares?” 

Q: Could it be that people feel that Bush 
can’t be as bad as he’s been portrayed? 

A: Well, honestly, the youth vote is tough. 
1 mean, I didn’t give a shit about that stuff 
when I was a kid. So we wanted to make 
sure we had this record done and out by 
summer so that we’d be on tour leading up 
to the election, and maybe we can make a 
small difference in terms of motivating 
younger people to vote against Bush. 

Q: As a trio, you've always been closely 
associated with New York City, and so much 
has changed there since Hello Nasty. Did 
you feel a responsibility to address that on 
this album? 

A: We definitely wanted to make a song 
about it. We didn’t want to make a whole 
album dedicated to it. But after we recorded 
the album, we realized it had a lot to do 
with the city, and that’s why we called it To 
the 5 Boroughs. Weird that Boston never 
made a record about Boston. 

Q: Now there’s a deep thought. I bet 
Mixmaster Mike could do some interesting 
stuff with some of Boston’s greatest hits. 

A: Oh yeah. I mean, it’s always: been the 
three of us doing all the music and artwork 
and everything. But now that Mixmaster 
Mike is around, it’s a whole different thing 
because it feels like the record wouldn’t be 
right if Mike didn’t come in and do his 
thing. Me, Adam, and Mike still write all the 
songs and do all that, but a song’s not really 
done until Mike comes in with his bag of 
tricks. 

Q: How has your relationship with the 
other two guys evolved over the past two 
decades? 

A: It’s a lie. It’s all a lie. | don’t trust 
them. And if I were you, | wouldn’t trust 
them. They are problems. They are not 
assets to the team . . . No, seriously, we 
made a decision a long time ago that we 
wouldn’t do anything that the three of us 
weren't completely happy with. And we 
decided to make sure that the three of us 
would stick together no matter what. And we 
lucked out. That’s the best way to put it.

Major priorities 


The Explosion sing the 
Virgin Records fight song 


n a rainy Saturday in late September, 
the Explosion are spending 12 hours 
filming the most im- 
portant two minutes and 47 
seconds of their career. But 
the video for “Here I Am,” 
the first single from the 
band’s major-label debut, 
Black Tape, may be even 
more significant than that: 
whether it succeeds may 
determine whether there’s a 
future for Virgin Records. 
On a set erected inside the 
Lansdowne Street club Axis, the band mem- 
bers lounge in front of a white backdrop, 
bathed in a cocoon of light. Around 11 a.m., 
the director, John LaCroix, 
a veteran of the Boston 
hardcore band 10 Yard 
Fight, gives them a quick 
pep talk and rolls film. As 
the band pretend to play 
their instruments, frontman 
Million Dollar Matt Hock 
karaokes the chorus: “Here 
I am, here I am, here I am/ 
I’m back at the crossroads 
again/Let me stand, let me 
stand, let me stand/On top 
of the mountain again.” 

Although “Here I Am” 
represents a new sound for 
the Explosion (their old 
songs were fast, loud, and 
snotty; this one is mid- 
tempo, polished, and 
catchy), the track’s mes- 
sage is not far from that of 
their 2000 debut, Flash 
Flash Flash (Jade Tree). 
The song announces itself 
with the sense that something important has 
been misplaced — on Flash, that something 
was nothing less than punk’s heart and soul 
— while manifesting a determination to 
retrieve it at all costs. 

Like much of Black Tape, “Here | Am” is 
also infused with the anxiety of a band who’re 
being groomed for stardom. For the moment, 
the Explosion are on top of the world, but 
they’re well aware how quickly they might 


come crashing down. There’s a long history of 


vital Boston punk bands — DMZ in the ’70s, 
Gang Green in the 80s, Cave In just two 
years ago — who've signed to major labels 
only to release watered-down discs that failed 
to reach a wider audience. Guitarist Sam Cave 
is aware of the precedent. “Yeah, it’s scary. We 
are taking a risk, but we’re pretty young and 
we're gonna survive. I definitely think there’s 
much scarier things in life.” 

David Wolter, Virgin’s senior director of 
A&R, doesn’t think they have that much to 
worry about: “I think ‘Here I Am’ is a mon- 
strous hit.” Wolter earned the Explosion’s 
confidence because, while at Hollywood 
Records in the 1990s, he signed the hardcore 
group Into Another and the proto-emo band 
Seaweed. And while at Giant Records, he 
signed Miltown, a Boston ‘post-hardcore band 
whose line-up included Flash Flash Flash pro- 
ducer Brian McTernan. “It’s an anthem,” he 
adds of “Here I Am.” “If we do our job, I 
think it’s a song that’s going to be on the 
radio, it’s going to be in commercials.” 

But it isn’t just the Explosion who're at a 
crossroads. Virgin Records has seen its market 
share shrink over the past several years. 
Recent high-profile releases by Lenny Kravitz, 
Courtney Love, and Janet Jackson have stiffed, 
and that plus two larger snafus — the expen- 
sive and unremunerative free-agent signings of

Mariah Carey and Robbie Williams — has 
threatened the company’s financial stability. 
When the Explosion 
signed to Virgin, the 
label’s parent company, 
EMI, had recently 
dropped 400 bands from 
its roster. Now Virgin has 
decided to bank every- 
thing on its ability to break 
a single band. This past 
summer, the label axed its 
radio-promotions depart- 
ment and brought in Bill 
Carroll. While at Vagrant Records, Carroll had 
helped break Dashboard Confessional on 
radio; he then moved to Elektra, where he 





broke Jet. When he arrived at Virgin, he 
perused the roster and decided the Explosion 
would be his next focus. 

“Bill’s main thing is that he does one band: 
he did Dashboard, then he did Jet, and now 
he’s going to do the Explosion,” says 
Explosion manager Rama Mayo. “And then 
the radio department, which is the main focus 
of any major label, suddenly was saying, ‘Hey, 
it’s all about the Explosion. This is what we’re 
going to do.’ It literally changed everything for 
us overnight.” 

Indeed, the Explosion have become the 
label’s priority: Virgin has pushed other 
albums off its release schedule; assembled an 
internal “Team Explosion” strike force com- 
prising department heads and assistants at all 
branches of the company to oversee an 
unprecedented marketing campaign; and cur- 
tailed its efforts to promote its other rock 
albums to radio stations in order to clear the 
way for “Here I Am.” “There’s enough com- 
petition at radio stations already,” says Wolter. 
“We're up against Green Day, Good Char- 
lotte, the Offspring. You go to a radio station 
and they’ve got a stack of 30 CDs that they’re 
choosing from. We’ve removed one of the 
stacks.” 

No one will say publicly that Virgin needs 
the Explosion to have a hit in order for the 
label to survive, but privately several sources 
close to the label have acknowledged that, in 
the words of one, “Virgin is counting on this 
record.” David Munns, the chairman and 
CEO of EMI Recorded Music North America, 
has been with EMI off and on since 1971; he 
had a hand in signing the Sex Pistols, and in 
2002, he returned as part of a new manage- 
ment team charged with turning the company 
around. Earlier this year, he closed his pep

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talk at the annual Virgin Records retreat in 
New York by quoting the lyrics to “Here I 
Am.” “He turned it into the Virgin fight song: 
‘Here I am, I’m back at the crossroads 
again,’” says Mayo. “Like, ‘Virgin: We need to 
have a successful year, we need to break a 
band.’ ’ 


AFTER A COUPLE OF HOURS spent 
shooting the Explosion on the floor at Axis, 
technicians scurry to turn the room around so 
they can shoot the band performing — 
plugged-in this time — on the club’s stage 
before a small audience of 25 or 30 fans and 
friends. This is, in fact, the second time the 
Explosion have shot a video for “Here I Am.” 
The first attempt was lensed by the team of 
Frank Borin and Ryan Smith, better known as 
Smith N’ Borin; famous for their work for 
Good Charlotte, they’ve had five of their 
videos retired from MTV’s Total Request Live. 
But the first shoot was a disaster, and it was 
scrapped. It was filmed, in fact, in a scrapyard 
— “Total ’80s metal style,” says guitarist Dave 
Walsh. “We shot in daylight,” recalls Wolter. 
“There’s sun in their eyes, Matt’s squinting. I 
hated it.” 

Trying to work with a mall-punk video 
team, though, was a rare mistake: over the 
past five years, the Explosion seem to have 
done everything right. In 1999, they signed to 
the influential indie label Jade Tree, where they 
stood out as a classic, dyed-in-the-wool punk 
band on a roster of emo kids. They toured 
relentlessly, finding allies in up-and-coming 
bands like the Distillers and the Burning 
Brides, as well as in commercial punk-pop 
bands like Good Charlotte and AFI. Flash 
Flash Flash was hailed as an instant classic, 
and when the Explosion signed to Virgin, they 
sank part of their advance money into funding 
their artist-run label, Tarantulas. The label, 
and the band, became the locus of a nation- 
wide network of friends and bands including 
the Distillers and the Bronx; Mayo, who 
brought his previous experience running the 
influential indie label Big Wheel to the enter- 
prise, says he wants Tarantulas to become a 
punk-rock version of 50 Cent’s G-Unit farm 
team. 

But will all of that work translate into 
major-label success? “I’ve always believed 
there’s a way to take an indie-label band and 
bring them to a major,” says Wolter. He does 
acknowledge that it’s a challenge to market a 
band who arrive with a substantial career 
under their belts. “It’s something new for 
Virgin. We’ve all seen examples where an indie 
band goes to a major label and then doesn’t 
sell as many records as they did on the indie. 
We can’t have that.” 

The making of Black Tape was not without 
tension. The Explosion began recording 
demos in the fall of 2002, and they spent a 
year bouncing between producers and cities, 
all the while sending the results to Wolter, who 
kept sending the band back to the studio for 
revisions. He believes the work paid off. “My 
job is that sometimes I’m the band’s best 
friend and sometimes I’m their worst enemy.” 
But by the end of 2003, Cave says the mem- 
bers were pulling their hair out. “It’s frustrat- 
ing when it takes that long to do a record. You

can’t do a tour because you’re recording 
demos, and you can’t generate much income.” 
“We thought we were ready [to make an 
album] the first couple months,” says bassist 
Damian Genuardi, “but there was a point 
where we had growing pains. I think if every- 
one in the band made their own solo records 
right now, they would all sound so different.” 

The finished product reflects the band’s 
growth as songwriters — Hock, who had 
never written a song before, penned “Here | 
Am” — as well as their divergent influences. 
The songs range from “Go Blank,” which 
centers on a single torn-and-frayed chord, to 
the Fugazi-ish lunge and feint of “I Know” to 
the Hiisker Dii—ish “We All Fall Down.” 
There’s even a song called “Mothers Cry” 
whose soaring harmonies could pass for TRL 
punk. But as if to balance it out, they’ve also 
re-recorded “No Revolution,” the rallying cry 
that opened Flash Flash Flash. “Flash was 
written and recorded in such a short time that 
it was like the beginning and end of a 
thought,” says Cave. “I think a lot of great 
records are like that: we didn’t really know 
what we were doing, but it came out pretty 
cool. This one is more a collection of songs, 
not necessarily coming from one direction. It’s 
just a snapshot of the band at a certain place 
and time.” 


AS THE SMALL LIVE AUDIENCE filters 
down to the front of the stage at Axis, the 
Explosion attempt to dispel their nervousness 
with self-depreciating humor. “This is going 
to be embarrassing for everyone involved,” 
says Hock. “So let’s try to get through it.” 
After several takes, though, the crew haven’t 
got what they’re looking for. “The shots are 
fine; it’s the energy level,” LaCroix says. 
Wolter agrees, and he encourages the band to 
step it up. Action: fans slam and pogo, the 
Explosion whip their instruments back and 
forth. LaCroix, standing at the back of the 
room, takes a running start and leaps onto 
the heads of the audience, then runs to the 
back of the room and does it again. Rolling 
off to the side of the stage, he gestures at the 
band, whooping with his arms in the air: 
more, more. 

Another take. A young man named 
Smith, a roadie for the band AFI who plays 
the part of the skateboarder in the “Here | 
Am” video, leads such an impassioned sing- 
along that he all but strangles Hock with the 
mike chord. Cut. Everyone takes five, except 
for Cave, who stays on stage with drummer 
Andrew Black and plays a note-perfect ver- 
sion of the Misfits’ “We Are 138.” The cam- 
eras aren’t rolling, but the audience goes 
nuts anyway, and Cave seems as happy as 
he’s looked all day. Smith sits on the steps 
to the side of the stage. “Everyone was wor- 
ried that there weren’t enough people at this 
shoot,” he tells a friend. “But this reminds 
me of when I was little: you’d go to a show 
and there’d be 30 kids who really cared 
instead of 200 kids standing around like 
they didn’t give a shit. I haven’t talked to 
Matt about it, but I kinda think that’s what 
the song’s about.” Then LaCroix begins 
calling the band back for one more take, 
one last chance to look, for posterity, like 
the Explosion. |

ight now, the Boston straight-edge band Righteous 

Jams own the hardcore scene. Their latest addition is 
guitarist Elgin James (formerly of Wrecking Crew, 454 Big 
Block, and Jaded Salingers), who joins a bunch of vets: 
singer Joey C, Cooch (ex—Close Call), and drummer Dance 
Floor Justin, who might be the second coming of Hazen 
Street/Cro-Mags legend Mackie. These dudes will knock you 
out in one listen. And they've got friends in high places. 
Chad Gilbert, the guitarist for New Found Glory and Hazen 
Street (as well as, back in the day, the singer for Shai

azz economics are such that if you can 

get a nonet together to record complex, 

labor-intensive arrangements, you'll 
probably advertise a slightly different band to 
play your CD-release party three years later, 
and yet a slightly different line-up from that 
will play the gig. Such was the case with 
Bruno Raberg, whose Chrysalis was recorded 
in Berklee’s Studio A in 2001 and has just 
been released on Orbis Music. At Ryles a 
week ago last Wednesday, Raberg brought 
together a band slightly different from either 
the one on the CD or the one announced in 
a press release for the show. 

It didn’t matter. Raberg, who was born in 
Sweden, began attending the New England 
Conservatory in 1981, was teaching at Berk- 
lee by 1986, and has long since become an 
ingrained part of the Boston scene, so he 
knows who to call. And they come. At Ryles, 
as on the CD, the nonet was framed by 
trombone (Jeff Galindo) and bass trombone 
(Robynn M. Amy at Ryles) at one end and 
Anders Bostrém’s various flutes at the other. 
Trumpeter Phil Grenadier sat center stage, 
as his horn does in much of the music, piay- 
ing lead lines. Allan Chase and Jeremy 
Udden played saxophones, and R&aberg held 
down the rhythm section with guitarist Mick 
Goodrick and drummer Marcello Pellitteri. 

Raberg’s music moves in subtle, wave-like 


rhythmic variations through extended song 
forms colored by warm, pastel harmonies 
and tone colors. The tension-and-release in 
those forms comes not necessarily from 
song-like alterations of verse and chorus but 
from those shifting rhythms 

and the play of harmonic 

progressions. The first set’s 

opener, the CD’s title track, 

had each horn shadow 

Grenadier’s trumpet across 

a misterioso melody of 

widely spaced intervals over 

the triplet rattle of Pellitteri’s 

stick-struck frame drum, 

then break apart into con- 

trapuntal lines and coalesce 

for a full-band chord that was like a sudden 
burst of rainbow-tinted mist. 

“Cool But Confusing” (titled after 
Raberg’s daughter’s comment on the piece) 
shifted between a Latin-flavored 1 1-beat pat- 
tern and a straight 4/4. Raberg’s set of 
changes on the lovely “Snowaltz” gave each 
soloist (including the composer) a chance to 
blow fresh ideas with a relatively familiar 
meter. The standard “What Is This Thing 
Called Love?” was arranged as a collective 
improvisation, everyone working off little 
cells of melody, so that the tune itself didn’t 
come into view until Grenadier’s out chorus. 
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And everyone dug the earthy hook of the 
Ornette Coleman blues “Turnaround.” 

In the midst of all this, R&aberg set up 
arresting combinations: an alto duet between 
Chase and Udden, a trio of trombone and 
alto against guitar. And throughout, 
Goodrick implied vast harmonic terrain with 
a single sustained note played behind a 
soloist, or lightly stroked arpeggios, or 
piano-like effects played behind Bostrém’s 
flute. 


GUITARIST CHARLIE HUNTER expands 
the terrain in another way. Using an eight- 
string electric guitar, he plays simultaneous 
bass lines along with his leads and chords. 
Hunter emerged from the Bay Area scene in 
the early 90s and was 
lumped in with the “acid 
jazz” movement, that due 
as much to the crossover 
audiences he was playing 
for as to anything he was 
doing with the music. He 
began traveling and 
recording with a drum- 
mer and one or two saxo- 
phonists. And though I 
immediately loved his 
sound — big, bold colors, strong grooves, 
and organ-like effects from his guitar — he 
struck me as a better accompanist than 
soloist. (In my less generous moments, I 
thought: why not move to a six-string, hire a 
bassist, and work on those solos?) 

But at the Real Deal Jazz club in Cam- 
bridge a week ago Wednesday, Hunter, 
working with the long-time cohort of tenor- 
saxophonist John Ellis and drummer Derrek 
Phillips (both on the new Hunter ropeadope 
CD Friends Seen and Unseen), offered com- 
plete satisfaction. He still displays wonderful 
tonal variety. He might play a chorus or two

in a more-or-less straight jazz guitar tone, 
somewhere between the dulcet glycerin-drop 
notes of Jim Hall and the steely percussive- 
ness of, say, Pat Martino. After an Ellis solo, 
he’ll come back with a reverby, chorused 
sound with a watery shimmer, even conjur- 
ing a bit of country pedal steel when that’s 
called for. But since the last time I saw him, 
Hunter’s command as a soloist has also 
grown. He doesn’t necessarily play the long 
stretches of swing eighth notes that are 
manna for the traditional jazz fan, but 
there’s always plenty of action as he works 
rhythmically off those grooves, playing 
around with the downbeat, or the little stop- 
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time figures in the arrangements, bending 
three pitches out of one sustained note and 
following it up with tossed-off little flamenco 
flourishes or a series of light triplets up the 
fretboard. 

The band really got cooking on a kind of 
long free improv at the end of the set (it 
quoted “One Nation Under a Groove” and 
“Wade in the Water,” among others), 
Hunter playing slow- 
moving melody lines as 
his free fingers picked all 
manner of agitated coun- 
terlines and harmonies. 
And his improvisations 
against Ellis’s solos took 
on an Ornette/Prime 
Time-like density and 
freedom. There’s now 
meat on them thar 
grooves. 


HUNTER’S REAL 
DEAL scene drew out 
sweatshirted jam-band 
fans and jazz-nerd gray- 
beards alike. Across town 
at the Middle East, twen- 
ty- and thirtysomethings 
in performance-art gear 
— women in vintage 
dresses and feathered 
hats, men in suspenders 
and suit jackets — 
danced and stomped in 
the upstairs room to the 
musical progeny of Dock 
Boggs and Tom Waits 
and Federico Fellini. It was a record-release 
party for the Beat Circus and their new 
Ringleader’s Revolt (Innova), a five-act bill of 
which I was able to catch three parts. 

I thought the New York quartet One Ring 
Zero had two accordions up front until | 
realized that one of them was more like a 
melodica (wind tube and single keyboard) 
attached to a toy-piano-like box strapped 
across the player’s chest. They played little 
waltzes and rumbas and tangos, their own 
musical settings of Dave Eggars, Paul 
Auster, Denis Johnson, and Daniel Handler 
(best known as the children’s author 
Lemony Snicket). The strange instrument, it 
turned out, was something called a Claviola, 
a now-discontinued experiment by harmoni- 
ca makers Hohner. It was played by one of 
One Ring Zero’s two principals, Michael 
Hearst, who also played theremin. (This is 
the first time I’ve heard theremin played with 
jazz phrasing, but then, I haven’t heard a lot 
of theremin players.) His partner, Joshua 
Camp, stuck mostly to accordion. There was 
also an acoustic bassist and a drummer who 
played two cymbals (one of them a hi-hat) 
as well as the box he was sitting on (the 
Spanish percussion instrument the cajon, it 
turned out). Hearst and Camp sang tunes 
like Auster’s noirish send-up “Natty Man 
Blues”: “I gotta get out of Cincinnati/Since I 
mean to sin wherever I am/Since I mean to 
sin whenever I can.”

Banjoist Curtis Eller sang songs with an 
old-time feel and time-traveling lyrics that, 
with their minor-key melodies, were often 
unaccountably melancholy. His “Sugar in 
My Coffin” was told from a 19th-century 
point of view but mixed up Elvis Presley, 
Abraham Lincoln, and, apparently, given the 
references to “séances in the White House,” 
Nancy Reagan. (Remember that astrologer?) 
On his self-released Curtis 
Eller’s American Circus: 

m Taking Up Serpents Again, 

B he plays with a full band 
and occasional back-up 
singers, but at the Middle 
East, he sang alone, accom- 
panying himself with beauti- 
fully controlled banjo 
vamps, adding rhythmic 
punctuation by leaping and 
stomping both feet, holding 
poses with one leg hanging 
in the air, and twitching his 
moustache Chaplin-like. At 
times, Eller seemed ready to 
attack the audience a la 
James Chance, but then 
he’d introduce a song by 
saying, “This is in G minor, 
if you want to dance.” For 
his last number, with the 
crowd clapping along, he 
ran laps around the room 
several times, still playing 
his banjo. 

The Beat Circus, for their 
part, are virtuosi disguised 
as amateurs. With a tuba- 
and-drums rhythm section, they rely heavily 
on oom-pah rhythms and high theatrics. At 
one point, banjoist Brandon Seabrook trad- 
ed solos with alto-saxophonist Jim Hobbs 
while tuba player Ron Caswell huffed and 
puffed furious rhythms in the background. 
Leader Brian Carpenter played slide trumpet 
and the saw player identified as “Ms. Kitty 
Heels” (Leigh Calabrese, from openers the 
Sob Sisters) somehow matched pitches with 
accordionist Alec K. Redfearn, who in turn 
manipulated effects pedals to get distorted 
electric-guitar sounds. When Hobbs took an 
a cappella free-jazz alto solo, all sputtering 
shrieks and sustained screams, he got 
gratified shouts of pleasure — he was fear- 
some, free, but controlled. 


THERE’S BARELY ROOM to mention 
that Patricia Barber and her quartet were 
typically captivating at the Real Deal in 
Saturday night’s late set, whether tearing 
through original instrumentals (“Crash”), 
giving a menacing spin to the Beatles 
(“Norwegian Wood”), or offering her own 
noirish revenge tale, “Gotcha”: “Are you 
surprised a battle ax has an ax to grind?” 
Barber works those consonants like nobody, 
and she upsets expectations with her mix of 
long and short syllables (“Nor-weeee-gian 
wood”), making them swing by holding 
them just long enough and then cutting 
them off. =

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PEARL JAM: 
CLUB FLEET 


Pearl Jam took a break of 
sorts from the heavy poli- 
ticking that’s part of 
their participation in 
“Vote for Change” — a 
series of tours by several 
bands tied to the 
MoveOn PAC that will 
include 37 shows in 33 
cities in 11 mostly swing 
states — by stopping at 
Boston’s FleetCenter for 
a pair of evenings last 
week. With 
Massachusetts all but 
ceded to Kerry, Eddie 
Vedder and company 
took the opportunity to 
focus on the music rather 
than the message, though 
they did play a pair of 
political punk covers — 
the Avengers’ scathing 
“The American in Me” 
and the Dead Kennedys’ 
“Bleed for Me.” And they 
invited veteran activist 
historian Howard Zinn 
on stage to say, “Stop 
the war.” 

Other than that, this 
was as relaxed a set by 
Pearl Jam as I’ve ever 
seen. Vedder and his 
band treated the 
FleetCenter stage as if it 
were nothing more than a 
little club that just hap- 
pened to be placed in the 
middle of a particularly 
large room, and the 
crowd as a casual bunch 
of friends — a group of 
friends who just hap- 
pened to include Zinn 
stage right and Red Sox 
GM Theo Epstein and 
baseball writer Peter 
Gammons stage left. (1 
guess baseball and poli- 
tics don’t mix.) Indeed, 
after the band had saun- 
tered on stage and nonchalantly 
picked up their instruments, it took a 
little while for the first song, 
“Release,” to find any kind of recog- 
nizable form. But once they got 
going, they delivered a brand of 
emotionally charged, guitar-powered 
hard rock that’s broad enough to 
encompass punk salvos like “Do the 
Evolution” and acoustic ballads like 
“Crazy Mary.” (The latter they wrote 
with Victoria Williams for her Sweet 
Relief tribute album.) Although they 
often seemed to be working without 
a set list, they managed all of the 
above without ever losing momentum 
— granted, Pearl Jam’s version of 
continuity is looser than that of most 
arena rock bands. Even the often fre- 
netic Vedder let his massive voice do 
the work while guitarist Stone Gos- 
sard and bassist Jeff Ament remained 
characteristically stoic. Guitarist 
Mike McCready provided most of the 
on-stage antics by walking in circles, 
jumping up on his monitor, and 
playing the occasional behind-the- 
back solo. 

Not that any of this should come 
as a big surprise. Pearl Jam made it 
clear long ago that expensive MTV 
videos, multi-platinum album sales, 
fancy stage sets, and many of the 
other trappings of rock stardom 
aren’t their style. Instead, they’ve 
challenged their fans to meet them 
halfway, rewarding the Pearl Jam 
faithful with the kind of unscripted 
rock in the raw that characterized 
Tuesday night’s show. They didn’t 


deny the FleetCenter crowd the 
pleasure of hearing Top 10 Ten clas- 
sics like “Even Flow” and “Jeremy.” 
But they didn’t treat those songs any 
differently from the deeper cuts on 
less familiar albums that formed the 
bulk of the set.

WILCO: 
CLUB WANG 


“We'd like to make this place a 
club,” said Jeff Tweedy rather sheep- 
ishly about a third of the way 
through his band’s two-hour set last 
Friday night, as though he were 
slightly embarrassed to be playing in 
the pristine Wang Theatre, just one 
of the many posh venues at which 
Wilco will be appearing over the next 
two months. He added, “We’ve been 
playing a lot of dumps like this on 
this tour.” A fan spoke for many of 
us in the sold-out house when he 
yelled something about wanting alco- 
hol, something we weren’t allowed to 
bring in from the lobby. 

But the biggest problem with this 
otherwise arresting show was a 
noticeable lack of volume that pre- 
vented some of the more clamorous 
moments from hitting as hard as they 
should have. Despite that and the 
fact that, no, this wasn’t a club — 
the Wang was actually rather idyllic. 
The theater’s visual esthetics in com- 
bination with the rhythmic video 
montage (cityscapes, underwater

imagery, fireworks, etc.) displayed 
behind the band heightened the beau- 
ty of the songs, the sound was crys- 
talline and warm, and you could have 
heard a pin drop during the quietest 
moments, as in between vocal phras- 
es during the delicate opening of “At 
Least That’s What You Said.” Wilco 
played all but two of the songs on 
their acclaimed new A Ghost Is Born 
and a good handful from 2002’s 
Yankee Hotel Foxtrot (both on None- 
such) and 1999’s Summerteeth 
(Warner Bros.). As the six-piece band 
alternately produced a cacophonous 
sonic wall and reduced it to a hush, 
their capacity to aggrandize Tweedy’s 
deceptively simple songs was more 
apparent than it is on record. 

Following “California Stars,” from 
1998’s Mermaid Avenue (Elektra), an 
album of Woody Guthrie lyrics set. to 
music by Wilco and Billy Bragg, 
Tweedy said, “It would be irresponsible 
of Wilco to not remind you to vote.” 
He was about to leave it at that, but 
then the man who had just sung lyrics 
written by America’s most important 
political folk singer felt compelled to 
take his responsibility one step farther 
and say that he didn’t think voting for 
George Bush was an “all right” thing 
to do. No surprise that a crowd that 
had earlier cheered after Tweedy sang 
the closing line of “Ashes of American 
Flags” (“I would like to salute the 
ashes of American flags/And all the 
fallen leaves filling up shopping bags”) 
was loud in its agreement.

Mystery man 


Unraveling guitarist John Fahey on DVD

ohn Fahey remains an enigma to most 

listeners, if he’s on their radar at all. 

Even to the guitarists who make up 
much of his avid body of fans, he’s some- 
thing of a riddle. His career is marked by 
long stretches of disappearance and obscu- 
rity. And when he resurfaced in his final 
years to take control of a record label once 
again and occasionally to return to the 
stage, with his hefty belly, dark sunglasses, 
and farmer’s beard he resembled more the 
mythic bluesman Blind John Death — a 
pseudonym under which he recorded early 
in his career — than the slim, somewhat 
smug six-string innovator who emerged in 
the ’60s. 

We see both Faheys in the new DVD 
John Fahey in Concert and Interviews: 
1969 & 1996 (Vestapol/Rounder). And 
though this entry in the Fahey catalogue 
renders him no less enigmatic, it does pro- 
vide an up-close look at elements of his 
style not accessible through his recordings. 
The first segment, from ’69, is from a TV 
show called Guitar, Guitar. At that point, 
Fahey was a razor-thin young man who 
resembled the Monkees’ Mike Nesmith 
and carried himself with an air of superi- 
ority, convinced he was pioneering a trail 
that led to a highly original and expressive 
style.

He was right on that count. And the 
Guitar, Guitar footage shows that his com- 
pass was his right hand, which picked 
chords and spare melodies that extended 
the sounds and tunings he’d learned from 
the recordings of Delta bluesman Charley 
Patton and other heroes like country musi- 
cians Maybelle Carter and Sylvester 
Weaver into an original fusion with ele- 
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ments of European classical music. 
Speaking with the show’s host, Laura 
Weber, he cites in particular the bold col- 
ors of Béla Bart6k’s compositions. It’s sur- 
prising how little his left-hand chording 
changes as he runs through five numbers, 
including the pastoral “In Christ There Is 
No East or West” and an original medley, 
playing in dropped-D, 
open-D, and open-G 
tunings. That’s a quality 
Fahey’s premier inheri- 
tor, Leo Kottke, shares 
with his mentor today. 
Fahey’s Guitar, Guitar 
appearance came a 
decade after he’d begun 
his recording career as a 
DIY pioneer, pressing 95 
copies of his debut 
album and attributing 
part of it to the blues- 
man persona he fabricat- 
ed, Blind Joe Death. 
He’d re-record the mate- 
rial in the 60s when he 
created his Takoma label, 
which took its name 
from his home town, 
Takoma Park in Mary- 
land. He sold Takoma to 
Chrysalis Records in the 
mid ’70s after launching 
the careers of Robbie 
Basho, Kottke, and other pickers and doc- 
umenting a style that would eventually 
inspire Windham Hill label founder Will 
Ackerman and influence such diverse gui- 
tarists as the Magic Band’s Gary Lucas, the 
late Michael Hedges, and Cul de Sac’s 
Glenn Jones. In the 90s, many of Fahey’s 
seminal recordings, including his entries as 
Blind Joe Death, became available again 
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when he co-founded the Revenant label. 
But before that, he went through more than 
a decade of personal hell. He grappled with 
depression and diabetes and poverty and a 
bout with the energy-sapping Epstein-Barr 
Syndrome. 

Although his health was weakened and 
his body bloated by the time he appeared 
at the Freight & Salvage Coffeehouse in 
Berkeley in 1996, much of the worst was 
behind him. And somehow, it appears in 
the eight-song performance captured here 
on film, he’d managed to grow as a musi 
cian through his turbulent times. What's 
striking about this set is the depth of his 
harmonic constructions, which were 
almost absent in the Guitar, Guitar rendi 
tions and his earlier records. Again, most 
of the action is in Fahey’s right hand, but 
his way with lightly droning sustained 
chords is mesmerizing. 

Further insights into Fahey’s attitude 
about his music are afforded by the brief 
interview that follows the performance 
footage. In assessing his early days, he 
states that “everybody e rying to 
copy folk music, but I never tried to do 
that. How could I be a 
the suburbs.” More telling is his observa 
tion that “mostly I was trying to express my 


‘folk’? I was born in 


negative emotions, like depression and rage, 
like Stan Kenton did — who I still love.” 
Maybe he was putting us on about vanil- 
la jazz bandleader Kenton, because Fahey 
certainly had a sense of humor. After all, 
he vowed on more than one occasion that 
his favorite music was early bluegrass but 
he didn’t have the speed to play it. We’ll 
never know, since he died after sextuple- 
bypass heart surgery in 2001. But examin- 
ing his legacy through this video does 
bring us closer to understanding the style 
and spirit of this special artist. &

uestion: when is an opening night 

not an opening night? Answer: 

when the main attraction arrives 
three weeks later. And so, given James 
Levine’s commitments to the Metropolitan 
Opera this year, the official gala opening 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra’s 
124th season will take place on October 
22, when its new music director conducts 
his first performance in his new capacity. 
In the meantime, we get three weeks of 
BSO concerts under other conductors. 
The first one, the one we can’t call “open- 
ing night,” featured the young Italian 
conductor Daniele Gatti, who has led the 
BSO only once before, after health prob- 
lems forced him to cancel on two other 
occasions. 

No health problems were in evidence 
last Thursday: Gatti looked solid and pow- 
erful. (In the movie version, the young Al 
Pacino could have played him.) He was so 
confidently laid back in Mozart's Sym- 
phony No. 40, the dark G-minor, he actu- 
ally stopped conducting in places and just 
let the orchestra play. But in the Mahler 
Fifth that followed (also starting in a 
minor key but ending in a major), he 
threw himself bodily into the fray. 

The Mozart was very centered — clear- 
ly structured, elegantly played, appropri- 
ately somber, though it lacked both the 
mystery and the nervous urgency of the 
greatest performances. Still, good middle- 


level BSO Mozart has been rare enough. 
And with the new seating plan that maes- 
tro Levine has instituted (first and second 
violins on opposite sides of the stage; cel- 
los next to the firsts; basses behind the 
cellos), the airier, more refined orchestral 
sound, the cleaner musical lines and 
clearer harmonies, help defeat mush. 

The first movement of the Mahler, a 
funeral march, probably could have 
benefitted from another rehearsal. The 
violent outbursts were uninhibited but 
coarse — and mushy even with the 
new seating arrangement. The brasses 
were distressingly raucous. But the 
“stormy” second movement was more 
controlled — vigorous and exciting. 
Mahler’s impassioned “storm” alternates 
with one of his most ambiguous themes. 
Program annotator Stephen Ledbetter 
describes it as a “sorrowful march 
melody.” To my mind, that march is also 
an insinuating and sinister tango; for 
Gatti, it was a kind of heart-on-sleeve 
love song. 

In the long Scherzo, largely a waltz, 
Gatti’s use of rubato (the holding of a 
note or pause longer than it’s actually 
marked in the score) might be the wittiest 
I’ve ever heard in this symphony. The 
famous Adagietto was truly tender rather 
than lugubrious (Luchino Visconti used it 
as a premonition of doom on the sound- 
track of Death in Venice), with tempos 
impressively flexible for this orchestra. 
Everything moved briskly along without 
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seeming rushed. The finale built up a jolly 
head of steam that brought the audience 
to its feet. The performance missed the 
revelatory understanding of Mahler’s con- 
trasts and thematic transformations that 
Michael Tilson Thomas and the visiting 
San Francisco Symphony demonstrated 
last spring (in the Bank of America 
Celebrity Series), but it was the real thing. 


GIL ROSE’S Boston Modern Orchestra 
Project opened its ninth season with an 
extremely ambitious and lively program: 
five vocal pieces by four very different liv- 
ing composers, all from different genera- 
tions, ranging from the edgy romantic 
irony of Andy Vores, in his late 40s, to the 
open-hearted tonality of Charles Fussell, 
in his mid 60s, and from the gorgeous 
Americana of Elliott Carter when he was 
under 40 (he’s now 95) to the harsh and 
granitic cacophony of 52-year-old George 
Rochberg (who’s now 86). What’s even 
more remarkable, each piece had a differ- 
ent — and notable — singer. There was- 
n’t a dull moment. ’ 

Vores is the most compelling of the 
generation of Boston-based composers 
after John Harbison, and he’s a striking 
text setter. The concert led off with the 
premiere of his Uncertainty Is Beautiful 
— a pungent, impassioned cycle about 
love that gave even Mary Oliver’s gushy, 
sentimental prose poems some bite, 
though the high point was the central sec- 
tion, a shimmering setting of Nobel laure- 
ate Wislawa Szymborska’s ironic and 
haunting poem refusing to accept the 
notion of “Love at First Sight” (“There 
were doorknobs and doorbells/where one 
touch had covered another/beforehand”). 
The vocal sections are punctuated by 
short orchestral movements, dissonant 
Marches and glinting “Shards,” with their 
undercurrent of pizzicati, and a one-word 
(“Ah”) Duo. Soprano Kendra Colton was 
at her very best, dedicating her radiant 
voice to the performance. 

Carter’s lyrical 1940s settings of 
Whitman (Warble for Lilac Time, with 
what Carter called its “visionary rapture” 
fervently sung by tenor Frank Kelley) and 
Hart Crane (the voluptuous/ecstatic 
Voyages, eloquently sung by mezzo-sopra- 
no Mary Nessinger), even with their later 
orchestrations, are hardly the forbidding 
Carter of the latter half of the 20th centu- 
ry, and they thoroughly capture the exu- 
berance and richness of the poems. I don’t 
think Carter ever lost his gift for melody 
and instrumental color, though in the later 
work you have to listen harder for them. 
Then bass-baritone David Kravitz deliv- 
ered the Hebrew text of Rochberg’s 1973 
Sacred Song of Reconciliation with power 
and sensitivity, holding his own against the 
pounding percussion. 

Baritone Sanford Syivan sang the voice 
of Oscar Wilde in Fussell’s moving Wilde 
Symphony (its witty and affecting text by 
Will Graham) as if it had been written for 
him — which it was, back in 1990. This 
40-minute work in three movements 
shows Wilde at the height of his celebrity 
— successful playwright, sexual predator, 
and devoted family man (with a wonderful 
re-creation, largely for solo trumpet, of an 
English music-hall song) — and in the 
depths of his fall, roaming France and 
Italy (orchestrally) after his prison term to 
a shadowy waltz, and finally on his death 
bed. Old-fashioned in its music, the piece 
holds up because it’s so skillfully worked 
out and its themes are so memorable. It’s 
also a great vehicle for the right baritone, 
and though Sylvan had to strain a bit for 
a couple of climactic high notes, he was 
otherwise in magnificent voice and made 
an extraordinarily sympathetic articulator 
of the text. 

Throughout, Rose and the orchestra 
nailed every detail, in every style. And the 
substantial audience, which included a 
number of current and former BSO play- 
ers, seemed thoroughly pleased. BMOP’s 
opening concert set a high bar for all the 
contemporary-music events this season. 


EMMANUEL MUSIC inaugurated its 


five-year plan for doing all of Robert 


Schumann’s piano, vocal, and chamber 
works with a program of piano, vocal, and 
chamber masterpieces. Emmanuel Church 
itself is not the best venue for chamber 
music: it’s too cavernous, and the murky 
acoustics blur intimate details. This 
acoustic was especially hard on pianist 
Randall Hodgkinson, a fine and solid 
musician who was probably not the best 
fit for the mercurial Carnaval, a dazzling 
series of variations full of contrasts and 
contrasting characters, especially between 
the two sides of Schumann’s own charac- 
ter whom he named Eusebius (the con- 
templative, Apollonian side) and Florestan 
(the uninhibited, Dionysian side). Hodg- 
kinson was almost all “Eusebius” (the 
quiet variation he played most beautiful- 
ly), and his heavy pedaling further mud- 
died the textures. 

Emmanuel Music’s Craig Smith knows 
how to work this room, and his accompa- 
niment to tenor William Hite’s elegant 
performance of Schumann’s 6 Gedichte 
Opus 36 — six poems about love and the 
Vaterland by Robert Reinick — had both 
clarity and warmth. Hite has become one 
of Boston’s handful of cherished lieder 
singers, and especially in the greatest 
song in the set, the final “Liebesbotschaft” 
(“Message of Love”), with its long arch of 
a melody, he achieved a kind of under- 
stated sublimity. 

The concert ended with the Lydian 
String Quartet playing the greatest of 
Schumann’s three string quartets, the 
third, in A major. The Lydians caught 
Schumann’s sense of longing, his agita- 
tion, his contemplative inwardness, and, 
in the finale, his affirmation of the world 
in song and dance. The recent arrival of 
cellist Joshua Gordon has given the 
Quartet a new aural coherence. The play- 
ing is always on the edge yet that edge 
isn’t sharp but delicately rounded. There’s 
a lightness and nimbleness that’s capable 
of gravity and passion without forcing the 
music or weighing it down.

Kravitz singing lieder and Triple Helix 
playing a Clara Schumann trio. 





I’VE ADMIRED David Feltner as a vio- 
list, and I’ve heard good things about the 
group he founded, the Chamber Orchestra 
of Boston. I finally got to hear it, and the 
concert was a knockout. Feltner certainly 
couldn’t go wrong with his guest soloist, 
pianist Judith Gordon, who played Bach’s 
heavenly and joyous Concerto in F minor 
BWV 1056, with its ravishing hymn-like 
slow movement, in which the more pianis- 
tic filigree she added, the more she 
revealed the eloquence of the ongoing 
melodic line. Her exquisite quiet playing 
made me yearn for more Bach on the 
piano (rather than on the usual harpsi- 
chord). She then played the Boston pre- 
miere of Polish composer Henryk Go- 
recki’s 1980 Concerto for Harpsichord or 
Piano. “Jerry Lee Lewis meets Shosta- 
kovich,” Gordon has been quoted as say- 
ing. In the first movement, pounding 
chordal repetitions on the keyboard (mini- 
malism meets boogie-woogie) are set 
against slow-moving strings that sound 
like huge organ tones. The juggernaut sec- 
ond movement is like a speeding train, 
with piano and orchestra alternating. It’s 
even more of a workout for the soloist. 
This is an exciting piece — and short! And 
the audience was — rightly — wowed. 
Feltner ended with the 24-year-old 
Benjamin Britten’s tribute to and portrait 
of his teacher: Variations on a Theme by 
Frank Bridge, 10 colorful variations 
(March, Romance, Italian Aria, Viennese 
Waltz) that also served to remind us what 
we'd heard earlier in the evening (the 
Bourrée Classique recalling the Bach, the 
Moto Perpetuo bringing back Gérecki’s 
relentless repetitions). The superb string 
orchestra (concertmaster Danielle Maddon 
has the same position with the Emmanuel 
Orchestra) was up to all the challenges, 
and Feltner led everything with rhythmic 
snap and a sense of the individuality and 
shapeliness of each piece. This outfit is a 
welcome addition to the list of Boston’s 
flourishing chamber orchestras. s

| As their name suggests, Rolling 
Blackouts are a young LA band with 
an affinity for the Stones. If they were 
MTV darlings, they would be Jet — 
retro rockers whose interests lie in the 
garage as well as the arena. Rolling 
Blackouts may not care about the 
VMA, but they do mean business: 
their debut is on a trendy label that’s 
also home to the Walkmen, and it 
was produced by Dave Cooley of alt- 
radio one-hit wonders Citizen King 
Purists be damned, this band’s pro- 
fessionalism shows up in all the right 
places: their tight arrangements, their 
tasteful between-song segues. Front- 
man Daniel Holden goes from yelp to 
croon on the exuberant “Up Up Up,” 
and fellow guitarist Jarrod Stiles helps 
him achieve ragged glory throughout. 
The party peaks in the middle with 
the greasy “Troubled,” then finishes 
strong with a pair of ballads; on the 
aching finale, “Without Shakin,” Hold- 
en makes like Anthony Kiedis singing 
the Strokes’ “Under Control.” With the 
garage-rock revival fighting to keep its 
grip on the mainstream, Rolling 
Blackouts are doing their part to 
prove that there’s bark behind the 
buzz.

(ATO). It's good to have Gov't Mule 
back pulling the plow after an extend- 
ed period grazing on cover tunes and 
collaborations triggered by the death 
of original bassist Allen Woody. Num- 
bers like “Bad Man Walking” and “Lola 
Leave Your Light On” recapture the 
band's original thunderous spirit, stok- 
ing fires with frontman and jam-world 
MVP Warren Haynes's guitar and 
heavy vocal howl. 

This is the group's first studio 
album since Andy Hess replaced 
Woody and keyboardist Danny Louis 
— who can be a distraction in concert 
— joined. Here their interplay is tight 
and dynamic, whether they’re bringing 
down the proverbial hammer of the 
gods or honeying things up for a bal- 
lad like “Wine & Blood,” a complex 
story about a woman driven to alco- 
holism by her abusive husband, 
where Haynes softens his voice and 
lets his glass slide gently glide over 
his guitar's strings in imitation of a lap 
steel. The single, “Slackjaw Jezebel,” 
may be one of the disc’s least distinc- 
tive cuts: it’s propelled by a perky bass 
line that sacrifices the Mule’s dark and 
heavy sound, their often-mesmeric 
calling card. But there’s plenty of rip 
and snarl elsewhere, and “New World 
Blues,” with its sweet and sour dynam- 
ics, Haynes’s soulful singing, and the 
brawny edges of his guitar, has the 
potential to become an epic on stage.

The singer/ 
bassist has released his share of mis- 
fires in years when his Primus have 
been on break, including the Oyster- 
head collaboration with Phish’s Trey 
Anastasio and Police drummer Stew- 
art Copeland, a CD that marked his 
entry into the jam-band universe and 
also signaled a lull in his eccentric cre- 
ativity, with each song serving as a 
painful reminder that his virtuoso bass 
playing can be boring and his whiny 
vocals more annoying than eccentric. 
Here he finds himself again, thanks in 
part at least to his collaborators. Guns 
N’ Roses guitarist Buckethead plays 
noodly lead lines on “Elephant Ghost’; 
drummer Brain finds reggae-ska win- 
dows full of shiny cymbal crashes and 
out-there frills. It's the first time since 
early Primus records (like 1991’s Sail- 
ing the Seas of Cheese, which was 
recently resurrected in a comeback 
tour) that Claypool has let his band 
steal the spotlight, even if on tracks 
like the Zappa-influenced “Jackalope” 
and the roaring “Junior” his slap- 
happy bass style is the main attrac- 
tion.

** John Fogerty, DEJA VU ALL 
OVER AGAIN (Geffen). John Foger- 
ty’s first album of new material since 
1997’s Blue Moon Swamp begins with 
the foreboding title track, a song that 
echoes Credence’s Vietnam-era 
lament “Have You Ever Seen the 
Rain?” The déja vu being referred to 


is, of course, our increasingly precari- | 
ous position in Iraq. It's a simple but: 
| effective minor-key protest song — 


something Fogerty has a knack for. 


Unfortunately, much of the rest of the | 


album is merely minor. With silly titles 
like “Honey Do,” “Rhubarb Pie,” and 
“Sugar-Sugar (In My Life),” he’s not 
exactly crafting a big statement, and 
at 34 minutes, the album is pretty 
slight for his first release in seven 
years. 

Still, the CD’s charms, modest as 
they may be, are charms nonetheless. 
“Honey Do” cops Carl Perkins, 
“Wicked Old Witch” has an irresistible 
two-step groove, and “I Will Walk with 
You” wanders delicately through blue- 
grass country. On “Nobody’s Here 
Anymore,” Fogerty swaps stinging 
licks with Mark Knopfler. Too bad the 
anti-Internet lyrics are so trite: “He’s 
feeling so connected/But he don't talk 
to a soul.” At this point in his career, it 
may be too much to ask Fogerty to 
turn out another classic. And by that 
standard, this is a pleasant little album 
that will soon be forgotten.

**xx North Mississippi Allstars 
Hill Country Revue, LIVE AT BON- 
NAROO (ATO). Contemporary blues 
is a nexus of racial, geographic, and 
cultural connections, and somehow 
North Mississippi Allstars — guitarist 
Luther Dickinson, his drumming 
brother Cody, and bass-playing behe- 
moth Chris Chew — pulled them all 
together with their Hill Country Revue 
at this past June’s Bonnaroo Festival 
in Manchester, Tennessee. They 
loaded a fife-and-drum band, mem- 
bers of the Burnside family including 
patriarch R.L. and his sons Duwayne 
and Gary (both guitarists) and Cody 
(a rapper), and their own dad, the gift- 
ed-eccentric producer/pianist Jim 
Dickinson, aboard a bus in their na- 
tive North Mississippi and headed, 
well, a little farther north, where they 
were joined on stage by former Black 
Crowes singer Chris Robinson and 
Widespread Panic keyboardist JoJo 
Herman. 

R.L., in ill health but great spirits, 
lacks his once fiery delivery on the 
few tunes he sings, including a ver- 
sion of “Jumper on the Line” that 
benefits from Jim Dickinson’s piano 
coloring. But the elder Dickinson's 
own “Down in Mississippi” is a drunk- 
and-rowdy-sounding hoot, and 
Duwayne brings the funk to his own 
blues, “Bad Bad Pain.” “Friend of 
Mine” even takes on a hint of Hen- 
drix in its heavy chording and penta- 
tonic solos, which are sweetened 
and brightened by the attenuated 
tone of a half-cocked wah-wah 
pedal. Jimi fans, think “Izabella.” 
Then the guitars go farther out.in “Be 
So Glad,” creating swirling psyche- 
delic textures that set up the tune’s 
sung chorus and Cody Burnside’s 
rapping. With blocks of floating 
tremolo guitar and slinky, fatback 
ninth chords, two contrasting vocal 
styles, and lyrics that evoke classic 
blues imagery, it's a transcendent 
performance that connects all the el- 
ements the revue pulled together. 

How could things get hotter? 
That's where the fife and drums 
come in: four veterans of the late 
Othar Turner's group keeping the 
beat snappy and tight under 
Luther's best Duane Allman guitar 
licks while R.L. tosses in an occa- 
sional encouraging “yeah” on “Goin’ 
Home Part 2.” It’s a beautiful piece 
of music, far more interesting, play- 
ful, and brightly melodic than any- 
thing the current edition of the All- 
mans played on their recent Tweet- 
er Center date. The glue, of course, 
is Luther, Cody, and Chris, who 
play expertly throughout and de- 
serve to bask in the joy of assem- 
bling a historic performance.

In Irving Win- 
kler’s bio-pic of Cole Porter, the com- 
poser who wrote “Anything Goes” and 
“Let's Misbehave” and a seemingly 
| endless string of other hits, Kevin Kline 
plays Porter as both a charming bon 
vivant and a nose-to-the-grindstone 
workaholic. Porter, who was married, 
was also gay, and this film sets straight 
several of the hilarious inaccuracies 
set forth in the film Night and Day, 
| which starred Cary Grant as an unfail- 
ingly heroic Porter. His wife, played by 
Ashley Judd in the new film, knew 
about his homosexuality when she 
married him, but Winkler still portrays 
her as the love of his life, suggesting 
that they had a soulful understanding 
that transcends sexuality. It's hard to 
buy, and so is the structure of this un- 
| even film, which is by turns buoyant 
and stolid. Porter's songs still make 
their mark, and the singing by Robbie 
Williams and Elvis Costello, among 
others, injects some life into an other- 
wise standard life-of tale.

Those who remember Ernesto “Che” 
Guevara — who was killed in 1967 by

| tionary will be mortified by this lollipop- 
land bio-pic from Brazilian director Wal- 
ter Salles (Central do Brasil). Fidel 
Castro's compatriot is depicted as a 
shy Argentine med student who on a 
post-college 1952 road trip with a bio- 
chemist buddy “learns” that it’s a rotten 
world out there and that poor people 
are neglected. It's the social con- 
science of a Peace Corps volunteer, 
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not of the far-left militant who in Cuba 
would bring down Fulgencio Batista’s 
government. The middle-class audi- 
ence Salles wants to attract would be 
scared off by any truly radical (and 
more true-to-life) portrayal, so the di- 
rector gives us a depoliticized, pictur- 
esque movie with “Che” played sweetly 
by Mexico's art-house pin-up, Gael 
Garcia Bernal (Y tu mama también) 
and the South America traversed by 
Guevara and Alberto Grenado (Rodri- 
go de la Serna) as a topographic diver- 
sion.

Set in 
John Waters’s familiar blue-collar Bal- 
timore, A Dirty Shame begins with a 
simple premise that unfolds into an 
encyclopEdic glossary of depravity 
Harried housewife Sylvia Stickles (the 
polymorphously funny Tracey Ullman) 
has no time for her feckless husband, 
Vaughn (a feckless Chris Isaak), and 
she's locked their daughter Caprice 
(Selma Blair with a pair of beyond- 
Russ-Meyer prosthetic breasts) in her 
bedroom to curb her nymphomaniac 
ways and exotic dancing. The she 
gets into an accident on her way to 
work at the convenience store run by 
her mother, Big Ethel (Suzanne Shep- 
herd), and sees the world anew. Guid- 
ing her in her newly libidinized state is 
Ray-Ray (Johnny Knoxville as a low- 
rent Jim Carrey), a sexual messiah 
who patrols the streets of Baltimore in 
his tow truck seeking out the newly 
concussed and converted and shut- 
tling them to secret meetings of his 
Sex Addicts Unanimous.

***x1/2 DONNIE DARKO: DIREC- 
TOR’S CUT (2001/2004). Richard 
Kelly's experimental film wowed critics 
and sparked a cult following back in 
2001, though it disappeared from the- 
aters in a blip. The 20 additional min- 
utes of this “Director's Cut’ don’t alter 
the eerie content of the original, but 
they do flesh out the mood. At first 
glace, Donnie (Jake Gyllenhaal) is an 
amiable high-schooler living in a pam- 
pered suburban community with atten- 
tive parents (Mary McDonnell and 
Holmes Osborne). But Donnie’s a 
troubled teen, sleepwalking each night 
at the call of a fiendish, six-foot-tall 
rabbit named Frank.

And as Ted 
Cole (Jeff Bridges), a boozy, womaniz- 
ing children’s-book author, advises his 
summer intern Eddie (Jon Foster), he 
Sticks to the “specific details.”

Her Telly is a mother 
unable to move on after the death of 
her eight-year-old son in a plane 
crash. Only problem is, no one else, 
including her husband and her thera- 
pist (Gary Sinise), remembers the 
crash; they all tell her she’s made up 
eight years of life for a son she lost at 
birth. She spends a lot of time being 
chased by various threatening entities 
as she searches for explanations. But 
none of what's happening makes a 
whole lot of sense, and the conclusion 
doesn't help.

**xGARDEN STATE (2004). First- 
time feature director Zach Braff’s sar- 
donic melodrama follows the odyssey 
of a young man returning home to 
small-town New Jersey to bury his 
mother after a nine-year absence. At 
first, Andrew Largeman (played by 
Braff, who resembles a young John 
Travolta) seems a zombie, unmoved at 
the funeral and distant from his father 
(an underused lan Holm). It turns out 
he’s been on a steady diet of Lithium 
since the age of nine. In LA, his acting 
career has produced one notable role, 
that of a mentally disabled quarterback 
in a made-for-TV movie; it's enough to 
win the respect of his former class- 
mates back home and the attentions of 
a troubled waif (a bright-eyed Natalie 
Portman) with whom he creates a ro- 
mantic spark. But it's Andrew's reunion 
with Mark (Peter Sarsgaard, who was 
so good.in Breaking Glass), his child- 
hood buddy, that provides the key to 
his redemption. Now a gravedigger, 
Mark escorts his old friend into the 
seamy depths of the New Jersey night. 
Braff (TV's Scrubs) demonstrates a 
weird visual flair, but his smug script 
collapses into contrivance before An- 
drew touches bottom. (109m) Boston 
Common, Fenway, Kendall Square, 
Chestnut Hill, suburbs. 

* * 1/2 GHOST IN THE SHELL 2: IN- 
NOCENCE (2004). If you didn’t see 
the first Ghost in the Shell, you'll be 
lost in Innocence. Shells refer to 
human, cyborg, or android vessels; 
ghosts are the personae that inhabit 
them. Each configuration has an “e- 
brain” plugged into the Internet. The 
notion might conjure up Matrix com- 
parisons, though Mamoru Oshii’s ini- 
tial cyberpunk anime (based on a 
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long-existing manga) hit the screen in 
1995, four years before The Matrix 
dazzled audiences. The action takes 
place in post-World War Ill Tokyo, 
where the cityscape is a dreamy 
water-colored Gotham that conjures 
Blade Runner. And as in Blade Run- 
ner, a synthetic being has perpetrated 
a slew of murders. Rogue cyborg 
Bateau (voiced by Akio Otsuka) and 
his reluctant partner Togusa (Kéichi 
Yamadera), minor characters in the 
first film, are the cops on the case. 
Gone, and sorely missing here, is the 
Major, the half-naked fembot with the 
sangfroid of a Terminator. (If you're 
Struggling with the imagery, just think 
Aeon Flux or Heavy Metal.) A lot of ar- 
cane information spews across the 
screen (the subtitles exacerbate mat- 
ters), and at times, the blur between 
cyber-reality and reality is hard to dis- 
cern, but Oshii’s visual artistry is so 
hypnotic and original, itll resonate 
even with those who aren't in the 
know. In Japanese with English subti- 
tles.

* xGHOSTS OF THE ABYSS (2003). 
Near, far, or wherever he may be, 
James Cameron is always close to 7i- 
tanic. Cameron looks to his Oscar- 
winning epic for his first big-screen re- 
lease since 1997, a 3-D IMAX docu- 
mentary that explores never-before- 
seen wreckage of Titanic (the ship, not 
Kate Winslet’s career), narrated by the 
film's mock-documentarian, Bill Pax- 
ton. Cameron, Paxton, and a group of 
scientists and historians went aboard 
a Russian research ship and took two 
submarines two miles under the 
ocean’s surface to the explore the 
hulk. Two high-definition underwater 
remote-operated video cameras were 
specially created for the film and ma- 
neuvered within the ship’s wreckage to 
reveal hidden treasures of the luxury 
liner, such as the undamaged stained- 
glass windows in the dining room and 
a glass and carafe intact upon a shelf 
in a cabin. Such details are haunting, 
unlike the phony “ghost” passengers 
and crew superimposed over the un- 
derwater images or Paxton’s blithering 
and self-important voiceover narration. 
As for the 3-D element, it's mostly a 
gimmick and distraction and is only 
briefly used. The underwatér ex- 
ploratory technology is the real deal 
here but is only cursorily explained; it 
deserves a documentary of its own 
without Cameron's bells and whistles 
(59m) New England Aquarium. 

* * 1/2 GLOOMY SUNDAY: EIN LIED 
VON LIEBE UND TOD (1999). Rolf 
Schibel's film is inspired by a 1930s 
American song that allegedly drove 
people to suicide. A few years back, 
Laszlo (Joachim Krol), the Jewish 
owner of the Restaurant Szabo, saved 
the life of Hans (Ben Becker) after 
Hans had thrown himself into the 
Danube. Hans was heartbroken be- 
cause llona (Erika Marozsan), the 
beautiful woman Laszlo now shares 
with his pianist, Andras, had rejected 
him. Hans (Ben Becker) has returned 
to Budapest resplendent in his SS uni- 
form, but he proves less than grateful 
as the lovers’ fragile ménage contends 
with the Third Reich. In their favor, per- 
haps, is the title tune, which in this fan- 
ciful version of the actual story is com- 
posed by Andras. He was the Marilyn 
Manson of his day, for the song be- 
came a worldwide hit, inspiring, so the 
legend goes, countless suicides 
around the world (Billie Holiday’s ver- 
sion is like a beckoning revolver at 
4 a.m.). Schiibel’s film doesn’t quite 
live up to the song, though its mo- 
ments of near-farcical melodrama (the 
opening scene, for one) are tempered 
by a tone of sardonic irony and wistful 
weltschmerz.

(2004). Run, don’t walk, to see George | 


Butler's vivid, impressive, scrupulously 
researched documentary about John 
Kerry's Vietnam years — and bring 
along an army of the unconvinced. This 
is the Kerry campaign film of one’s 
dreams, for it builds an irrefutable case 
for Kerry as a genuine war hero who 
deserved every one of the medals and 
commendations he was awarded. But- 
ler takes us back to the Mekong Delta 
and shows us actual footage of the 
swiftboats sailing up hallucinatory 
rivers. We hear from a chorus of Viet- 


nam combatants amazing stories of | 


Kerry's bravery, of how, for example, he 
chased a Vietcong sniper into the 
woods and shot him dead. Pure John 
Wayne! More important, Butler stays 
with Kerry as he comes home to Amer- 
ica, and, more valorous still, leads the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the War. We 
see Kerry's extraordinary testimony be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, where he’s praised by both 
Democrats and Republicans; and there 





are similar instances when this very se- 
rious, very determined 27-year-old with 
the Jay Leno chin speaks so eloquently 
that his rhetoric achieves almost Lin- 
coln-esque proportions. A traitor? Kerry 
back then was such a clean-living patri- 
ot that even Richard M. Nixon's “dirty 
tricks” department could find nothing 
with which to discredit him. Butler has 
been a pal of Kerry for 30 years, and 
this lovely paean to the Democratic 
standard bearer of 2004 is the ultimate 
act of friendship.

* **1/2 HARRY POTTER AND THE 
PRISONER OF AZKABAN (2004). 
The third and so far best of the Harry 
Potter movies has the advantage of 
being based on J.K. Rowling’s most 
satisfying book and being directed by 
Alfonso Cuarén, who breaks director 
Chris Columbus's death grip on the 
franchise. The choice of Cuarén was 
as inspired as it was logical — in films 
as varied as 1995's A Little Princess 
and 2001's Y tu mama también, his 
main themes have been the death of 
innocence and sexual awakening. Al- 
though there is, of course, no actual 
sex in The Prisoner of Azkaban, the 
whiff of puberty is everywhere. Harry

er more than usual, with a new under- 
current of puppy-love tension.

Black (Gary Oldman), an alleged fol- 
lower of the evil Lord Voldemort, has 
escaped from Azkaban prison, the Al- 
catraz of wizard clinks, and word on 
the street is that the deranged Black is 
out to kill Harry. In his corner is kindly 
Remus Lupin (David Thewiis), a friend 
of Harry’s parents, James and Lily, 
who's been hired as the school’s new 
Defense Against the Dark Arts 
teacher. Michael Gambon plays Hog- 
warts headmaster Albus Dumbledore 
(the role originated by the late Richard 
Harris) as a caftan-clad old hippie, as 
mischievous as he is mystical. Emma 
Thompson, new to the Potter roster, is 
a hoot in her brief turn as hapless Div- 
ination teacher Sibyll Trelawney, who 
exhorts the students to “look beyond” 
but can’t see past her own nose, de- 
spite thick glasses that magnify her 
eyes. Alan Rickman’s screen time as 
Professor Severus Snape has suf- 
fered, but he still wrings maximum im- 
pact from few words. It’s all enough to 
make you hope Cuardén directs the 
four remaining Potter movies. And 
while he’s at it, maybe he can get hold 
of Hermione’s time turner and go back 
and work his magic on the first two.

As 
in the originai, Major Ben Marco (Den- 
zel Washington, the best thing in the 
movie) commands a scouting patrol; in 
this case he’s doing reconnaissance in 
advance of Desert Storm. There’s an 
ambush, and in the official version of 
what happened, Sergeant Raymond 
Shaw (Liev Schreiber) saves all but 
two members of the unit, an act of 
heroism for which he wins the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor. Much to 
the delight of his mother, Senator 
Eleanor Prentiss Shaw (Meryl Streep. 
combining Martha Stewart with 
Medea), who uses the award to propel 
him into politics. And now, in this ficti- 
tious present day or near future, he’s 
poised for the vice-presidency. But 
Marco has a dream, one that's far less 
horrifying than the sight of Shaw's 
beloved costumed as the Queen of Di- 
amonds. (Frankenheimer created his 
nightmare with the perverse elegance 
of a single 360-degree pan.) The pa- 
trol members have been captured and 
their brains not so much washed as 
roto-rootered. Demme, the master of 
horror in The Silence of the Lambs, 
throws in Grand Guignol experiments 
and drilled skulls, but these aren't 
nearly as scary as Frankenheimer's 
dowager lecturing about hydrangeas 





in a hotel lobby. Neither is the plot that 
gets uncovered particularly shocking 
given what we've been through from 
the Kennedy assassinations to Sep- 
tember 11. At its wittiest and most sub- 
versive, The Manchurian Candidate 
lampoons this post-Orwellian image of 
the world. At times, the barbs are obvi- 
ous, as when Senator Shaw 
schmoozes with her Manchurian 
Global backers in a cloud of cigar 
smoke and cynicism. More telling is 
the background chatter of the media 
— overheard or just-glimpsed bulletins 
about the latest pre-emptive strike 
against Guinea or Guatemala and the 
need for “compassionate vigilance.” 
Paul Verhoeven perfected this parodic 
technique in RoboCop and Starship 
Troopers, films that seem prophetic 
today. Demme's Candidate is neither 
prophetic nor very parodic. It’s like the 
mutterings of a talented filmmaker half 
in a dream.

With deadening, devas- 
tating repetition featuring comments by 
former Fox employees, media experts, 
and politicians coupled with damning 
excerpts from the broadcasts them- 
selves, the film outlines a textbook of 
sophistry, bullying, and lies designed to 
spread ignorance and further the 
cause of Rupert Murdoch and his Re- 
publican agenda. Fair enough, but Fox 
must be doing something right to be 
the most popular news channel in the 
country and for other stations, as is 
pointed out in a chapter titled “The Fox 
Effect,” to be copying it. Greenwald 
blames Murdoch and the corporate 
ownership of the media, but as one 
talking head notes, this isn’t the Soviet 
Union.

(by steadicam operator Tilman Bittner 
of Lola rennt fame) in a single take 
without cuts, Aleksandr Sokurov's film 
raises Esthetic and philosophical is- 
sues, such as the deleterious effect of 
Eisensteinian montage on the modern 
consciousness. Visiting St. Peters- 
burg’s vast Hermitage Museum, the 
former Winter Palace, the unseen pro- 
tagonist (Sokurov in voiceover) has 
slipped into a limbo where the vivid, 
elaborately costumed ghosts of three 
centuries of the Russian past haunt the 
rococo corridors and ballrooms in a 
kind of Last Year at Marienbad made 
for the History Channel. There he en- 
counters a kindred spirit: a 19th-centu- 
ry French marquis (Sergei Dontsov) 
with whom he can communicate and 
who becomes his testy Vergil in this 
netherworld. Together the pair witness 
historical episodes both famous and 
obscure: Nicholas | (Yuli Zhurin) ac- 
cepting an apology from ambassadors 
of the Persian shah for the killing of a 
Russian emissary, Catherine the Great 
(Maria Kuznetsova) rushing through 
the snow looking for a place to pee, 
and an unknown carpenter construct- 
ing coffins for the invisible stacked 
dead of the Great War. In the film's 
grand finale, a re-creation of the Great 
Royal Waltz from 1913, it makes a dif- 
ference that the hundreds of extras all 
hit their mark and that when hundreds 
of dancers whirled and spun, it was all 
filmed in one take, just as it happened. 
Cinema, Sokurov seems to be arguing, 
is not the manufacture of jolting stimuli 
but the recording and preservation of 
time, of reality, a reality that in this case 
is already a work of art. In Russian with 
English subtitles.

a lively clip, thanks to the fast-talking 
patter of its voice actors (especially 
Will Smith and Martin Scorsese) and

Kids will laugh a lot and make 
the film a big hit. But as they say on 
Broadway, no one ever left the theater 


humming the scenery. In the narrative 
and characterization departments, 
Shark Tale flounders. Oscar (Smith) is 
a little fish who's all talk, but when a 
shark (one of the mobsters who men- 
ace the reef city) turns up dead, 
Oscar takes credit and rides a wave of 
publicity to fame and fortune. As in the 
Shrek movies, there's satirical poten- 
tial here, say, to comment on a 
celebrity culture that elevates people 
who have no real talents or achieve- 
ments, but Shark Tale expends all its 
wit on throw-away pop-culture in- 
jokes and minority stereotypes. Some 
Italian-American groups have com- 
plained about the depiction of the 
shark mobsters (by such Mafia-tale 
regulars as Robert De Niro, Michael 
Imperioli, and Vincent Pastore), but 
the film is an equal-opportunity of- 
fender, with its apparently African- 
American characters (all hip-hoppers 
from the ‘hood), Jamaicans (two 
Rasta jellyfish), and one deeply clos- 
eted shark named Lenny (he’s a veg- 
etarian, but as drawn here and as 
voiced in a high-pitched whine by 
Jack Black, he’s also one swishy fish) 
This sort of thing may float above kids’ 
heads, but it shows the movie to be 
lacking the one thing that Shrek and 
the Pixar films like Nemo have had 
oceans of: heart.

(2004). Another incarnation of the 
zombie flick, this time a romantic com- 
edy that like Danny Boyle’s edgy 28 
Days Later has a horde of living dead 
roaming the streets of London. This 
brood, however, are the slowest and 
most ineffectual yet, though they do 
get their opportunity to rip the innards 
from one poor bastard. Shaun (Simon 
Pegg) has lost his girlfriend, Liz (Kate 
Ashfield), and his flat mate, Ed (Nick 
Frost), is a slob. The two men wake up 
one morning to discover a drunken 
woman in their yard. Needless to say, 
she’s not drunk, and Shaun, Ed, and 
Liz spend the rest of the film running 
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from a throng of flesh-craving freaks 
Director Edgar Wright, Simon Pegg 
(who wrote the script with Wright), and 
Nick Frost are all alums of the British 
comedy series Spaced. And as Ed 
Frost, who's reminiscent of a young 


John Candy, is the perfect foil to 
Pegg’s anal Shaun; their odd-couple 
bickering keeps the film alive even 


when it slogs in well-worn directions 
Bill Nighy adds a spark as the detest- 
ed stepdad, the ghoul make-up is 
George Romero—worthy, and the final 
zinger makes it all worthwhile. (99m)

some bubbles for about the first third, 
which consists of tiresome plot exposi- 
tion — the couple must deal with the 
displeasure of Fiona’s royal parents 
(John Cleese and Julie Andrews), who 
are not yet aware that their daughter's 
love for the ogre has turned her into 
one as well — and stale humor. Not 
even Eddie Murphy as Donkey can get 
off a good one, so you might spend 
this part of the movie reflecting on how 
computer animation makes humans 
look creepy and creepy things look 
human, or perhaps count the gratu- 
itous movie references (From Here to 
Eternity and The Sound of Music, and 
many others, are tapped before we 
even get to the fart joke).

| Nair has translated William Make- 


peace Thackeray's dyspeptic and de- 


lightful epic of manners good and bad | 


into a zesty, Bollywood-ized and

ues. Nair takes poetic license with the 
setting and the spirit of Vanity Fair, 
and she instills more life into the film's 
set design than into its soul. She's 
pretty faithful to the book’s letter, how- 
ever, and she and her screenwriting 
team did pare 800 pages to a little 
more than two hours of screen time. In 
brisk succession, best friends Becky 
Sharp (Reese Witherspoon) and 
Amelia Sediey (Romola Garai) gradu- 
ate from Miss Pinkerton’s finishing 
school, the former still a little rough 
around the edges. When Amelia in- 
vites Becky to stay at her family’s Rus- 
sell Square household, Becky at once 
sets her sights on Amelia’s blubbery 
brother, Jos (Tony Maudsley); her ag- 
gressiveness scares him off, but she 
subsequently lands Captain Rawdon 
Crawley (James Purefoy) the dissipat- 
ed eldest son of crapulous Sir Pitt 
Crawley (Bob Hoskins).

(Jonathan Rhys Meyers), which is 
abetted by George's best friend, the 
stalwart Captain Dobbin (Rhys Ifans), 
and bitterly opposed by George's 
tyrannical father (Jim Broadbent). It’s a 
lot to keep track of, especially if you 
throw in the Napoleonic Wars and the 
Battle of Waterloo.

*WHAT THE #$*! DO WE KNOW!? 
(2004). The cliché’d title is supposed to 
express wonderment, but the only 
thing this loose documentary about 
quantum physics will make you say 
What the #$*!” about is the shoddy job 
it does of illuminating its subject. High- 
brow jargon, platitudes, and existential 
technobabble spew across the screen 
from expert talking heads as the topic 
bounces from possibility to density of 
matter to alternate reality and, eventu- 
ally, God and sex. The most “unreal” 
segments, however, are the enact- 
ments of the principles dramatized in 
the banal daily doings of Amanda 
(Marlee Matlin, the deaf actress who 
won a Best Actress Oscar for Children 
of a Lesser God back in 1986), a hard- 
working photographer who spends the 
entirety of the film looking perplexed 
and beleaguered.
